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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF HON. JOHN F. COLLINS, 
MAYOR OF BOSTON 


Honorable Members of the City Council, Distinguished 
Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


One year ago tomorrow, the people of Boston em- 
barked on “Operation Revival.”’ 

In that year we have made a good beginning, an im- 
portant beginning, certainly an encouraging beginning. 

But it is only a beginning—only the first in a ‘“‘decade 
of dedication” which the times demand. 

And while we can report progress—progress 1n many 
directions—and while we can now definitely see in the 
distance the vista of a new city, which previously was 
only a dream, we dare not pause or falter in our prog- 
ress, however briéfly, lest our objective recede once 
more beyond the municipal horizon. 

It is only fitting that, as their elected officials, the 
Mayor and Council make public acknowledgement to 
the people themselves for the enthusiastic interest they 
have shown, and the active cooperation they have 
given, in city affairs, and which have made our progress 
possible. 

And, on behalf of the people, I, as their Mayor, wish 
to acknowledge the fine public service rendered during 
the past year by you, the members of the City Council 
—service which has been statesmanlike and farsighted, 
and has enabled us to expedite action beneficial to 
Boston and her citizens. 

And certainly I would be remiss if I did not here 
publicly express my thanks to the thousands of city 
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employees whose fine services and great loyalty to the 
city have made my tasks that much easier and that 
much more satisfying to accomplish. 

As we enter upon the new municipal year, somehow 
it becomes necessary to emphasize the word “responsi- 
bility” —responsibility to the public on the part of 
elected officials. 

If public service is a public trust, then that trust 
must be carried out with the greatest care—with the 
ereatest responsibility. 

Last year, I pledged an administration which would 
be as economical and as efficient as possible, consistent 
with good municipal service, in order to halt the fur- 
ther upward spiral of our confiscatory tax rate. I 
undertook to collect moneys owed the city, and to take 
all steps necessary to maintain her financial integrity. 
I undertook these responsibilities, and I have tried to 
carry them out. 

It therefore became necessary to advise our city em- 
ployees that there could be no pay raises or increased 
fringe benefits for them until our financial house was in 
order, and until some overdue relief had been obtained 
for our home owners, rent payers, and property owners. 
Our city employees recognized the situation and, being 
reponsible persons themselves, cooperated magnificently 
—sacrificing or deferring what many of them believe to 
be their just due. 

I believe it fair also to say that all city departments 
cooperated last year in trimming their budgets and 
acceding to budget reductions—all departments, that is, 
except one, the School Committee. 


In 1960, the School Committee submitted a budget 
which was obviously excessive. Aware of my duty to 
the taxpayers, including the parents of our school 
children, I exercised the power given me by the Legisla- 
ture to reduce that budget to an amount which experi- 
enced advisers stated to be sufficient for the proper 
operation of a top-grade school system. As events 
turned out, that reduced budget was more than ade- 
quate, and the School Department would have ended 
up with a surplus in 1960 but for two events: 


After midnight of September 2, 1960, the School 
Committee granted teachers a pay raise which cost 
$176,000 for the balance of 1960, and is calculated to 
cost $1,150,000 more in 1961. 
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And again, after midnight of December 20, 1960, 
the School Committee granted its nonteaching em- 
ployees a pay raise which will cost us $269,000 in 1961 
and every year thereafter. 

Together, these pay raises will cost us $1,419,000 in 
1961, and, if permitted to stand, will result in an in- 
crease of about one dollar in our tax rate. 

The probabilities are that they cannot be allowed to 
stand. 

Let us make one thing clear: The Mayor and Council 
are as deeply interested as the School Committee may 
be in maintaining the highest educational standards in 
Boston and in providing adequate compensation for all 
of our employees, including, of course, our teachers. 
There is no difference of opinion between us in this 
regard. Our objectives are the same. 

But the methods of attaining our objectives must be 
orderly, sensible, and responsible. 

We cannot have most of the population pulling in one 
direction and the School Committee pulling in another. 

Those members of the School Committee whose fiscal 
irresponsibility caused these unbudgeted pay increases 
fail, apparently, to understand the nature of their 
fiduciary obligation to the taxpaying public and their 
moral obligation to other city employees. 

Surplus funds resulting from unexpended appropri- 
ations must be allowed to remain in the city treasury. 
It is the people’s money — it is not to be divided in 
postmidnight raids on the public treasury. 

Nor do we have preferred classes of city employees — 
any more than we have preferred classes of citizens. 


If and when the city has the money, it will provide 
additional employment benefits that may be merited in 
an orderly and nondiscriminatory manner. 


In the meantime, I am bound to advise the School 
Committee that if these pay raises cannot be absorbed 
in the budget without resulting in a tax rate increase, 
then they will not be allowed to stand for 1961; in such 
ease, I will be bound to carry out my responsibility to 
the taxpayers, to the rent payers, to other city em- 
ployees, and to all those conscientiously opposed .to 
political shenanigans by eliminating any unnecessary 
increases from the 1961 School Department budget. 

Such fiscal incidents emphasize not merely the need 
for legislation to prevent unbudgeted departmental pay 
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increases, but also for legislation which will provide the 
Mayor and the City Council with budgetary control 
commensurate with their responsibility to provide de- 
partmental funds. 

I refer in this connection to the Police Department, 
which has long maintained that it is independent of 
budgetary control by the city. 

We dare not tolerate a situation where one city de- 
partment has, in effect, a blank check on the city 
treasury — free from the slightest supervision or control 
by the Mayor and City Council. 

The people have a right to hold their elected officials 
accountable for fiscal policies and practices. The people 
do not intend that the Mayor and Council shall not 
have fiscal authority commensurate with their accounta- 
bility. 

The city has therefore once again filed legislation 
which, if enacted, will transfer budgetary control over 
the Boston Police Department to the Mayor and 
Council, and we shall press for its passage. 

Keeping Boston’s financial household in order and 
reducing our oppressive tax rate are tasks made more 
complicated and difficult by the constant increases in 
annual financial burdens over which we have no control. 


In 1961, as in 1960, among other matters, we are faced 
with increases in the MTA deficit, in MDC assessments, 
and in pension costs. 


Boston’s finances are therefore like a treadmill. If 
we merely hold the line — if we merely stand still — we 
move backward. 


As a result, we are continuously faced with the prob- 
lems of finding additional revenue and making budgetary 
cuts to offset the increased burdens which we are power- 
less to prevent. 


Inasmuch as there are few immediate sources of addi- 
tional revenue, the matter reduces itself to operating 
the city on the most economical basis possible, without 
sacrifice of essential services. 


A tax rate can go so high as merely to be undesirable; 
if it goes any higher it can become dangerous, and if it 
goes still higher it can become fatal to our city. In 
my opinion our tax rate of the last few years has brought 
us at least to the brink of danger. Accordingly, since 
we are powerless to increase our revenues, we must 
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perforce trim our expenses to meet the amount of 
revenues that are available this side of danger or dis- 
aster. 

Last year, by running a tight but sound ship, we 
were able to overcome more than $12,000,000 in in- 
herited or uncontrollable obligations. By so doing, we 
were able not only to avoid an $8-increase in the tax 
rate, but we were even successful in reducing the tax 
rate by 50 cents to $100.70. 

In 1961, as matters now stand, and unless we are able 
to effect further economies and obtain additional 
financial relief, we will be faced with a tax rate of $104. 
You may be sure that as Mayor I will exert every 
strenuous effort to avoid, or at the very least to mini- 
mize, any increase in the tax rate. 

But to succeed in this objective your Mayor has a 
right not only to demand the most careful budgeting 
and administration by his own department heads, but 
to ask for and receive the cooperation of all other 
agencies whose activities affect our finances, including 
the School Committee, the MTA, the MDC, and even 
the Legislature itself. I bespeak such cooperation. 

I am glad to report that in 1960 your administration 
made substantial progress in its ‘‘No Hire, No Fire” 
policy, in the collection of moneys due the city, in 
effecting economies, and in increasing departmental 
efficiency. 

First. On January 1, 1960, there were 11,140 perma- 
nent city employees in departments directly responsible 
to the Mayor. Adding in the employees of the police 
and library departments and of the Finance Commission 
and Licensing Board, which are not subject to the 
Mayor’s control, and the county employees whose com- 
pensation is paid by the city, and employees of the 
School and School Buildings Departments, we had on 
January 1, 1960, a total work force of 20,845 permanent 
personnel paid by the city, only 538 per cent of whom, 
however, are subject to the Mayor’s jurisdiction. 

As of December 31, 1960, we have effected a reduction 
of 641 employees in departments under the Mayor’s 
control, or 532 per cent, representing approximately 
$2,500,000 in estimated annual payroll saving to the © 
city. 

This compares with a reduction of only 363 such em- 
ployees from November 1, 1957, the date of the so-called 
“White Paper,’’ to December 31, 1959. 
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In the Library Department employees were reduced 
by 54, or 10 per cent of the work force. 

In the Police Department employees were reduced by 
44, or a little less than 14 per cent. 

County employees were reduced by 18, or about 13 
per cent. 


The School Buildings Department reduced its em- 
ployees by 3, or almost 5 per cent. 


Together these reductions totaled 760 in number, or 
about 3.65 per cent of the total working force. 


However, the net saving in the number of permanent 
employees was reduced to only 655, because in 1960 the 
School Committee increased the number of its personnel 
by 105 — from 4,860 employees to 4,965. 

Whether and why it was absolutely necessary to hire 
these additional employees is beyond my knowledge. 
The figure of 105 new School Department employees 
will have to speak for itself. 

Regardless, it may be anticipated that adherence to a 
policy of not filling vacancies, except where the public 
interest so requires, will permit further substantial 
savings in the next few years. 

However, it is obvious that if such reductions are to 
be effected principally in departments subject to the 
Mayor’s control, without corresponding reduction in 
other city and county agencies, and if this policy is not 
going to be carried out by the School Committee at all, 
then the point of no return will soon be reached, unless — 
we are prepared to risk the impairment or curtailment 
of essential municipal services rendered by departments 
within the Mayor’s control. 

I therefore call on every agency involved to do its 
part. And I bespeak the continued vigilance of the tax- 
paying public in this regard. 

Second. When this administration took office, more 
than $7,000,000 in delinquent real estate taxes remained 
uncollected. Special steps were immediately taken to 
reorganize and speed up the process of collection, with 
the following successful results in 1960, as compared 
with 1959: 

The number of cases collected in full increased from 
130 to 372, and the total cash collected increased from 
$777,000 to $1,541,000, percentage increases of 186 per 
cent and 98 per cent, respectively.

The number of properties foreclosed increased from 
135 to 848, and the total value of these foreclosed prop- 
erties increased from $458,000 to $1,825,000 — increases, 
respectively, of 528 per cent and 298 per cent. 


Between cash collected and the value of properties 
foreclosed, the total nearly tripled, going from $1,235,000 
in 1959 to $3,367,000 in 1960, an increase of $2,132,000, 
or the equivalent of about $1.50 on the tax rate. 


These collections have been made under a rigid policy 
of no compromise of the amount due the city, and with- 
out waiver of interest or costs. It is estimated that the 
city collected more than $200,000 in interest and costs 
during 1960. 


On the other side of the tax title picture, the income 
from sales of foreclosed real estate in 1960 was the 
highest in the history of the Real Property Department, 
and increased from $140,000 in 1959 to more than 
$527,000 in 1960. 


There were 41 public auctions of 808 parcels of real 
estate conducted in 1960, returning more than 3,000,000 
square feet of land and 46 buildings to the tax rolls, as 
compared, in 1959, with 11 auctions, 225 parcels, 26 
buildings, and 800,000 square feet of land. 


To stimulate further sales of foreclosed properties, 
the Real Property Department published in November, 
1960, an up-to-date catalogue of all such parcels, and 
out of the initial printing of 1,000 copies more than 700 
have already been sold to interested parties at $1.50 per 
copy. 

A start has also been made in speeding up collections 
of bills owed the City Hospital. Here, unfortunately, 
we are faced with numerous problems, including the 
fact that the city has no security for the amounts owed, 
the difficulty of locating many debtors, and their rela- 
tive inability to pay. Efforts in this field are continuing. 
Nevertheless, an all-out collection drive was started in 
June, and already we have collected nearly $175,000 as 
compared with less than $15,000 in 1959, an increase of 
nearly 1,100 per cent. 


In 1960, the Law Department collected more than 
$162,000 from other cities and towns for welfare relief 
furnished to their residents, as compared with less than 
$43,000 in 1959.

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This is exclusive of $215,000 that the Common- 
wealth has agreed to pay the city for the relief furnished 
to persons with no legal settlement in Massachusetts, as 
the result of five lawsuits brought by the city. 

Other encouraging results have been reported by the 
Law Department, both in collections and in more than 
$100,000 saved in payment of claims against the city, as 
compared with 1959. 

Third. To mention only a few of the economies 
effected in various departments: 

The Park Department, operating under a budget 
$500,000 less than its 1959 budget, nevertheless will 
report a surplus of $150,000, notwithstanding the 
transfer of fifteen Hospital Department employees to 
the Park Department. 

In April, various unneeded public baths were closed, 
including the Dover Street baths and laundry building, 
with important savings to the city but without detri- 
ment to the employees involved who were transferred 
to other duties. The sale of these buildings to private 
owners will, in addition, place them on the tax rolls, 
with resulting additional revenue to the city. 

Examples abound of departmental initiative in saving 
the city money without affecting amount or quality of 
service. 

A few examples from the Purchasing Division will be 
of interest: 

City Hospital expenditures for X-ray solutions have 
been cut one third by reclaiming silver nitrate from 
used solutions. 

By making direct purchases from manufacturers, fire 
extinguishers formerly costing $76.50 each are being 
obtained for $39 each, and the cost of certain drugs has 
been reduced anywhere from 10 per cent to 60 per cent. 

By broadening the scope of specifications, without 
sacrificing quality, the cost of certain syringes and 
needles for the hospital has been cut one third to one 
half. 


And by finding suitable replacements for items con- 
sidered to be of a specialty nature, bottles formerly 
bought at $3.25 each are now being purchased at $3.50 
per dozen. 

I might mention parenthetically the difference in the 
amount of revenue received by the Commonwealth for 
the so-called Dewey Square parking lot which, as you 
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will recall, gave the Commonwealth $2,400 a year; 
within two weeks after it was transferred to the city, 
publicly advertised bids were conducted, and the highest 
bidder will give to the city $48,000 a year — that is, 
$4,000 a month, as contrasted with $2,400 a year to the 
Commonwealth. 

Fourth. Off to a good start is the process of surveying 
the various city departments, for the purpose of re- 
organizing them, where necessary, in the interest of 
better service to the people at lower cost. 

The entire cost of several of these surveys has been 
defrayed by public-minded individuals and civic agen- 
cies, to whom we express our very deep thanks. Their 
interest and support is an example of the new spirit in 
Boston. The results achieved and to be achieved will, 
I am certain, completely justify their public-minded 
investment in the future of Boston. 

Already completed is a survey of the Assessing De- 
partment, which will serve as the basis of an ordinance 
I will introduce, calling for the reorganization of that 
department, which, I am very hopeful, will better the 
efficiency of the department, improve the morale and 
working conditions of its personnel, and benefit the 
taxpayer by the employment of more scientific, accurate, 
and equitable methods of appraisal and assessment. 


A personnel and management study of the Building 
Department is under way, also financed by a Citizens’ 
Committee, for the purpose of improving performance 
within present budgetary limits. Studies are also in 
progress in the Health Department with a view toward 
administrative reorganization and reorientation of its 
programs, based upon current and projected needs. 


The voluminous survey report on the Hospital De- 
partment is still the subject of study, with a view to 
implementing its recommendations. Important work 
remains to be done in this field. 


We have, therefore, re-engaged the consultant serv- 
ices of the firm of Cresap, McCormick and Paget, whose 
original survey holds promise of million-dollar savings 
in this department. 


In the course of time, each city department will be 
the subject of an intensive survey, with the dual objec- 
tives of increasing service to the public and reducing 
the cost of that service. 
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In some ways, the best test of what the city has done 
and the direction in which she is going is her credit 
rating. 

I am therefore happy once again to state — as your 
Honorable Body was advised on November 28, 1960, by 
the Collector-Treasurer and the City Auditor — that 
the city’s credit rating has steadily improved in 1960, 
and that the sale of her bond obligations is being ac- 
complished at a steadily decreasing cost of interest, 
especially so when compared with other large cities of 
the United States. 

For example, while on November 17, 1959, Boston’s 
net interest cost was 3.83 per cent as compared to 3.57 
per cent for the Bond Buyers’ Index of twenty cities 
and states, nevertheless this relationship was entirely 
reversed on October 25, 1960, when Boston’s net inter- 
est cost was reduced to 3.37 per cent as compared with 
3.53 per cent for the Bond Buyers’ Index. 

On November 3, 1960, with all of the city’s short- 
term debt — in the amount of $45,000,000 — fully pro- 
vided for, our general cash balance was over $51,000,000. 
Moreover, as a result of legislation introduced by the 
city and enacted in 1960, we are now legally permitted 
to invest temporary cash balances, with resulting new- 
found income to the city of at least $100,000 annually. 

As of December 31, 1960, the city had no short-term 
debt whatever. Our gross long-term debt was reduced 
by $6,204,000, and net funded debt was reduced by 
$2,800,000, as compared with the prior year. 

Of our total gross direct debt of $154,000,000 on 
December 31, 1960, more than $50,000,000 is repre- 
sented by Traffic Tunnel and Rapid Transit debt, for 
the full redemption of which we already have sinking 
fund reserves which are $340,000 in excess of the amount 
required for exemption. 

The city’s financial house, therefore, appears to be in 
better order all the time, and we intend to keep it that 
way. 

In terms of Boston’s future physical well-being and 
financial strength, by far the major events and ac- 
complishments, not only of 1960, but of the last several 
decades, have occurred in the field of urban renewal, 
both under public and private auspices. 

Moreover, events of recent months have fully justi- 
fied the decision to appoint a Development Adminis- 
trator, to coordinate, expedite, and accelerate the plans 
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and programs of all municipal agencies operating in 
this field. Some of the benefits of this step have already 
been realized. | 

Needless to say, enactment of the legislation which 
will soon permit the great Prudential Center to go 
forward was of crucial importance to the city. Not the 
least of the benefits of that legislation is that it will 
permit other similar developments to be planned and 
executed with confidence on the part of investors and 
increasingly beneficial impact on the real estate tax 
rate. 

Equal in importance to the city is the passage of the 
bills authorizing the Government Center, which will in 
a relatively short time remake a large and potentially 
valuable section of downtown Boston. 

Our $90,000,000 redevelopment program has met with 
universal approval, and the federal government has 
already approved a $29,000,000 capital grant and 
$2,000,000 in planning advances, to get the program 
under way. 

Redevelopment of the Atlantic Avenue water front, 
of the Park Square-South Cove area, and of the North 
Station Terminal area are in active study and planning 
stages, as are the replanning of the retail core, the 
rehabilitation of the Back Bay, and the 186-acre Wash- 
ington Park renewal project in Roxbury. 

The first complex of dwelling units in the West End 
Development should be ready in 1961. 

Early in 1961, it is expected that the White Fund 
Trustees will announce completed plans for the rede- 
velopment of their Tremont Street properties by private 
capital, and there are numerous other signs of the 
renewal of interest of private building investment 
capital in Boston. 

With the emphasis on people as well as on bricks and 
mortar, our renewal plans have been formulated and de- 
veloped under a process of consultation with and 
participation by neighborhood citizen groups. Citizens 
have been encouraged and assisted to organize local 
district planning committees and councils, and numerous 
meetings have been held with them, to our intense 
satisfaction. 

It is expected that 1961 will also see the adoption of 
a new up-to-date Zoning Code, to replace the present 
obsolete code which dates from 1924. After years of 
preparation, public hearings have been held, and the 
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new code is in the process of review before final sub- 
mission for adoption. 

Not the least of the hopeful signs is that, in 1960, 
construction and alteration permits in Boston increased 
nearly $25,000,000 over 1959, excluding from the 1959 
tabulation the estimated cost of the Prudential Project. 

All in all, in the field of urban renewal, we can look 
back to 1960 with satisfaction, and we can look forward 
to succeeding years with keen anticipation. 

But we must not forget that the realization of our 
high hopes will depend on our hard work—that if we 
are to attain the more bountiful and more beautiful 
Boston we all desire, then we cannot dream on the way. 

To a large extent the fate of Boston lies in the hands of 
the Legislature. Such matters as changes in the MTA 
and MDC assessment formulas and such matters as 
transfer to the state of nonmunicipal obligations for 
welfare and court costs, and increased state aid for 
school purposes, are not within our own power to 
accomplish. For these we need legislative sanction. 

While Boston fared somewhat better in the Legisla- 
ture during 1960 than in former years, we did not fare 
well enough. Despite the valiant efforts of the city’s 
legislative agents and the cooperation of numerous civic 
agencies, too many of our bills, to put it bluntly, went 
down the drain. 

But we are far from discouraged, and 1961 will see a 
renewed and increased effort by Boston in the Legis- 
lature, not merely on her own behalf, but also on behalf 
of all the cities and towns of the Commonwealth with 
whom we share our problems and our aspirations. 

Long overdue from the Legislature is an alternate 
source of revenue for all the cities and towns. 

Long overdue from the Legislature is the transfer to 
the state of welfare, court, and hospital costs. 

I believe that in 1961, more than ever before, the 
Legislature will provide increasingly nonpartisan, non- 
political, and nongeographical solutions to those munici- 
pal problems which are nonpartisan, nonpolitical, and 
nongeographical. 

I feel confident that the Legislature is increasingly 
aware of the expectation by all citizens of enlightened 
and statesmanlike action on its part, and I am therefore 
quite hopeful that 1961 will be a year of banner progress 
for the Commonwealth and its municipalities. 
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If the cities and towns of the Commonwealth have 
not attained all of their just and wholesome legislative 
objectives, it may be partly due to their own failure to 
unite and coordinate their efforts wherever their inter- 
ests and purposes have been mutual. 

I have therefore proposed that the elected city and 
town officials of our Bay State organize into a League 
of Municipalities, to provide a clearing house of infor- 
mation in fields of common interest and to present a 
united front in matters before the Legislature. 

Such municipal leagues already exist in forty-four of 
our states, and have been notably successful. 

Boston will lend all of its assistance to the organiza- 
tion of such a league and in the formulation of plans for 
its successful operation, and looks forward to a most 
satisfactory and beneficial association with her neigh- 
bors throughout the state. 

In conclusion, as we look back with reasonable satis- 
faction to the year just past, as we look forward to 
1961 and the years which follow in this ‘‘decade of 
dedication,’’ we pray for divine guidance in adminis- 
tering the affairs of the city we love, so that the people 
of Boston may achieve the kind of city which they so 
richly merit — a city where good health, good surround- 
ings, prosperity, and good feeling will abound.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the eighth annual report 
of the Administrative Services Department for the 
year commencing January 1, 1961, and ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1961, concerning the activities of all divisions 
and units involved, together with comments and ob- 
servations made with reference to various studies and 
policies initiated or recommended by the Board in 
connection with the operation and management of 
various other city departments. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES BOARD 
Under the provisions of Chapter 4, Section I, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961, the Administrative Services 
Department is in charge of a Board, known as the Ad- 
ministrative Services Board, consisting of an officer 
known as the Director of Administrative Services, who 
is the Chairman of said Board, an officer known as the 
Supervisor of Budgets, an officer known as the Super- 
visor of Personnel, an officer known as the Purchasing 
Agent, and the Commissioner of Assessing, the City 

Auditor, and the Collector-Treasurer, ex officiis. 
Under Section 2 of the previously mentioned ordi- 
nances, it is the duty of the Board, and more especially 
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the Director of Administrative Services, to make, 
under the Mayor, studies and recommendations with 
respect to the organization, activities, policies, and 
procedures of all departments, boards, and offices, 
so that the administration thereof shall be economical 
and efficient. 


The following Board membership changes took place 
during the year due to resignations, transfers, or pro- 
motions: 


Appointment of Henry A. Scagnoli, Fire Commissioner 
at the time, as Director of Administrative Services and 
Chairman, vice John P. McMorrow, who resigned to 
fill a position as Director of Administrative Management 
in the Boston Redevelopment Authority—April 20, 1961. 
Appointment of Robert A. Grimes, Assessor, vice Adolph 
H. Brauneis, who was appointed Associate Commissioner 
of Assessing—April 28, 1961. 

Appointment of Adolph H. Brauneis, Commissioner 
of Assessing, vice Robert A. Grimes, Commissioner of 
Assessing, who resigned December 11, 1961, to return 
to private enterprise. 


Although the city suffered the loss of one outstanding 
Board member, due to the resignation of Robert A. 
Grimes, who held the position of Assessor from April 28, 
1961, to December 11, 1961, the appointment to fill 
this vacancy of Adolph H. Brauneis as the Commissioner 
of Assessing was a most popular and satisfactory one be- 
cause of the long and varied experience in the assessing 
field that Mr. Brauneis has amassed as a career employee 
in the city service. 


During the year the Board met formally on only 
five separate occasions, although many informal meet- 
ings were held on various administrative matters 
which did not require full attendance and, in the main, 
concerned problems which were resolved speedily in 
a businesslike manner without lengthy, unnecessary, 
prolonged debate and discussion. Formal meetings 
were held on the following dates at Room 43, City 
Hall: January 19, February 16, June 22, August 17, 
November 30. 


The number of occasions that informal meetings 
were held, either with individual or several members 
of the Board present, were frequent and were called, 
at times, on the spur of the moment. Therefore, be- 
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cause of the character of such meetings, accurate 
records of meetings were not retained. However, 
many of them resulted in directives or memoranda 
emanating from various divisions of the department 
over the signature, in most cases, of the Director. 


Only one department heads meeting was recorded 
(February 28, 1961) for the reason that several other 
meetings held at Room 43, City Hall, were more or 
less of an informal nature and matters discussed were 
either submitted to Mr. Richard Sinnott, Press Secre- 
tary, or resulted in the issuance of directives concerning 
many subjects or issues pertaining to municipal de- 
partmental operations, copies of which were forwarded 
to you during the course of the year. Many of the sub- 
jects discussed at informal meetings with Board mem- 
bers and department heads were fully covered in the 
following directives on the dates specified.

The previous policy of issuing memoranda was 
discontinued, as it was felt that designating the title 
‘‘directive”’ to all instructional and informational ma- 
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terial initiated either by the Director or by action of the 
Board would place more emphasis on the importance 
of such documents and would tend to eliminate the 
possibility of associating memoranda between and among 
departments and divisions of departments with those 
issued by the Director or Board. 


In reviewing the directives listed above, certain 
subjects or issues are of sufficient import to record 
specific references herein. 

An accelerated program was inaugurated, and is 
being continued, to improve liaison and coordination 
between the various city departments and the Ad- 
ministrative Services Department, but more especially 
between departments and the Director and his im- 
mediate assistants. This improved relationship makes 
for better understanding between departments and 
the Administrative Services Department, which de- 
partment was established mainly for the purpose 
of relieving the Mayor of the many administrative 
functions and responsibilities which he was obliged 
to shoulder in the past and to keep city officials abreast 
of current trends and advances in the field of municipal 
management. 

Studies have been initiated and are being continued 
under the supervision of the Director in several areas 
of administration, including accounting and billing 
procedures and departmental reorganizations, with a 
view to applying modern methods and techniques 
to our daily operations. It is believed that the results 
of these studies will be of tremendous value to the 
City Government Center Commission in its over-all 
plans for the erection of a new City Hall. 


Possible consolidation of various functions through 
automation, the possible establishment of a central 
licensing bureau, facilities for a central storage ware- 
house, a records management program, a review and 
study of existing procedural manuals, the feasibility 
of establishing a central reproduction area in the 
new City Hall, and many other such studies have been 
given consideration, some having been already initiated 
while others are being scheduled for study during 
the current and future years. In some of these studies 
we have been fortunate in securing the services of 
members of your Advisory Committee whose direction, 
guidance, and advice have been most helpful. 
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A new Pre-Employment Health Medical Program, 
which had been under study for several months as a 
result of Board deliberations and studies, was inaugu- 
rated and adopted the latter part of the year and 
placed under the supervision and direction of the 
Personnel Division. It was found that because of a 
lack of uniform regulations throughout the city and 
county governments in the matter of physical 
examination prior to employment, the city incurred 
unnecessary and questionable liabilities under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act which could have been 
avoided had stricter adherence to previous rules and 
regulations been observed. This new procedure should 
tighten controls over past practices and should ulti- 
mately result in a substantial decrease in the number 
of cases under the Workmen’s Compensation Act 
for which the city, in the past, was obliged to honor 
requests. 

Greater and more systematic controls over the 
expenditures of all departments were instituted during 
1961, and many others are under consideration at 
the present time. Purchase and service orders are to 
be scrutinized more thoroughly than has been the 
policy in the past. Every area where an expenditure 
is involved is to be checked and rechecked to ascertain 
whether or not the expenditure is absolutely necessary. 
Several methods for controlling expenditures shall 
be placed into effect during the current year as a result 
of informal meetings held the latter part of 1961 at 
which the Director, the City Auditor, and the Super- 
visor of Budgets were present. 

On November 16 and 17 the Administrative Division, 
under the supervision of the Board, conducted its 
annual ‘‘Conferama’’ at Northeastern University, to 
which reference is made in more detail under the section 
headed ‘‘ Administrative Division.” 

Under date of August 21 one of the most important 
directives of the year was issued concerning legislation 
enacted which established a code of ethics for city 
officers and employees. As it is your desire and the 
desire of this Board that all city officers and employees 
should be constantly on the alert regarding the pro- 
visions of this legislation, we are repeating the contents 
of this directive in this annual report for the benefit 
of all those concerned who may read the printed copies 
of this document. 
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CODE OF ETHICS FOR THE CITY’S OFFICERS 
AND EMPLOYEES 


This is to call to your attention, and direct you to call 
to the individual attention of each and every officer and 
employee in your department, that, as the City of Boston 
is a political subdivision of the Commonwealth, Chapter 
610 of the Acts of 1961 has set forth the following Copr 
oF Evruics for the city’s officers and employees: 

No officer or employee should have any interest, financial 
or otherwise, direct or indirect, or engage in any business 
or transaction or professional activity or incur any obli- 
gation of any nature, which is in substantial conflict 
with the proper discharge of his duties in the public 
interest. 

No officer or employee should accept other employment 
which will impair his independence of judgment in the 
exercise of his official duties. 

No officer or employee should accept employment or 
engage in any business or professional activity which 
will require him to disclose confidential information 
which he has gained by reason of his official position or 
authority. 

No officer or employee should disclose confidential in- 
formation acquired by him in the course of his official 
duties nor use such information to further his personal 
interests. 

No officer or employee should use or attempt to use 
his official position to secure unwarranted privileges 
or exemptions for himself or others. 

No officer or employee should engage in any transaction 
as representative or agent of the city with any business 
entity in which he, his spouse, any of his children, or 
any spouse of any of his children, has a direct or indirect 
financial interest that might reasonably tend to conflict 
with the proper discharge of his official duties. 

An officer or employee should not by his conduct give 
reasonable basis for the impression that any person 
can improperly influence him or unduly enjoy his favor 
in the performance of his official duties, or that he is 
unduly affected by the kinship, rank, position, or influence 
of any party or person. 

An officer or employee should abstain from making 
personal investments in enterprises which he has reason 
to believe may be directly involved in decisions to be 
made by him or which will otherwise create substantial 
conflict between his duty in the public interest and his 
private interest. 

An officer or employee should endeavor to pursue a 
course of conduct which will not raise suspicion among 
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the public that he is likely to be engaged in acts that 
are in violation of his trust. 

and that under the charter of the city (St. 1909, c. 486, 
s. 8), it is unlawful for any officer or employee of the 
city directly or indirectly to make a contract with the 
city or with the County of Suffolk, or to receive any 
commission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution, or reward 
from or any share in the profits of any person or corpo- 
ration making or performing such contract, unless such 
officer or employee immediately upon learning of the 
existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed 
shall notify in writing the Mayor, City Council, and 
Finance Commission of such contract and of the nature 
of his interest in such contract and shall abstain from 
doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference 
thereto; provided, however, that when a contractor 
with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary 
association, the ownership of less than five per cent 
of the stock or shares actually issued shall not be con- 
sidered as being an interest in the contract within the 
meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect 
the validity of the contract, unless owner of such stock 
or shares is also an officer or agent of the corporation 
or association, or solicits or takes part in the making 
of the contract. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


The operations of this division have been expanding 
into various and diversified fields of administration, and 
the number of functions has increased to the extent 
that it was necessary to transfer the former Chairman 
of the Mayor’s Automotive Advisory Committee from 
the Traffic Department and to utilize the services of a 
consultant who is under contract with the City of 
Boston Government Center Commission to assist in 
the making of methods and procedures studies of the 
several city departments scheduled to be housed in the 
new City Hall. 

It might be well to recall here that it was recom- 
mended some six years ago — and reference has been 
made annually to this all-important recommendation — 
that an Organization and Methods Section be estab- 
lished within this division. However, due to a lack of 
sufficient space to carry on operations in an efficient 
manner and the reluctance of department heads to 
permit the transfer of competent and experienced 
personnel to this division and, in addition, due to the 
existence of the White Paper Agreement in recent 
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years and the no-hire, no-fire policy existing for the 
past four or five years, original plans failed to materialize. 
Nevertheless, with a limited number of employees, 
several important surveys or studies were conducted 
in addition to the routine functions of the division, 
the more important of which are listed herewith: 


1. Minutes of all formal Administrative Services Board 
meetings have been compiled and copies eee to 
each ibm Beri 


2. The Sixth Conferama on Municipal Administration was 
organized and presented at Northeastern University, 
upon which a report is at present being prepared for 
publication. This was the first year we assembled for 
our program an array of outstanding talent from the 
fields of education, private industry, labor, and state 
government rather than individuals directly connected 
with the city government. This also was the first 
time that our presentations included a projected look 
into the decade ahead, with the result that the subjects 
and ideas advanced by the distinguished panelists and 
moderators were not only well received but will be the 
basis of much of our future thinking and planning in 
the everyday operations of our municipal plant. 


3. Directives from the Chairman of the Board were 
composed and distributed throughout city departments 
and, in certain instances, county offices. 


4. The 1960 annual report of the department together 
with the annual reports of the Public Safety Commis- 
sion and the Government Center Commission were 
composed by the Administrative Secretary to the 
Administrative Services Board; and other depart- 
mental annual reports were reviewed by division 
personnel. 


5. Informal meetings with Board members and other 
city officials, in addition to meetings with representa- 
tives of many private, civic, and business organizations, 
were arranged and conducted. 


6. Assistance was rendered to your Advisory Committee 
in evaluating the operations in the Building Depart- 
ment, which included a staffing study. (This report 
had not been completed prior to the end of the year but 
should be concluded and submitted to you within the 
next few months.) 


7. A survey of abandoned city property was also con- 
ducted; listings and individual property cards were 
compiled on all such properties and were submitted

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to the Chairman of the Real Property Board for future 
action, with a view to placing these properties back on 
the tax rolls. 


. Assistance was rendered to the Building Division of the 


Real Property Department in making space studies for 
the Registry Division of the Health Department and 
the subsequent relocation of this division from the 
tenth to the seventh floor of City Hall Annex. 


. Assistance was rendered to the Government Center 


Commission from the first of the year to October 11 
(and for the previous two years), which included the 
recording of all minutes of meetings of said commission; 
assisting in the preparation of contracts; answering cor- 
respondence and other related functions; assisting in 
the procuring of office space and the furnishing and 
equipping thereof; and the keeping of accounts and 
records pertaining to expenditures made by said 
commission. 

Space studies and recommendations were made for 

the relocating and rearranging of office space for the 

Boston Redevelopment Authority, the Assessing De- 

partment, the Boston Public Library, and the Com- 

plaints, Budget, Administrative, and Personnel Divi- 

sions of this department. 

Assistance was rendered to the editor of the City 
Record in the handling of subscriptions and accounting 
therefor. 

Exceptional assistance was rendered to the United 

Fund Campaign, with an employee of this division 

assigned as district director for the City Hall District, 

which was recognized through a testimonial letter 
directed to you by Joseph T. Connors, Chairman of 
the General Business Division of the United Fund. 

Under date of December 15 a meeting of representatives 

of city departments was called for the purpose of 

instituting a Health and Industrial Safety Program 
which, it is understood, will replace the Mayor’s 

Automotive Advisory Committee. With the renewal of 

the city’s automotive fleet, it is imperative that scientific 

preventive maintenance practices be installed and 
rigidly enforced. ‘This should result in a minimum 
cost for operations with a maximum effort being exerted 
in the interests of safety, efficiency, and the establish- 
ment of a sound guide to our replacement policy in the 
future. A lecture on fleet maintenance was delivered at 

a fleet supervisors’ class at Northeastern University by 

the Director of Traffic Safety Education, who presently 

is employed by this division. 

Assistance was rendered to various city officials in the 

establishment of a program to keep the city clean, 
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which campaign was inaugurated by you and has shown 
definite progress since its inception. 

15. A detailed report was compiled on operations in the 
Collecting Division of the Treasury Department; 
assistance was rendered tothe consultant in thec ompila- 
tion of various data from the Assessing Department, 
Public Works, and Collector-Treasurer’s offices for the 
purpose of evaluating the feasibility of combining 
billing processing in a standardized and more efficient 
operation with the use of electronic data-processing 
equipment. 


The above is only a partial list of the various duties 
and functions performed by this division and indicates 
clearly the need for a definite increase in the number 
of permanent administrative analysts who are ex- 
perienced and qualified to conduct surveys and studies 
of every character. This would reduce, substantially, 
the necessity of hiring outside consultants each and 
every time some administrative function requires study 
and review. The sooner an Organizations and Methods 
Section has been established on a permanent basis, 
the sooner many of the problems of an administrative 
nature that have been held in abeyance for some time 
will be resolved. 


BUDGET DIVISION 


As you are aware, one of the most important functions 
of government today, whether it be local or national 
in scope, is the function of budgeting the money of 
the taxpayer in such a manner as to comply with his 
wishes in the rendering of essential services while at 
the same time providing such services at a minimum 
cost. This we have endeavored to do. By constant 
study and surveillance over expenditures in every 
category, we have been able, in most cases, to tighten 
our controls and to keep the department head alerted 
and informed at all times of how his appropriation 
picture looks and what is expected of him so that he 
may live within the funds allocated to operate his 
department on an efficient basis. 

We have made definite progress in improving our 
present operations, but there is much to be done, as 
is the case in all governmental and private enter- 
prises of the magnitude of a municipal operation similar 
to that of Boston. In carrying out your wishes to cut 
the frills and fat from each and every departmental 
request for funds, we experienced a thankless and chal- 
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lenging chore but one which we faced with purpose 
and determination. 

Since the introduction of the program or performance 
budget in Boston some seven years ago, many facets 
of this new idea in budgeting have been placed into 
effect, many others have been explored and tested, 
and those which were found to be feasible and accept- 
able have been adopted. For obvious reasons, contin- 
uous changes and new processes in program budgeting 
techniques demand and require constant review and 
study, and this is an ever-present function of the di- 
vision. 

During the past two years, in considering depart- 
mental requests for funds, we have concentrated on 
such factors as: 


1. Work programs and the need for same. 

2. Amounts expended in the previous year and the results 
obtained. 

3. The relative importance of a department’s work 
compared with the functions of the city as a whole. 

4. Possible economies through improved operating 

methods. 


Work programming appears to be the only logical 
and sound approach to the problem of preparing budget 
requests. It eliminates a large portion of the guessing 
from budgetary processes, which was common prior 
to the advent of the program budget, and it permits a 
more adequate evaluation of the need for proposed 
expenditures. 

During the current year we intend to inaugurate 
several new procedures which will further improve 
our controls over departmental expenditures and which 
should prove to be an important step towards the 
eventual control of all moneys expended, whether 
through appropriations, loans, or otherwise. 


In addition to the preparation of the Annual and 
Supplementary City and County Budgets, for which 
this division is responsible, budget analysts are assigned, 
periodically, to assist in various types of surveys which 
are directly or indirectly connected with budgetary 
functions. Four such surveys were conducted during 
the past year and concerned operations in the Assessing, 
Building, and Hospital Departments and the Printing 
Section of the Administrative Services Department. 
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The results of the Assessing Department survey have 
been placed into effect by ordinance, and the Hospital 
Department survey has resulted in the inauguration 
of a Pre-Employment and Health Medical Program, 
to which reference is made under the Personnel Division 
writeup. The results of the Building Department 
and Printing Section surveys are incomplete at the 
present writing and shall be forwarded to you in due 
course. 

We are hopeful that, as a result of our studies and 
efforts in the field of budgeting, the elimination of 
all unnecessary expenditures will become a reality 
in the not too distant future. Our daily endeavor is 
to stretch the taxpayer’s dollar to the breaking point 
while supplying and rendering to him the many services 
which he demands and to which he is entitled. 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


The programs and activities of the Personnel Division 
have been steadily improved during the year 1961. 

Continual personnel problems were resolved involving 
compensation grade adjustments and establishment of 
new Classification titles in the Compensation and 
Classification Plans both for the city and the County 
of Suffolk. 


The rules covering payment of overtime were 
liberalized to the extent of increasing the hourly limi- 
tations from $3 to $4 (Rule OT-6). 

Further reductions in number of employees were 
effected as follows:

These reductions, in addition to those effected 
during the year 1960, have resulted in an over-all 
decrease in the number of working personnel of 934 
since January 1, 1960. 


Procedures have been initiated to continue a rigid 
control over vacancies as they occur, for the purpose 
of effecting further reductions in personnel without 
interference with the essential services of the city. 


Effective as of October 10, 1961, a new Pre-Employ- 
ment and Health Medical Program was inaugurated. 
This program is conducted under the jurisdiction 
of the Personnel Division for the purpose of examining 
applicants for which the city might incur liability 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Act. Employees 
of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk, except 
the uniformed forces of the Fire Department and 
the entire personnel of the Police and School Depart- 
ments, are examined. In addition, there are a con- 
siderable number of examinations of employees upon 
reinstatement after sick leave and excessive absenteeism. 
The obvious merits of this program are becoming 
more apparent from day to day. 


Throughout the year there were numerous requests 
received from municipalities and other agencies for 
data concerning comparative wage and working con- 
ditions. Because of a steady improvement in this 
field of activities the Personnel Division has been 
able to furnish statistical information of this type 
in a more efficient and detailed manner. Cooperation 
with other agencies has established good relations, 
and the resultant benefits become apparent when 
desired information is in turn furnished to our office 
on request. 
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COMPLAINTS DIVISION 


On March 138 the Complaints Division moved 
from the second floor of City Hall to more suitable 
quarters on the first floor, carrying out your plan to 
make the facilities of the office more readily available 
and accessible to the general public. The office is 
presently located in Room 12, which is just inside 
the School Street entrance. The increase in the num- 
ber of people who register complaints in person and 
who seek information of various character proves 
that the new location has met with the approval of 
all concerned. 

The aim of the division is to speed up the processing 
of complaints, to examine and investigate each and 
every complaint registered, regardless of what agency 
or individual may be responsible, and to render to the 
public that service to which they are entitled in much 
the same manner as obtains in most of our successful 
private business enterprises throughout the country. 

It has been noted during the past year that the number 
of complaints concerning unclean highways, alleyways, 
and parks has diminished considerably from previous 
years due, in large measure, to the antilitter campaign 
which you inaugurated upon taking office and which 
has progressed and developed to a point where a larger 
segment of our citizens has become antilitter conscious. 
Of course, without the excellent cooperation received 
from the Building, Health, Police, Public Works, and 
Real Property Departments, the efforts of this division 
in adjudicating complaints would have been in vain. 

As a result of favorable publicity regarding Boston’s 
present and future, the number of requests for informa- 
tion about our city, due to our high standing in the 
fields of education, science, medicine, historical back- 
ground, and last, but not least, our redevelopment 
program, has increased substantially, There has been 
a tremendous demand for maps and information about 
the Freedom Trail, and we have endeavored to honor 
each and every request although our funds have been 
very limited. We have been fortunate, however, in 
securing the cooperation of the state government and 
many private agencies in the procuring of literature 
and other advertising material which has been most 
helpful in the expanding of our tourist trade and the 
attracting of new capital for investment in our revital- 
ized city. 
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PURCHASING DIVISION 


There is no better way in which to initiate our report 
on the activities of this division than to repeat the 
opening statement of our 1961 annual report covering 
our activities during your first year of office, viz., 
“The principal objective of the Purchasing Division 
is to maintain the best possible value on all supplies, 
materials, and equipment purchased for its tax dollar.” 

Thousands of dollars have been saved taxpayers of 
the City of Boston during the past year through the 
combined efforts of the personnel of this division. 
Continuing the ‘‘open door’ policy has resulted in 
great savings by exchanges of information received 
from the many sales representatives who visit the office 
daily. Time consumed in evaluating and checking 
new products and material and a willingness to take 
initiative in the search for full value have resulted in 
substantial savings to the city. Listed below are a few 
examples of savings made during the past year: 


1. Adjustable steel stools formerly purchased at $29.90 
each were purchased at $14.28 each. 

2. Rectograph paper formerly purchased at $41.05 per 
roll was purchased at $29.20 per roll after investigation 
and with the cooperation of the using departments. 

3. Looseleaf binders with index formerly purchased at 
$229.80 were purchased for the sum of $154.96. 

4. Several thousand dollars were saved on uniform cloth 
this year as a result of opening specifications for equal 
quality. Example: In 1960 the city paid $5.96 per 
yard as compared to price paid in 1961 of $4.295 
per yard. 

5. Purchasing of parking meter and traffic posts in the 
current year resulted in savings of several thousand 
dollars by means of asking for larger quantity pur- 
chases. Example: In 1960, 51-inch posts cost $2.98; 
in 1961, price to city was $1.75. In 1960, 39-inch 
posts cost the city $2.89 as compared to the cost in 
1961 of $1.45. 

- 6. In cooperation with Boston City Hospital and suppliers, 
thousands of dollars were saved by reducing the size 
of sponges used in the hospital from 4x4 to 4x3. 

7. By means of larger quantity purchases substantial 
savings were achieved. Example: Electrocardiograph 
paper, of which approximately 1,800 rolls are purchased, 
was placed under contract at a cost of $2.10 per roll 
as compared to a former purchasing price of $3.50 
per roll. 
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. By means of direct purchases from manufacturers of 


drug items, substantial savings resulted. Example: 
1960 cost of Sparine, of which approximately 2,000 
capsules were purchased, was $3.15 each; the 1961 
price is $2.83 each. 


. Savings of $3,000 were realized in readvertising of 


salt for snow removal as a result of information and 
investigation after original bid. 

The new policy of bidding on fresh meats, fruits, 
and vegetables, which has encouraged a large number 
of bidders, has resulted in substantial savings by 
reason of keener competition. 

Concerning the cost of gasoline, in 1961 the city has 
received a discount of $.05025 per gallon, which is 
by far the best discount obtained in years. The 1960 
discount was $.0350 per gallon. Cost of aintifreeze 
is $.08 per gallon less than previous years. Example: 
1961 price is $1.28 per gallon as compared to the 1960 
price of $1.36 per gallon. The change to purchasing 
compact motor vehicles has also resulted in greater 
savings to the city. 

Purchasing roses and tulips from direct importers 
and growers has resulted in savings of approximately 
15 per cent over previous years. Substitution of 
plastics for clay products, such as flowerpots for 
Parks and Recreation—equally serviceable for usage 
—resulted in savings of approximately 35 per cent. 
Purchasing nuts, bolts, fasteners, etc., direct from 
manufacturers’ agents has resulted in savings of 
approximately 20 per cent. 

Bidding sources for paint have been more competitive, 
with more paint being purchased from manufacturers 
and distributors, with the result that less quantities 
were required. 

Cutdown on quantities and stock and usage of hard- 
ware has resulted in over-all savings of approximately 
15 per cent. 

The quantity of lumber purchased has been reduced 
considerably. 


Large sums have been saved by means of taking 
full advantage of the law which authorizes the Purchasing 
Agent to reject all bids received at a public opening 
and award, without further public advertisement, 
whenever the lowest bidder carelessly files both bids 
at either Purchasing Division or the Auditor’s office 
rather than one at each office as required by law. 

Laundry equipment in excellent condition, which 
had been at the Dover Street Laundry for some time, 
was put to good use by transferring it to the Boston 
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City Hospital and Deer Island. The approximate 
cost of equipment transferred, if purchased now, 
would amount to approximately $32,500. At the present 
time the Dover Street Laundry is being utilized as a 
Storage location for surplus property — an excellent 
location. 

Over-all statistics with reference to the operation 
of the division during the past year are most interesting 
and are represented as follows: 


There were 415 contracts executed during the year, the 
approximate total value of which amounts to $7,625,000. 
We received 13,265 requisitions. 

There were 22,780 purchase orders issued. 

Total expenditures for the year amounted to $8,840,000, 
of which $3,000,000 represents funds from the equipment 
loan authorized during the year. 


The savings cited and statistics quoted are sufficient 
to not only justify the fact that the Purchasing Division 
is an active profit-making agency of the city but that 
it is a necessary and essential adjunct to the successful 
operation of any large municipality or establishment. 


OFFICE MACHINE REPAIR UNIT 


This division, in its sixth year of operation, has 
proven its worth not only as a money-saving function 
in the maintenance and repair of typewriters and 
other office machines but in the type of service rendered, 
which has been prompt and efficient at all times. With 
a minimum of publicity and at a minimum cost, a 
maximum service has been rendered. <A _ review of 
1961 operations discloses the following facts: 


1. In addition to regular routine inspections, emergency 
telephone calls, numbering some 800, were also answered, 
and typewriters or adding machines serviced within a 
short period of time after calls had been received. 

2. Over 200 machines were condemned and were traded 
in for new machines. Without expert advice on matters 
of this nature, costly repairs could have continued for 
several more years, resulting in no trade-in values at the 
time purchases of new machines would be mandatory. 
3. Some 200 typewriters that became impossible to operate 
because of damage not serious enough to condemn were 
overhauled. These machines were placed back in service 
at a cost far less than the normal $40 to $50 per overhaul 
charged by outside firms. 
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4. With some 2,400 typewriters alone inspected and 
serviced, which would have cost in the vicinity of over 
$8 to $10 per inspection in the event the services of an 
outside firm were utilized, it can readily be seen where the 
entire cost of operating the unit in 1961 was only in the 
vicinity of $10,000, that the operation has been most 
successful and thoroughly justified. 


PRINTING SECTION 


Once again economy — without lowering our printing 
standards — has been the watchword in the Printing 
Section during 1961. The cost of operating the plant 
was approximately $700,000, which represents the nadir 
in a gradual reduction during the last four years of 
almost $100,000, in spite of increased cost for materials 
and wage increases as a result, in the main, of agree- 
ments between the Union and city officials. 

During the year there were five retirements — and, 
in compliance with your ‘‘no hire”’ policy, three of the 
positions were not filled. 

One of our major productions involved the printing 
of the Probate Index, a two-volume list of over 1,000 
pages, last printed ten years ago, and costing in the 
vicinity of $25,000. 

Printing of a monthly issue of the B. P. L. News 
for the Library Department, an eight-page two-color 
job with a 7,500 run, was resumed, after being suspended 
for two years because of the Library’s lack of funds, 
and, in the fall, a film catalogue for their Audio-Visual 
Department, which had not been printed since 1954, 
was produced. 

A new press and camera were purchased to increase 
efficiency of production in our new Offset Section, 
which should prove its worth during the current year. 

With a gradual reduction in personne! over the past 
four years and a continuance of our previous policy 
of handling as much of the city’s printing requirements 
as possible, it is extremely difficult for us to understand 
the thinking of those who have been advocating the 
discontinuance of this all-important function and the 
substitution therefor of the parceling out of all city 
printing work to private firms. Regardless of criticism 
that has been directed towards our plant operations, 
whether warranted or unwarranted, we believe it is 
safe to say that the adoption of any such action could 
only result in substantial increases in our over-all 
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printing costs, possibly not in the immediate future, 
but most certainly after the first year of trial. 

We have been endeavoring to improve operations 
during the past two years and shall continue to face 
such problems that arise, which are peculiar to a print- 
ing operation, in a realistic and businesslike manner 
with a view to increasing production and, if possible, 
reducing present costs. 


ART COMMISSION 


Although the Art Commission is not subject to the 
supervision or control of this Board, nevertheless, 
under the provisions of Chapter 4, Section 8, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1961, its annual report is in- 
corporated herein. 

The members of the Art Commission include the 
following: 


Nelson W. Aldrich, chairman, nominated by the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, term expiring May 1, 
1964. 

Margaret Fitzhugh Browne, nominated by the Copley 
Society of Boston, term expiring May 1, 1962. 

Alice Maginnis Walsh, nominated by the Museum of 
Fine Arts, term expiring May 1, 1963. 

Marvin Goody, nominated by the Boston Society of Archi- 
tects, term expiring May 1, 1964. 

2S eee ee , nominated by the Trustees of the 
Boston Public Library, term expiring May 1, 1966. 
David McKibbon, clerk, employed on a part-time basis. 


The vacancy which exists on the commission at the 
present time was due to the death of Mr. Thomas 
Temple Pond and has not been filled at the writing 
of this report. We understand, however, that the nomi- 
nation of the late Mr. Pond’s successor was made by 
the Trustees of the Boston Public Library and awaits 
your action. 

As you are aware, this commission has the custody 
and care of all works of art owned by the city. No 
work of art can be accepted by the city, erected, or 
placed in any public way without the approval of the 
Art Commission. In addition, it is also responsible 
for the upkeep of monuments in public squares and the 
care of existing paintings owned by the city. 

The activities of the commissioner for the past year 
have been more or less limited because of budgetary 
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limitations and other factors which prevent large 
expenditures of public funds. 

Damages to the Patrick A. Collins monument on 
Commonwealth avenue at Charlesgate West were 
recovered by the Law Department in the sum of $390, 
the cost of repairs. 

The sword from the statue of George Washington in 
the Public Garden was noted as missing early in June 
and when the original sword was recovered by the Parks 
and Recreation Department, it was repaired and 
replaced. However, about one week after replacement, 
it was again reported stolen, and this time it seems to 
have disappeared completely. No replacement has been 
ordered, in the hope that the original will turn up in 
time. Over $900 was spent in replacing and having the 
cast of a new sword made. 

The commission met with the Park Commissioner on 
September 14, and with the cooperation of the Parks and 
Recreation Department, which furnished cars, a com- 
plete tour of the city-owned monuments was made to 
inspect and consider measures for having them put in 
good repair. 

We note with pleasure that you have selected three 
members of the Art Commission, namely, Nelson 
Aldrich, Mrs. Alice Maginnis Walsh, and David McKib- 
bon, to serve on the Boston Historical Conservation 
Committee, which committee is delegated with the 
authority to establish a policy of historic preservation 
for the city. Weare certain that their services will be of 
inestimable value to the aims and goals of the committee. 

The city has been most fortunate in have a com- 
mission of this character in existence—a commission of 
civic-minded citizens who contribute their talents and 
time in the interests of art. However, it is unfortunate, 
for obvious reasons, that funds are not available with 
which to carry out the many recommendations of the 
commission to restore and beautify our present historical 
monuments. If we could rely upon some type of grant, 
either from the federal government or private sources, 
to subsidize the cost of maintining, restoring, preserving, 
and beautifying many of our historical shrines and 
monuments, it would certainly be a worth-while under- 
taking and one which would be widely acclaimed not 
only by the residents of Boston but by the many visitors 
to our city who have awakened our interest in these 
valuable possessions which we have been inclined to 
take for granted for a long period of time. 
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SUMMARY 


The establishment of the Administrative Services 
Board and the Administrative Services Department 
in the latter part of 1953 marked the birth of an im- 
portant municipal function that was long overdue. 
Prior to that time, with no specific body delegated 
to make, under the Mayor, studies and recommenda- 
tions for the improvement of our daily operations, it 
was the custom and policy to follow a set routine, 
established by habit over a long period of years, al- 
though many of the operations and procedures were 
recognized and considered to be obsolete. It was an 
impossibility for the Mayor, because of the many other 
duties encumbered upon him by virtue of his office, 
to devote the time and effort necessary to investigate 
and modernize the thinking, planning, and program- 
ming of the many various municipal functions with 
which all large cities of the country are familiar. Since 
the establishment of the Administrative Services De- 
partment, which is the key department of the city 
government, combining as it does the managerial 
functions of budgeting, purchasing, financing, and the 
administration of personnel and other departmental 
procedures, many improvements have been effected in 
the various fields mentioned. However, there is much 
more to be done in these areas before we reach the 
heights to which we aspire. Improvements already 
effected require constant supervision and control, and 
further studies are necessary to attain perfection. 
Many new projects under consideration and which 
have not been initiated to the present time shall be 
given priority and as many as possible will be activated 
and completed during the current year. 


We realize that with the advent of a new city within 
a city in the not too distant future in the area to be 
occupied by federal and state buildings in addition to 
a new City Hall, it is imperative that we coordinate 
our plans as rapidly as possible with those of the Boston 
Government Center Commission so that the transfer 
of operations from present locations to the new building 
will be effected in a smooth and businesslike manner 
and will incorporate contemplated changes in depart- 
mental organization and present methods and _ pro- 
cedures of operations. This project alone entails so 
many areas of exploration and study that the services 
of consultants and experts in various fields will, of

necessity, be required to assist both this department and 
the Boston Government Center Commission in the 
formation of an over-all plan that will include the latest 
techniques in determining space and equipment re- 
quirements; functional relationships between various 
organizational units; public trafhe flow to the units; 
the possible establishment of a central electronic data- 
processing area; and other architectural considerations, 
all of which will contribute to the establishment of one 
of the most modern and attractive municipal plants 
yet to be seen in this country or elsewhere. 

Administrative planning in the matter of future 
operations is a necessity in any project that requires 
architectural planning and, to this end, we will be 
devoting our energies and concentration during the 
next two years.

DeaR Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, 
Section 25, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, we are 
pleased to submit herewith the eighth annual report 
of the Public Safety Commission for the year com- 
mencing January 1, 1961, and ending December 31, 
1961. 

This is the second Public Safety Commission annual 
report that is submitted as part of the Administrative 
Services Department, all other previous annual reports 
having been submitted as part of the Building Depart- 
ment annual report. 

The chief function of this commission under legisla- 
tion enacted in 1959 (Chapter 208, Acts of 1959) is 
to coordinate the work of all departments of the city 
concerned with public safety to the end that there may 
be efficient and concerted action by said departments, 
particularly in times of emergency and/or disaster. 

This commission, including the secretary to the 
commission, serves without compensation and without 
an appropriation of any character, thereby obviating 
the necessity of submitting a financial statement in 
accordance with the provisions of the ordinance. 

Under date of March 7, 1961, John P. McMorrow, 
chairman of the commission, resigned as Director of 
Administrative Services and chairman of this commission 
to accept an assignment to the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority. By virtue of the appointment of Henry 
A. Seagnoli, who was Fire Commissioner at the time, 
as Director of Administrative Services under date 
of April 20, 1961, he became chairman of this commission 
under the same date. By virtue of the appointment 
of Thomas J. Griffin, who was Traffic Commissioner 
at the time, as Fire Commissioner under date of July 13, 
1961, we were then joined by a new member to the 
commission under the same date, namely, Thomas F. 
Carty, the newly appointed Traffic Commissioner. 
Under date of August 1, 1961, John G. Pickett, another 
member of this commission and Director of Civil 
Defense, retired from the city service. On the same 
date we were then joined for only a short period of 
time by Brigadier General Charles W. Sweeney, who 
was appointed Director of Civil Defense. Under date 
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of October 1, 1961, General Sweeney was recalled to 
active duty with the United States Air Force. The 
Fire Commissioner, Thomas J. Griffin, having been 
appointed as Acting Director of Civil Defense on the 
same date, is at present serving in a dual capacity as 
of December 31, both as Fire Commissioner and Acting 
Director of Civil Defense. 


Under date of March 10, 1961, legislation was enacted 
(Chapter 194, Acts of 1961, amending Section 1 of 
Chapter 203 of the Acts of 1959), by adding to the 
membership of this commission the general manager 
of the Metropolitan Transit Authority, who joined 
us on May 10, 1961, the effective date of said legislation. 
In order to expedite this specific legislation the follow- 
ing communication was forwarded by the secretary 
under date of February 8, 1961, to Senator Stanley J. 
Zarod, chairman of the Joint Committee on Cities: 


Dear SENATOR ZAROD: 

Pertaining to Senate 134, in which the Public Safety 
Commission of the City of Boston has a particular in- 
terest and which will amend Section 1, Chapter 203, 
of the Acts of 1959, by including as a member of said 
commission the general manager of the Metropolitan 
Transit Authority, I am pleased to set forth the following: 
This commission, created for the purpose of coordinating 
the work of all city departments concerned with public 
safety to the end that there may be efficient and concerted 
action by said departments, particularly in times of 
emergency and disaster, meets at least once a month in 
accordance with the statutory requirement and consists 
of the Director of Administrative Services, John P. 
MecMorrow, as chairman; the Director of Civil Defense, 
John G. Pickett; the Health Commissioner, Dr. F. Robert 
Freckleton; the Police Commissioner, Leo J. Sullivan; the 
Public Works Commissioner, James W. Haley; the Traffic 
Commissioner, Thomas J. Griffin; and the Superintendent 
of Schools, Dr. Frederick J. Gillis. 

The need for such a commission was more than apparent 
during the past year when Boston was visited by three 
major snowstorms, a hurricane, a tornado scare, and 
several minor incidents of an emergency nature. In 
each case, the cooperation of MTA officials and personnel 
was a necessity and, although they cooperated 100 per cent 
with this commission, the fact that an official of the MTA 
was not a member of the commission prompted a request 
by this Board that an amendment to present legislation 
be introduced in the General Court to include the general 
manager of the MTA. 
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As a Disaster Relief Program is to be established in the 
very near future, it is imperative, in the interests of 
coordination and efficiency in operations, that an official 
representative of the Metropolitan Transit Authority 
be appointed to this Board. 

It is not essential that the General manager be designated 
as a member, but it is nevertheless preferred by Com- 
mission members.

Although the Committee on Licenses is a subcom- 
mittee of the Public Safety Commission, its functions 
and operations are carried on within the Building 
Department in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 2, Chapter 203, of the Acts of 1959, and a report 
of its activities for the year will be contained in the 
annual report of the Building Department. 


NATURAL DISASTER RELIEF 


After several attempts to establish a workable plan 
to meet the responsibilities vested with the Board in 
the matter of public safety associated with natural 
disasters, a plan was finally developed and tried out 
during the Christmas snowstorm of 1961 which from 
all indications proved most successful and which should, 
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after further trial, be perfected to such an extent as to 
be a most efficient and feasible operation — one which 
could very well serve as a sample for other large cities 
throughout the Commonwealth and country to follow. 
Although the plan, as established and adopted, is 
presently known as a ‘‘Snow Coordinating Table”’ with 
headquarters at the Boston Civil Defense Office, 
115 Southampton Street, Boston, its main purpose is 
to establish a liaison between all city departments and 
other agencies in the event of any type of potential 
natural disaster. Representatives of the following 
departments have been designated as members at this 
table: the Public Safety Commission, consisting of 
Building, Health, Civil Defense, Police, Public Works, 
School, Traffic, and Fire Departments and MTA; 
Parks and Recreation Department; Real Property 
Department, Building Division; and the various public 
utilities companies servicing the area. 

The Deputy Commissioner of the Public Works 
Department was established as chairman of the ‘‘Snow 
Coordinating Table.”’ 

All citizens of Boston were invited to call their 
emergency problems into Civil Defense in order to 
facilitate their handling and to provide better service. 

The general public have been requested to use the 
telephone number HI 2-3020 for all calls of this type, 
and have also been requested to direct to those city 
departments any activity that is normally associated 
with them; for instance, the Fire Department for any 
fire activity, the Police Department for any police 
activity, including emergency, maternity cases, etc. 

The departments listed below will be held responsible 
for taking the action listed in addition to the above: 

Civit DEFENSE: To supply operators to maintain 
the telephone lines and to list the name, address, and 
nature of the call of the person telephoning. Coordi- 
nators to take the messages from the telephone opera- 
tors to the coordinating table. 

TraFFic: To provide transportation that will become 
necessary. It should be noted here that all members 
of the Coordinating Table who desire transportation 
in case the emergency exists during the evening hours 
or early A.M., should so stipulate when submitting 
their name, home address, and telephone. The Traffic 
Department is expected to supply motor pool cars 
when necessary. 
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Pusxtic Works DEPARTMENT: (1) To furnish the 
necessary public relations representative; (2) to contact 
all members of the Coordinating Table to advise them 
when it has become necessary to activate this unit. 
Through their public relations man to notify all the 
communications services such as radio, television, and 
press, when the table has been activated in order that 
the public may then be invited to call the HI 2-3020 
emergency number. 

There shall also exist so-called Direct Lings, which 
will be open telephone lines from Civil Defense to the 
Mayor’s Office, the Public Works Office at Albany 
Street, the Police Department Headquarters, and the 
MTA. Each of these departments shall supply the 
necessary personnel to maintain the line at Headquarters, 
as well as the line in their respective headquarters. 

We are happy to announce this important step in 
the establishment of a Natural Disaster Relief Program, 
many facets of which can be applied to other types 
of disasters in addition to snow removal, including 
hurricanes, tornadoes, floods, ete. 

In connection with disasters that might occur as the 
result of an enemy attack, this commission, in con- 
junction with federal, state and local civil defense 
agencies, is cooperating to the fullest extent and co- 
ordinating its plans with those being formulated and 
amended by these agencies. In this category is the 
fallout shelter program which has been accelerated by 
President Kennedy and the various federal and state 
agencies involved. We are hopeful that before the 
end of this year more complete and definite plans will 
be available for the protection of the public in the event 
of an enemy attack. 


DEMOLITION 


Although demolition has been more or less identified 
during the past year, through newspaper publicity, 
as being solely an urban renewal function, nevertheless, 
in the matter of public safety, both the Building and 
Health Departments have been on the alert and have 
been condemning and demolishing buildings which 
were found to be unsafe structurally or unfit for human 
habitation. : 

Under Building Department jurisdiction, a total 
of 170 structures were razed during the past year at 
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a cost of $144,453, while 20 structures required repairs 
at a cost of $24,826. A total of 16 additional structures, 
although condemned during the latter part of the year, 
will not actually be demolished until this year. 

Under the Health Department jurisdiction, a total 
of twenty nine structures were razed during the past 
year at a cost of $25,712. 

Although it is common knowledge that the Building 
Commissioner has the authority to condemn structures, 
the question is being razed constantly as to the authority 
of the Health Department to condemn and order struc- 
tures demolished, even though the statutory authority 
has been in existence for a long period of time. We 
are therefore incorporating herein the statutory au- 
thority for such action or actions by the Health Depart- 
ment. 


ACTS OF 1941— CHAPTER 446, SECTIONS 1 AND 2. 

AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE EXPENSE OF THE REMOVAL OF 
CERTAIN BUILDINGS OR PARTS THEREOF BY THE HEALTH 
COMMISSIONER OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Chapter two hundred and nineteen of 
the Acts of eighteen hundred and ninety-seven is hereby 
amended by striking out section one, as amended, and 
inserting in place thereof the following section; 


Section 1. Whenever the health commissioner of the 
City of Boston shall be of opinion that any building or 
any part thereof in said city is infected with contagious 
disease, or by reason of want of repair has become dangerous 
to life, or is unfit for use because of defects in drainage, 
plumbing, ventilation, or in the construction of the same, 
or because of the existence of a nuisance on the premises 
which is likely to cause sickness among its occupants, said 
commissioner may issue an order requiring all persons 
therein to vacate or cease to use such building or part there- 
of stated in the order, for reasons to be stated therein as 
aforesaid. Said commissioner shall cause said order to be 
affixed conspicuously to the building or part thereof, and 
to be personally served on the owner, lessee, agent, occupant 
or any person having the charge or care thereof; if the owner, 
lessee or agent cannot be found in the said city, or does 
not reside therein, or evades or resists service, then said 
order may be served by depositing a copy thereof in the 
post office of said city, postpaid and properly inclosed 
and addressed to such owner, lessee or agent at his last 
known place of business or residence. Such building or 
part thereof shall be vacated within ten days after said 
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order shall have been posted and mailed as aforesaid, or 
within such shorter time, not less than forty-eight hours, 
as in said order may be specified, and said building shall 
be no longer used; but whenever said commissioner shall 
become satisfied that the danger from said building or 
part thereof has ceased to exist, or that said building has 
been repaired so as to be habitable, he may revoke said 
order. Whenever in the opinion of said commissioner 
any building or part thereof in said city is because of age, 
infection with contagious disease, defects in drainage, 
plumbing or ventilation, or because of the existence of 
a nuisance on the premises which is likely to cause sickness 
among its occupants, or among the occupants of other 
property in said city, or because it makes other buildings in 
said vicinity unfit for human habitation or dangerous or in- 
jurious to health or because it prevents proper measures 
from being carried into effect for remedying any nuisance 
injurious to health, or other sanitary evils in respect of 
such other buildings, so unfit for human habitation that 
the evils in or caused by said building cannot be remedied 
by repairs or in any other way except by the destruction 
of said building or of any portion of the same, said com- 
missioner may order the same or any part thereof to be 
removed; and if said building is not removed in accordance 
with said order said commissioner shall remove the same. 


SEcTION 2. Said chapter two hundred and nineteen 
is hereby further amended by striking out section two 
and inserting in place thereof the following section: 


Section 2. <A claim for the expense incurred by the 
health commissioner of the city of Boston under section 
one shall constitute a debt due the city upon the completion 
of the work and the rendering to the owner of an account 
therefor, and shall be recoverable from the owner in an 
action of contract. Said debt, together with interest thereon 
at the rate of six per cent per annum from the date upon 
which said debt became due, shall constitute a lien upon 
the real estate on or relative to which the expense was 
incurred, as hereinafter provided. Such lien shall take 
effect upon filing, within ninety days after the debt became 
due, for record in the registry of deeds for Suffolk county, 
or, in the case of registered land, with the assistant recorder 
for the Suffolk registry district of the land court, of a state- 
ment of the claim, signed by said commissioner, setting 
forth the amount claimed without interest. Such lien 
shall continue for two years from the first day of October 
next following the date of filing said statement. Such 
lien may be dissolved by filing for record in such registry 
of deeds or with said assistant recorder, as the case may 
be, a certificate from the collector of taxes that the debt 
for which such lien attached, together with interest and 
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costs thereon, has been paid or legally abated. The col- 
lector shall have the same powers and be subject to the 
same duties with respect to such claim as in the case of 
the annual taxes upon real estate, and the provisions of 
law relative to the collection of such annual taxes, the sale 
or taking of land for the non-payment thereof, and the 
redemption of land so sold or taken shall apply. 

The owner of the real estate to which a lien has attached, 
as provided in the preceding paragraph, within ninety 
days after the statement of said lien was filed in the registry 
of deeds or with said assistant recorder, as the case may 
be, may apply in writing to said commissioner for a hearing 
and such hearing, after due notice, shall be given by said 
commissioner within a reasonable time thereafter. Said 
commissioner, if he is satisfied after said hearing that the 
amount of the claim is more than the amount actually 
expended to remove the building or part thereof, may 
reduce the amount of the claim to the amount so actually 
expended. If the owner of said premises is aggrieved by 
any decision of said commissioner under authority of this 
section he may, within thirty days after notice of said 
decision has been mailed to him, appeal to the municipal 
court of the city of Boston, which shall hear and finally 
establish the amount of claim. 


SecTIon 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
Approved July 10, 1941. 


DATA PROCESSING 


This is the first year that IBM cards were prepared 
and utilized by the Police Department to list vacant 
and uninhabited buildings and structures without 
street number designations found throughout the city. 
This work was performed during the 1961 police listing, 
and copies of such lists were made available to the Build- 
ing Commissioner. The cooperation of the Police 
Department in gathering these statistics resulted in 
the establishment of an accurate and up-to-date list 
of properties throughout the city whose owners were 
failing to comply with the provisions of Chapter 29, 
Section 92, of the Revised Ordinances of 1961, which 
reads as follows: 


‘‘No person shall neglect or refuse to affix to or inscribe 
on any building owned by him the street number assigned 
to such building by the Building Commissioner; nor 
shall any person affix to or inscribe on or suffer to remain 
on any building owned or occupied by him a street num- 
ber other than the one assigned to such building by the 
Building Commissioner. ’”’ 
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It also provided the Building Department with a 
current list of properties which were vacant or unin- 
habited as of January, 1961, which list should have 
been valuable to not only the Building and Health 
Commissioners in their demolition programs but equally 
as valuable to the Assessing, Fire, and Real Property 
Departments as well. 

As the Police Department had not been informed 
prior to the listing of residents this year as to the need 
of such information on an annual basis, it was decided 
to drop the function this year or until such time as it 
is deemed necessary to review these particular areas 
again. It is apparent that, regardless of the value 
or need of this information on an annual basis, sub- 
stantial savings were nevertheless realized by this 
method of compiling statistical information in the 
fields explored. As the IBM system at Police Head- 
quarters expands and develops, it should be a simple 
matter in the future to make city-wide observations 
of specific programs, either under statutory compliance 
or otherwise, during the course of the annual police 
listing. 

As several of the departments, in addition to the 
Police Department, represented on this commission 
are closely associated and concerned with matters of a 
statistical nature, all of which pertain, directly or in- 
directly, to public health or safety, it is encouraging 
to learn that as a result of studies presently being 
conducted by the City of Boston Government Center 
Commission, data-processing equipment will be avail- 
able to all such departments when the new City Hall 
becomes a reality. The procurement and retention of 
statistical data on a current basis can do much in cor- 
recting existing conditions in the fields of public health 
and public safety at the earliest possible moment after 
such conditions are brought to our attention and at 
a minimum of effort and expense. It is our aim to 
follow this trend and continue to improve our operations 
in accordance with sound and up-to-date business 
practices. 


SCHOOL FIRE ALARMS 


During the early summer, the American Service 
Company disclosed that it had found that the fire 
alarm systems in the Boston schools were not up to 
par and claimed that this was due to the fact that 
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periodic inspections of fire alarm stations in the schools 
were being neglected. After your attention had been 
directed to this condition, which is and has been the 
responsibility of the Board of Commissioners of School 
Buildings for a great many years, you authorized said 
Board to enter into a contract with the American Service 
Company to inspect and place in working order all 
fire alarm systems in the public schools. It was feared 
at the time that in the event defective fire alarm sta- 
tions were not corrected during the summer months 
the opening of certain schools in September would 
have to be postponed. However, the work was com- 
pleted in sufficient time for pupils to return to school 
on scheduled opening dates. 

On July 17, 1961, the School Committee voted to 
recommend for your consideration that the responsi- 
bility for inspecting the fire alarm systems be taken 
from the School Buildings Department and _trans- 
ferred to the Fire Department. Under date of Nov- 
ember 2, 1961, the Board of Commissioners of School 
Buildings voted that the Superintendent of Con- 
struction of the Department of School Buildings be 
directed to request you to take whatever steps, legal 
or otherwise, were necessary to have the inspection, 
testing, and keeping in good order of the fire alarm 
systems in the Boston schools taken over by the Fire 
Department. 

Although objections to the above proposal have 
been voiced by the Fire Commissioner, who claims 
that the Fire Alarm Division of his department is 
fulfilling its responsibilities to the Boston School De- 
partment with the constant supervision, maintenance, 
and repairs of the city fire alarm cables and test points 
and by the reception of alarms from and the dispatch 
of apparatus to any incident which may arise that would 
warrant attention and service, the matter has not been 
resolved to the present time. 

The question of legal jurisdiction and possible transfer 
of such jurisdiction is presently being explored by the 
Law Department at the request of the chairman of 
this commission. The Fire Commissioner is of the 
opinion that if the Department of School Buildings 
were to review the entire situation with the realization 
in mind that the protection of their property is an 
integral part of their departmental responsibilities 
and duties, they could withdraw or revamp their 
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proposal and come to an equitable solution with their 
present personnel. 


This commission intends to take every precaution 
for the protection of the lives of our school children, 
and as soon as some of the legal obstacles have been 
resolved, definite recommendations will be submitted 
to you for your consideration. 


AIR POLLUTION 


The subject of air pollution came up for discussion 
on several occasions during the year as a result of com- 
plaints registered against open dump fires, more es- 
pecially along the South Bay or Fort Point Channel, 
and the auto-burning locations along the Southeast 
Expressway in Roxbury and Dorchester. 

Although it has been the consensus of the commission 
that the need for the creation or establishment of a 
municipally controlled air pollution agency was not 
pressing or advisable at the present time, the commission 
has been of the opinion, however, that federal and state 
agencies should increase their jurisdiction and responsi- 
bilities through an expansion of activities and an increase 
in personnel and appropriations which, in either case, 
may require further legislation. 

The State Department of Public Health is well 
aware of the conditions that exist in certain sections 
of our city and, provided they receive the funds and 
personnel to expand their operations, this commission 
is confident that the problem will be solved to the satis- 
faction of all concerned. With Boston entering an 
era of revitalization, with new buildings and new sur- 
roundings contributing to the ‘‘New Look” within 
the next two or three years, it is imperative that the 
field of pollution control be explored from every angle 
and a program of operation instituted that will guarantee 
not only maximum control but will prevent a recurrence 
or continuance of offenders in the Boston area in the 
future. If the federal and state agencies find it impos- 
sible to cope satisfactorily with the situation, it will 
then be the duty and obligation of this commission 
to make definite recommendations for the establish- 
ment of a municipal pollution control agency, possibly 
under the jurisdiction of the Health Commissioner. 

The most elaborate setup of a locally controlled air 
pollution agency is in Los Angeles. The Los Angeles 
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County Air Pollution Control District was established 
in 1947 to carry out a comprehensive regulatory, 
enforcement, and research program. It forbids the 
installation of pollution-producing equipment without 
a permit and requires approval of an official before it 
is put into operation. Trained inspectors have authority 
to enter factories and stop the operation of equipment 
in violation of regulations. Mechanical monitors auto- 
matically take air samples over the city day and night. 
When pollution levels approach the danger point, an 
emergency warning system goes into action. Key in- 
dustrial plants are required to have emergency radios 
to receive shut-down orders, and the entire enforcement 
staff of the area as well as communications media 
are alerted by direct telephone, teletype, and radio 
broadcasts. The district maintains staff scientists 
for continuing research, which now centers largely 
on the auto exhaust problem which is most prevalent 
in this area. 

Los Angeles County banned the use of backyard 
incinerators in 1957. The Los Angeles Board of Super- 
visors in 1958 approved a rule making mandatory 
the use of natural gas instead of fuel oil for industrial 
combustion during periods of intense air pollution. 

New York City created a department of air pollution 
control in 1952 to make rules governing air pollution, 
including requirements for the construction, alteration, 
and conversion of pollutant-producing equipment. The 
city has instituted a licensing system and armed itself 
with authority to shut down equipment operating 
without a permit. 

We cannot risk the possibility of having our building 
and rebuilding program halted or retarded by failing 
to accept our responsibilities and failing to recognize 
the offenses created by smoke emanating from dump 
fires and open burning for salvage purposes, such as is 
done in junk yards and auto-body reclaiming yards 
in the areas to which reference was made previously. 


TRAFFIC SAFETY 


During 1961 a street and traffic management study 
was conducted and completed at your request. Mem- 
bers of this commission who cooperated with the 
staff of the Automotive Safety Foundation in making 
this study were Henry A. Scagnoli, the chairman; 
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Thomas J. Griffin, the previous Traffic Commissioner, 
and presently Fire Commissioner; Thomas F. Carty, 
the present Traffic Commissioner; John V. Bonner, 
legal advisor to the Police Commissioner, who repre- 
sents the Commissioner on this commission; and 
James W. Haley, the Public Works Commissioner. 

The results of the above study in printed brochure 
form were submitted to you under date of September 
28, 1961. In reviewing this report, entitled, ‘‘ Better 
Street Traffic Management for Boston,” certain facts 
and definite recommendations concerning traffic safety 
have been noted, more especially the following: 


Thousands of persons who live in suburbia, but who 
work, shop, and transact other business in the central 
city have chosen the private vehicle as their means of 
transportation, either by preference or through necessity. 
This means more traffic, both within the city and without, 
and a greater demand for parking space. As increased 
travel means higher exposure to accidents, the need for 
greater attention to traffic safety also is underscored. 
The second of Boston’s broad needs is for better traffic 
circulation within the city itself, including an adequate 
system for collecting and distributing freeway traffic, 
more parking and terminal facilities, and increased at- 
tention to safety. 
Strengthened traffic management can begin to produce 
benefits to Boston almost immediately. There are many 
urgently needed improvements on which work can be 
started soon. At the same time it must be recognized 
that orderly transportation progress involves more than 
the solution of crises on a day-to-day basis. Tomorrow’s 
needs also must be considered. Thus Boston can reap 
the full potential of improved traffic management only 
if it affords its traffic agency the opportunity to engage 
in the long-range planning that is essential in preparing 
to meet future needs. 
The Commissioner of Traffic and Parking, as proposed, 
would become one of the key decision-making officials in 
the Mayor’s cabinet. He would be appointive and serve 
on the Public Improvement Commission and also on the 
Massachusetts Transportation Commission as the city’s 
it spokesman on the state-established coordinating 
ody. 
He also would serve on the Committee on Licenses, the 
Public Safety Commission, and, in general, represent the 
Mayor in all matters of transportation importance. 
Other duties are detailed in the preceding section. 
Traffic control is the most visible activity of city govern- 
ment. If it is done well, citizens and visitors recognize it. 
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Done poorly, the public is even more aware of it through 
time loss, physical danger, frustration, and confusion. 
Traffic signals are a powerful tool of efficient traffic 
operations. They are not primarily a safety device. They 
produce safer conditions as an adjunct to the orderly 
allocation of time and space to vehicles and pedestrians. 
Boston still has the same basic signal equipment that was 
installed in 1928! Modern innovations using electronics, 
specialized computers, radar, and ultrasonic vehicle de- 
tectors have passed Boston by. 

The Surveillance Section would be responsible for in- 
vestigating and determining the need and functional 
characteristics of controls at intersections. It would 
also maintain constant surveillance over the operation of 
these controls, particularly signals, to assure that maximum 
service and minimum restrictions result. 

Again, as in the control of parking, a more imaginative, 
aggressive approach to this function will pay real dividends 
to the street users of Boston. 

The pedestrian is one of these users. His safety is, of 
course, of great concern (85 per cent of Boston’s annual 
traffic fatalities are pedestrians). His fair place in the 
mutual use of street space is another objective. Neither 
of these is possible unless the pedestrian is subject to the 
same reasonable degree of regulation as are drivers. 
Lack of pedestrian regulation is another anachronism in 
Boston. New York, once the nationally known haven 
for the jaywalker, began regulating pedestrians some 
years ago and bettered its safety record accordingly. 
This is a further area where legislation can help Boston 
officials to do an effective job. 

Good lighting is essential to effective traffic controls 
such as channelization. Higher intensity lighting also 
can help drivers to follow difficult routes. The Surveillance 
Section should be responsible for the effective, imagina- 
tive use of street lighting to improve traffic conditions. 
Due to budget limitations, directional signing has been 
neglected in recent years. The street name signing 
program, although comprehensive, has not kept pace 
with the needs of heavier traffic movement. Both these 
programs should concentrate initially on the major and 
secondary arterial systems as soon as these are designated. 
Signing standards should be reviewed and best modern 
practices followed. Boston attracts business visitors from 
all of New England. A lost visitor is not apt to be a 
return visitor. 

The Safety Education Program is a cooperative activity 
with the Boston Police Department and the Boston 
schools. At one time it included ‘“‘fleet safety’? work 
with city employees, but this latter activity has, properly, 
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been transferred to the Administrative Services Depart- 
ment of the city. The Traffic Department would continue 
to cooperate in this activity. 

A good traffic safety education program pays dividends. 
It should be continued and stepped up. Ja many cities. 
“Driver Improvement Clinics” and adult education pro- 
grams for drivers and pedestrians are carried on, often 
with the active support of service clubs and other citizen 
groups. 


While the above study was progressing and after 
its completion, two actions were taken, one by the 
Boston City Council, raising existing parking meter 
fees, and the other by the State Legislature, increasing 
fines and towing charges for parking violations, both 
of which contributed directly towards the success 
of our new traffic safety program. A program was 
initiated at the end of the year, in accordance with 
your instructions, to install electronic automatic sig- 
nalling devices, and we are hopeful that sufficient 
funds will be made available and allocated during 
the present year and thereafter to continue this 
program. 

In all probability a central control system will be 
maintained and installed in the new Government 
Center — possibly the new City Hall itself. The 
matter shall be directed to the attention of the Boston 
Government Center Commission at an early date 
in order that such system may be integrated in the 
future plans of the Government Center Commission 
in the erection and construction of the new City Hall. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


A vast improvement in the effects of the alternate 
parking rules initiated by the Traffic Commission 
under the provisions of Chapter 407, Acts of 1957, was 
witnessed last year in snow removal operations. The 
cooperation of the Police Department in the enforcement 
of said rules has been of tremendous value in educating 
the public to the benefits derived by adhering to these 
regulations. The School and Public Works Depart- 
ments have also contributed much to the success of 
the program through the media of newspapers, radio, 
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television, and the circularization of information among 
the pupils in the public and parochial schools. 

In the March 17 parade floats of various character 
were entered by the various departments represented 
on this commission. 

Civil defense I. D. cards were distributed to members 
of this commission by the Civil Defense Department 
to be displayed on the visors of automobiles in the 
event of a major catastrophe or emergency. 

A film on the general subject of disasters was shown 
to the members of this commission through the courtesy 
of the Civil Defense Department on September 12 and 
was later shown at a meeting of all city department 
heads. 

Under date of September 16, 1961, an ‘‘Operation 
Recovery” demonstration was staged at the East 
Boston Stadium under the direction of Gen. Charles W. 
Sweeney for the information and edification of city 
officials and the general public. 

At the October 10 meeting held at the Boston Tech- 
nical High School the commission was afforded an 
opportunity, through the courtesy of Superintendent 
Gillis, to observe firsthand the excellent facilities 
available for the teaching of various technical trades 
and the safety measures inaugurated by the School 
Department to protect pupils from every hazard at 
all times. An opportunity was also afforded members 
to not only observe the school lunch program but to 
partake of one of these lunches, which, it was agreed, 
could not be duplicated anywhere in the country for 
the quality and quantity of food served. 

Under date of November 7, at the invitation of the 
Penal Institutions Commissioner, Joseph V. McBrine, 
members observed several of the various operations 
at the House of Correction at Deer Island and were 
impressed with the over-all management of the insti- 
tution and the safety measures that have been intro- 
duced and instituted during the past two years. 


SUMMARY 


With the addition of a new member to the commission 
during the past year, namely, the general manager of 
the MTA, we have expanded the area in which our 
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operations will be most effective and now have direct 
and immediate contacts with an agency that is most 
important during all types of public emergencies, 
catastrophes, or disasters. Although the officials of 
the MTA have always been cooperative when called 
upon, it is doubly reassuring to know that they have 
direct representation on this board. 


As stated previously, definite progress has been made 
in snow removal operations through the establishment 
of a ‘‘Snow Coordinating Table,’’ by stricter observation 
and enforcement of alternate parking rules, and through 
a more systematic approach by all departments and 
agencies involved to the problems entailed in such 
operations. We shall continue to improve our techniques 
and methods of operation as new ideas are advanced 
and shall apply them, whenever possible and feasible, 
to other types of disaster relief operations. 


Being aware of the authority and _ responsibility 
vested with us by the General Court to coordinate 
the work of all departments of the city concerned with 
public safety, we are anxious and determined to fulfill 
our obligations to the best of our ability and to keep 
the public alerted at all times to all matters that may 
affect the public health and safety of the community. 


In previous annual reports it has been suggested that 
the number of times this commission is required to 
meet might possibly be decreased through an amend- 
ment to the existing statute. However, it is the con- 
sensus at the present time that we endeavor to improve 
and perfect our various disaster relief programs and 
other operations before making any further definite 
recommendations to this end. Even though the neces- 
sity for meeting once a month may appear to be un- 
necessary, aS emergency meetings may be called at any 
time, nevertheless conditions, both national and inter- 
national, which may very well affect the health and 
safety of our entire community at any time, require 
constant and periodic examination and, until such time 
as conditions shall improve, the wisdom of the General 
Court requiring us to meet once each month should 
remain unquestioned and unchallenged. 

We have had some interesting and enlightening ex- 
periences in the field of public safety which should 
equip us to continue our endeavors, in accordance with 
your wishes, in a manner that will not only reflect credit 
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upon you and your administration but which should 
place Boston in the forefront among the great cities 
of the world interested in and doing something about 
the health and safety of its citizenry.

The Board of Assessors received this state warrant in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 92, General 
Laws, and all acts in addition and amendment thereto 
entitled ‘‘An Act to Provide for a Metropolitan Water 
Supply,” $3,386,461.28.

Moror VEHICLE ExctsE TAX 


The motor vehicle excise tax was orginally created by 
the passage of Chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, which 
law became effective as of January 1, 1929. This act 
provided that an excise tax should be assessed on all 
registered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax formerly 
assessed on this class of property. This law, which 
became Chapter 60A of the General Laws, was amended 
April 23, 1930, by the passage of Chapter 244 of the 
Acts of 1930, and further amended by Acts of 1938, 
Chapter 480. Two recent amendments are contained 
in the Acts of 1950, Chapters 666 and 731. 

The tax is levied at an average state rate, and valua- 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the State Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all 
assessors of the various cities and towns throughout 


the Commonwealth. All valuations are therefore 
uniform. 
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The number of motor vehicles assessed in the year 
1960 was 181,731, of which 108,864 were for the levy 
of 1959 committed in 1960. The total amount of the 
tax levied and warrants sent to the Collector-Treasurer 
was $5,909,740.98, of which $3,412,014.47 was for the 
levy year of 1959. State rate for 1959 was $64.13, and 
for 1960 was $66.96.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (1) of chapter 658 of the 
Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respectfully 
submits a combined annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1960. 


The Retirement Board is composed of three members, 
Walter J. Malloy, City Clerk, appointed by the Mayor, 
City Auditor Joseph P. Lally (ex officio), and Thomas 
J. McGrimley, elected by the membership. Mr. Malloy 
was elected chairman by Mr. Lally and Mr. McGrimley. 
The City Treasurer is the custodian of the funds, and 
Mr. Paul L. Carty is secretary and executive officer. 
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SECTION I 
STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and the City 
Council on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 
1945, as amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, 
the State-Boston Retirement System for employees of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk was estab- 
lished on October 1, 1946. 


By the operation of that law, persons entering the 
employment of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is paid 
by the City of Boston, automatically became members 
of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless in- 
eligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retirement 
System, which was established on February 1, 1923, by 
chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to new mem- 
bers. 


Every person whose employment began prior to Octo- 
ber 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the Boston 
Retirement System or had other pension rights or no 
pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, under 
certain conditions of make-up payments, to join the 
State-Boston Retirement System during the three-month 
period between October 1, 1946, and December 31, 1946. 


By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees were 
given an additional year and a half to join the State- 
Boston Retirement System. 


By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
for another period of sixty days by chapter 379 of the 
Acts of 1952, and for another ninety-day period by chap- 
ter 684 of the Acts of 1954. 


Chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958 reopened the State- 
Boston Retirement System, effective October 1, 1957, 
and provided for the acceptance of membership for non- 
members and Boston Retirement System members for 
an indefinite period. 
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The following tables show in detail the receipts and 
payments of the State-Boston Retirement System for the 
fiscal year ending December 31, 1960.

INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE-BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


CONDITIONS FOR RETIREMENT 
(Member in Service) 


1. Superannuation Retirement — at any time between 
ages fifty-five and seventy, or at any time before age fifty- 
five after having completed twenty or more years of 
creditable service. 

2. Compulsory Retirement — Group I, last day of the 
month in which the member attains age seventy. Officials 
and general employees including clerical, administrative, 
and technical workers, laborers, mechanics, and all others 
not otherwise classified. 

Group II, last day of the month in which the member 
attains age sixty-five. Members of Police and Fire De- 
partments not classified in Group I. Members whose 
regular and major duties require them to have the care 
and custody of prisoners or insane persons or of defective 
delinquents. 

3. Ordinary Disability — A member of the retirement 
system who has not attained age fifty-five and who has 
completed fifteen or more years of creditable service, or 
a member who is a veteran, as defined by law, who has 
completed ten or more years of creditable service, and 
while under the maximum age for his group, may be re- 
tired by the Retirement Board subject to whatever proof 
of disability it may require. Such a member must be 
permanently incapacitated for further duty. 
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4. Accidental Disability —In order to be eligible for 
retirement under this provision a member must be totally 
and permanently incapacitated for further duty through 
an injury sustained or a hazard undergone in the per- 
formance of his duties, before attaining the maximum age 
for his group, and retirement will be allowed only if (a) 
notice was given to the Retirement Board within ninety 
days of the occurrence or (b) application for such retire- 
ment is filed within two years of the occurrence or (c) the 
member received workmen’s compensation for the same 
injury or, if a member of Group II, a record of the injury 
is on file in his department. Such a member must be 
permanently incapacitated for further duty. 


In case of application for either form of disability re- 
tirement, a physician’s report stating the nature of the 
disability, its cause and likelihood of being permanent, 
should accompany the application. 


Determination of eligibility for either form of disability 
retirement is made by a medical panel consisting of a 
physician appointed by the State Commissioner of Public 
Health, one appointed by the Retirement Board, and the 
third representing the employee member. The Retire- 
ment Board will act upon the recommendation of this 
panel. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MermBers RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


The Retirement Board may require the re-examination 
at stated intervals of any member under age sixty pre- 
viously retired for disability. If the re-examination 
shows that the retired member is engaged or able to en- 
gage in a gainful occupation, the amount of his allowance 
may be reduced. If the member’s physical condition 
after such examination permits, the Retirement Board 
may order his reinstatement with the approval of the 
head of his department. 


Report oF INCOME 


In accordance with chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958, 
all members retired due to disability shall report to the 
retiring authority any income received from gainful occu- 
pation. The law further provides that if the income from 
gainful occupation added to the pension payment exceeds 
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the regular compensation which would have been paid 
to the member had he continued in service, such excess 
shall be refunded to the Retirement Board. 


SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement at age fifty-five or over, the retire- 
ment allowance is based on age, number of years of credit- 
able service, and salary. An additional sum of $15 per 
year, or any fraction thereof, not to exceed $300, is al- 
lowed if the member is a veteran. In no event shall the 
retirement allowance exceed 80 per cent of either the 
highest five-consecutive-year average or the highest two- 
consecutive-year average salary, whichever is applicable 
in individual cases. 


ORDINARY DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Upon retirement after ten or more years of creditable 
service, a member who is a veteran will be paid a retire- 
ment allowance which consists of a pension equal to one 
half of the regular compensation for one year immedi- 
ately preceding date of retirement, plus an annuity based 
on his accumulated deductions. 

Upon retirement after fifteen or more years of credit- 
able service but at an age under fifty-five years, a non- 
veteran will receive a retirement allowance based on 
years of creditable service and salary, without regard to 
age of the member but on a basis of age fifty-five. 


ACCIDENTAL DiIsaBILITY RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Retirement allowance paid under this provision con- 
sists of a pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate 
of regular compensation on the date of the accident or 
the average rate of the last twelve months during which 
regular compensation was received, whichever is greater. 
In addition, $312 per annum is payable for each surviving 
dependent child under age eighteen, or for each surviving 
child over age eighteen, if unmarried and physically or 
mentally incapacitated from earning; plus an annuity 
based on the member’s accumulated deductions, provid- 
ing that such pension and annuity shall not inerease the 
total allowance to more than the annual rate on which 
the pension is based, 
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TERMINATION RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 


Any member who upon completing twenty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
resigns or voluntarily terminates his service may receive 
a superannuation retirement allowance. 

Such superannuation retirement allowance is deter- 
mined by the age and contributions of the member. 

Any member who after attaining age fifty-five resigns, 
fails of re-election, fails of reappointment, or is removed 
or discharged from his office or position without moral 
turpitude on his part, or any such member whose office 
or position is abolished, may receive a superannuation 
retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance is calculated on the basis 
of age, years of creditable service, and salary. 

Any member, after completing twenty or more years 
of creditable service, whose office or position is abolished 
and any member who has completed thirty or more 
years of creditable service before attaining age fifty-five 
may receive a retirement allowance. 

Such retirement allowance consists of a pension equal 
to at least one third of the highest two consecutive years’ 
average salary, plus an annuity based on his age and ac- 
cumulated deductions. 


OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


Option (a): Retirement allowance under this option 
is the largest amount possible and payments cease at 
death. 

Option (b): Retirement allowance under this option 
contains a refund annuity and is smaller than Option (a). 
This allowance is so calculated that in the event of death 
before the total payments under the annuity portion of 
the allowance equals the amount of the accumulated total 
deductions to the member’s credit at the date of retire- 
ment, the balance is paid to the beneficiary. 

Option (c): Retirement allowance under this option is 
smaller than Option (a) and is so calculated that upon 
the death of the member two thirds of such smaller allow- 
ance is payable to the beneficiary. This allowance is so 
calculated that the age and sex of the beneficiary will 
affect the amount. Such beneficiary may be the spouse, 
child, father, mother, brother, or sister. If the beneficiary 
dies before the effective date of retirement, member may 
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make a new election of either of the three options. After 
the retirement allowance becomes effective, the death of 
the beneficiary, before the death of the member, elected 
under Option (c) does not alter the allowance. 

Any member retired for either ordinary or accidental 
disability may elect to receive his retirement allowance 
paid in accordance with Option (a) or Option (6b). 

No payment shall be made if a retirement allowance is 
computed to be less than $360 per year. In such cases 
a member will receive a refund of his total deductions 
and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $360 but less than $600 per year, the member may 
elect to receive the retirement allowance or a cash refund 
of his total deductions and interest. 

If any retirement allowance is computed to be more 
than $600 per year, the retirement allowance must he 
paid. 


OTHER BENEFICIARIES 


Other beneficiaries who are eligible to receive a sur- 
vivorship allowance are: child, father, mother, brother, or 
sister, providing one is named on a prescribed form and 
such form is on file at the Retirement Board at the time 
of the death of the member in service. 

A member may name any person as beneficiary to 
receive a lump sum payment. The lump sum payment 
shall include the total contributions made by the mem- 
ber and the interest applied thereto. 


ACCIDENTAL DratH BENEFIT 


Upon proper proof that any member in service died 
as the natural and proximate result of a personal injury 
sustained or a hazard undergone as a result of and in the 
performance of his duties, without serious and wilful 
misconduct. on his part, the Board shall grant accidental 
death benefits to his beneficiary or beneficiaries, as the 
case may be. 

The allowance granted under this section consists of a 
pension equal to two thirds of the annual rate of regular 
compensation on the date of such injury or equal to two 
thirds of the average annual rate of regular compensation 
for the twelve-month period for which he last received 
regular compensation immediately preceding the date of

death, whichever is greater, and an additional pension at 
the rate of $312 yearly for each dependent child under 
age eighteen, or if over said age and physically or men- 
tally incapacitated for earning. 

In no event shall the total yearly amount of pension 
exceed the annual rate on which the pension is based. 

In addition, a lump sum payment of the member’s 
total contributions and interest shall be paid to his sur- 
viving beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto. 


REFUNDS 


Upon withdrawal because of resignation or dismissal 
at any time before attaining age fifty-five years, a mem- 
ber shall receive a refund of his total contributions and 
interest, or, if otherwise eligible, a retirement allowance. 


VETERANS 


A veteran, as defined by the retirement statutes, who 
was employed before July 1, 1939, and has a total period 
of thirty years in the aggregate, shall, at his own request, 
with the approval of the retiring authority, be retired 
from active service at 65 per cent of the highest annual 
rate of compensation, including any bonuses or tempo- 
rary wage increase and including any maintenance allow- 
ance payable to him while he was holding the grade held 
by him at his retirement, and payable from the same 
source. 

A veteran, as stated above, who has less than thirty 
years of service and who becomes incapacitated for 
further active service shall be retired at one half of the 
highest annual rate of compensation, including any 
bonuses, or temporary wage increase, and including any 
allowance for maintenance, payable to him while he was 
holding the grade held by him at his retirement and pay- 
able from the same source; provided he had been in said 
service for at least ten years, with a further allowance of 
1 per cent of said annual compensation for each addi- 
tional year of service, but not to exceed 65 per cent im 
any case. 

In addition, the veteran shall be refunded the amount 
of his total contributions and interest. 

The above sections apply also to members of the Bos- 
ton Retirement System and those veterans who are mem- 
bers of the Non-Contributory System. 
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FINANCING 


Contributions made by members of the State-Boston 
Retirement System are at the rate of 5 per cent of salary, 
not including overtime or bonuses. Additional contribu- 
tions may be made at the rate of 5 per cent of salary, not 
to exceed a salary of $3,600 per year. 


All assets of the State-Boston Retirement System are 
held in one of the five following funds: annuity savings 
fund, annuity reserve fund, pension fund, special fund 
for military service credit, and the expense fund. 


The annuity savings fund is the fund providing for 
the accumulation of the regular deductions, additional 
deductions, and make-up payments of the members of 
the system, and to which regular interest is transferred 
to be credited to the account of each member. 


Annuity reserve fund is the fund to which the ac- 
cumulated total deductions and interest of a member are 
transferred from his account in the annuity savings fund 
when a retirement allowance becomes effective for the 
member. Also transferred to this fund are any amounts 
standing to the credit of the member in the special fund 
for military service. The total amounts so transferred 
on account of any member shall thereby establish the 
initial annuity reserve for the annuity portion of his 
retirement allowance. 


Pension fund is the fund into which go all amounts 
appropriated from the city for the purpose of providing 
for the cost of operation of the system exclusive of the 
administration except those amounts as may be appro- 
priated for the special fund for military service credit. 
All pensions to members or to beneficiaries and all pen- 
sions paid are paid from this fund. 


The special fund for military service credit is the fund 
establishing the amounts which would have been paid 
into the system as regular deductions by members thereot 
on military leaves of absence had these members re- 
mained in the active service of the City of Boston. 


The expense fund is the fund to which is credited the 
amount appropriated for any fiscal year for the purpose 
of providing for the payment of all expenses of adminis- 
tration of the system for the fiscal year and from which 
all such expenses are paid. 
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STATISTICAL DATA 


During the year the Board retired 466 members from 
active service; of this number 331 were for service, 30 for 
ordinary disability, 27 for accidental disability, 5 
were termination retirements. Survivorship allowances 
granted amounted to 59, and 14 accidental death benefits 
were granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 
1,503, of which 466 were retirements, 887 were due to 
resignations, dismissals, and transfers to other retirement 
_ systems, 70 were due to veteran retirements, and 80 were 
due to death. 

Members enrolled in the system during 1960 amounted 
to. 1,054, of which 52 were former members of the Boston 
Retirement System who joined the State-Boston Retire- 
ment System in accordance with chapter 391 of the Acts 
of 1958 and 209 temporary teachers who were allowed 
to become members in accordance with chapter 578 of 
the Acts of 1958. This brought the net amount of active 
members to 19,901. The amount of cash refunded as a 
result of resignations, dismissals, deaths, veteran retire- 
ments, and transfers to other systems throughout the 
Commonwealth was $1,226,869.77 for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1960. 
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Boston Hovustnec AUTHORITY 


Under the provisions of chapter 507 of the Acts of 
1948, the employees of the Boston Housing Authority 
became eligible for membership in the State-Boston Re- 
tirement System as provided by sections 1-28 of chapter 
32 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 


During the year the Board retired 12 male members 
and 1 female member due to superannuation, 1 for ordi- 
nary disability, 10 survivorship allowances were granted, 
and 1 accidental death benefit was granted. 


Withdrawals from membership amounted to 27; of 
this number 24 were due to resignations and 3 due to 
death. 


New members enrolled during 1960 amounted to 52, 
bringing the net number of active members to 753. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions and death was $32,339.44. 


Boston REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY 


Chapters 150 and 415 of the Acts of 1957 established 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and further pro- 
vided employees who transferred from the Boston Hous- 
ing Authority and other eligible employees membership 
in the State-Boston Retirement System under the pro- 
visions of sections 1-28 of chapter 32 of the Massachu- 
setts General Laws. 


During the year 30 new members were employed. 
Withdrawals from membership amounted to 6, leaving a 
total net membership of 67. The amount of cash re- 
funded due to resignations was $2,456.37 for the year 
ending December 31, 1960. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE AUTHORITY 


Chapter 598 of the Acts of 1958 provided for the 
transfer of the Sumner Tunnel from the City of Boston 
to the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. 


All employees who were members of the Boston Retire- 
ment System or of the State-Boston Retirement System 
on the date of the transfer retained all their retirement 
rights. Any person who became an employee of the Mas- 
sachusetts Turnpike Authority after said date of transfer 
was not eligible for membership. 
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During the year 2 members were retired for superan- 
nuation, 3 members resigned, 1 member died, 2 members 
transferred to other retirement systems, and 2 were re- 
tired in accordance with the so-called veterans law. This 
brought the net active membership to 78. 


The amount of cash refunded due to resignation, death, 
and veteran retirements was $19,528.57 for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1960.

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SECTION II 


BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Prior to February 1, 1923, there were in force a number 
of non-contributory retirement plans for employees of 
the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk. These 
provided for veterans, laborers, firefighters, policemen, 
police matrons, school teachers, school janitors, attend- 
ance officers, prison officers, court officers, probation of- 
ficers, and judges. 

Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922 created on February 1, 
1923, a system of retirement for employees of the City 
of Boston and County of Suffolk. This system became 
known as the Boston Retirement System. 

The system went into effect on February 1, 1923, and 
was optional for all persons who were in the employ of 
the City of Boston and County of Suffolk on that date. 
All employees who were not eligible for a pension under 
any existing law became members, without any action on 
their part, unless they waived this right. All persons 
who became employees after February 1, 1923, became 
members of the Boston Retirement System and could 
not receive any other pension or retirement allowance 
from the city or county. In order to secure credit for 
service prior to February 1, 1923, employees must have 
become members within one year after February 1, 1923. 


INFORMATION RELATIVE TO PROVISIONS OF 
THE BOSTON RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


SUPERANNUATION RETIREMENT 


A member reaching the age of sixty years may be re- 
tired on his own request, cr on ‘the request of the head of 
his department; and at the age of seventy he is auto- 
matically retired. 

Upon retirement, a member receives a retirement al- 
lowance which will consist of an annuity based on the 
value of his accumulated deductions, and, in addition, 
a pension provided by the city which will be equal to the 
annuity, but the city’s part or pension shall not exceed 
one half of the employee’s average salary for five years 
immediately preceding retirement. 

If a member has been an employee for a period of fif- 
teen or more years, the total retirement al!owance shall 
not be less than $480 a year. 
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ORDINARY DisABiLiry RETIREMENT 

For ordinary disability, due to any cause except an 
accident occurring during the performance of duty, a 
member under age sixty who has completed fifteen years 
of service in the city or county may be granted a retile- 
ment allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions, and, in ad- 
dition, a pension equal to nine tenths of the pension 
which the city would have granted if the member had 
remained in service until sixty years of age without an 
increase in salary. 


MEDICAL BOARD 


The Medical Board consists of three physicians, a sur- 
geon, a medical practitioner, and a neurologist. The 
Medical Board is appointed by the trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital on nominations made by the senior medical 
staff. The Medical Board shall arrange for and pass upon 
all medical examinations and report in writing to the 
Retirement Board its conclusions and recommendations 
thereon. 


ACCIDENTAL DISABILITY RETIREMENT 


If a member becomes disabled as the result of an acci- 
dent occurring in the performance of duty, regardless of 
age and length of service, he may be granted a retirement 
allowance. 

The retirement allowance consists of an annuity based 
on the value of his accumulated deductions and, in addi- 
tion, a pension of such an amount as will, together with 
the annuity, be equal to three fourths of the annual 
compensation received by him during the year immedi- 
ately preceding the date of accident. 


RE-EXAMINATION OF MEMBERS RETIRED FOR 
DISABILITY 


Once a year every member under the age of sixty who 
has retired for disability shall submit to a medical ex- 
amination by the Medical Board appointed for the pur- 
pose. If the Medical Board shall find that the disability 
for which the member was retired has ceased, the member 
may be restored to active duty, or, if the member fails 
to submit to an examination, his retirement allowance 
shall be discontinued. 
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Report oF INCOME 
Members retired for disability from the Boston Retire- 
ment System or by any other retirement system are also 
subject to Chapter 684 of the Acts of 1958. 


ACCIDENTAL DraTH BENEFITS 
Regardless of length of service, ‘a death benefit may he 
granted in case a member is killed or dies as a result of 
an accident occurring in the performance of his duty. 


This benefit shall consist of his accumulated deduc- 
tions, which will ‘be paid in a lump sum to his legal 
representative, and, in addition, if he has dependents, a 
pension equal to one half of the annual compensation 
received by him during the year immediately preceding 
the date of the accident shall be paid to his widow, or, if 
he leaves no widow, to his children under age eighteen 
and unmarried, or, if he has no children under age eight- 
een and unmarried, to his dependent father or mother. 


OPTIONS AT RETIREMENT 


No Option: Largest amount payable to the retired 
member with all benefits to cease upon death. 


Option 1: Reduced retirement allowance paid during 
lifetime of the retired member, with the balance of the 
retirement reserve, if any, paid to his estate or beneficiary. 

Option 2: Reduced retirement allowance paid to 
member throughout his lifetime, and the same allowance 
paid to his surviving beneficiary, who must be a blood 
relative, throughout said beneficiary’s lifetime. 

Option 3: Reduced allowance, greater than Option 2, 
paid to the member throughout his lifetime, with one 
half of his allowance paid to surviving beneficiary, who 
must be a blood relative, throughout said beneficiary’s 
lifetime. 

Under Options 2 and 3 there are no provisions made 
for the balance, if any, of the retirement reserve fund in 
cases where the beneficiary predeceases the member. The 
member’s allowance remains the same as his original 
optional selection. 


SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS 
There are no provisions for survivorship benefits or 
allowances, other than the accidental death benefit, for 
members of the Boston Retirement System. 
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REFUNDS 


lf a member resigns or is dismissed from active service 
before retirement, the total amount of his contributions 
with 4 per cent compound interest will be returned to 
him. If the member dies before retirement, the total 
amount which he has contributed with compound interest 
at 4 per cent will be paid to his legal representative or to 
the beneficiary or beneficiaries named. Beneficiaries must 
be blood relatives. 


VETERANS 
The “veteran law’’ as explained in the first section of 
this report is also applicable to eligible members of the 
Boston Retirement System. 


FINANCING 

Each member contributes 4 per cent of his regular 
compensation. All contributions are based on regular 
compensation received. Overtime and extra pay are not 
assessable. 

The city makes annual contributions, consisting of a 
normal contribution and an accumulated liability con- 
tribution. The normal contribution covers the lability on 
account of current services of members. The accumulated 
liability contribution covers the lability on account of 
services rendered before the establishment of the system 
and will be discontinued when the liability is liquidated. 

The entire cost of administration of the system is 
borne by the city. 


STATISTICAL DaTA 

During the year the Board retired three members from 
active service; of this number one was for accidental dis- 
ability, and two accidental death benefits were granted. 

The number of withdrawals from membership was 129, 
of which three were retirements, five were resignations, 
2 transferred to other systems, fourteen were due to 
death, and fifty-three were veteran retirements. Also 
included were fifty-two members who joined the State- 
Boston Retirement System in accordance with the provi- 
sions of chapter 391 of the Acts of 1958. This brought 
the net active membership to 795. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of resigna- 
tions, deaths, and veteran retirements was $390.498.37 for 
the fiscal year ending December 31, 1960.

The administrative and general services group is 
charged with the proper functioning of the department, 
carrying on all routine office procedures and maintaining 
records of the activities of the department. All licenses 
and permits are processed and issued by this group. 

The technical services group passes on all applications 
and plans for permits for the erection, alteration, and 
repairing of buildings and structures. It also conducts 
examinations and tests of materials and methods used 
in construction of buildings and makes recommenda- 
tions to the Building Commissioner as to approval or 
disapproval of such methods and materials. 

The construction and safety inspections group, com- 
prising the head of the division, two chief building 
inspectors, one chief egress inspector, and a staff of 
building, egress and zoning inspectors, inspects and 
examines all buildings and structures in process of erec- 
tion, repair, alteration, or demolition. It also inspects 
all buildings as to proper and sufficient means of egress 
in relation to the construction and occupancy of such 
structures. 

The mechanical inspections section is charged with 
the inspection of all mechanical functions in connection 
with the erection or alteration of buildings and struc- 
tures. It inspects all installations or extensions of plumb- 
ing, gasfitting, elevator, and sprinkler systems. 

The electrical inspections group examines and inspects 
all electrical work, both interior and exterior, which 
comes under the control of the Building Department. 

In accordance with an ordinance passed by the City 
Council and effective as of December 1, 1956, there was 
established a revised schedule of fees for permits and 
licenses issued by the department. This revised schedule 
has brought about a marked increase in the revenue of 
the department, though falling far short of making the 
department self-supporting.

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Frank’ J. Coughlin, Executive Secretary of the 
Building Department, continued to act as Secretary 
to the Commission. 

The frequent complaint that we have heard about 
the administration of architectural control laws in 
other Historic Districts has been the inconvenience 
caused by delay in receiving a decision. This Com- 
mission has used every means within the law to give 
as prompt service as is reasonably possible. On 
applications for change of color, and for other minor 
changes or additions that obviously are appropriate, 
we have taken advantage of the waiver of public hearing 
provision in the Law, and have had the colors approved 
by one or more Architect members, and, where drawings 
are required, by at least three members, and have given 
quick approval. Certificates of Appropriateness are 
then formally confirmed at the next meeting of the 
Commission. 

The above procedure, the arranging for as many 
cases as possible to come before a meeting, and the 
fewer applications submitted, resulted in the necessity 
of holding only three meetings in 1960. 

The term of Charles A. Callanan, vice-chairman of 
the Commission, expired on May 1, 1960. He was 
appointed by Mayor Hynes, as his representative, 
when the Commission was formed in November, 1955. 
In that Mr. Callanan was Building Commissioner at 
the time and had been many years in the City service, 
was a resident-property owner just outside of the 
Historic District, he was obviously a very valuable 
member of the Commission, especially during those 
initial years when the procedure for the new Commission, 
a new concept in Massachusetts, had to be formulated. 
However, Mr. Callanan’s special value to the Com- 
mission was his insistence on high standards, his devotion 
to and enthusiasm for the work of the Commission. 
The Historic Beacon Hill District and the City of 
Boston are much in his debt. 

Robert E. Minot, who has served on the Commission 
since the start, was elected vice-chairman in place 
of Mr. Callanan. 

Mrs. Dorothy W. Bisbee, whom Your Honor has 
appointed as your representative, should prove a 
valuable member of the Commission, as she is a long- 
time resident of the Historic District and has taken 
an active interest in civic affairs.

BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


The Board of Examiners in the Building Department 
was created by ordinance in 1913 and was re-established 
under legislative act in 1938. Its three members are 
appointed by the Mayor and are delineated under the 
law as an architect or engineer, a contractor or building- 
trades mechanic, and an attorney or person with some 
legal knowledge. 

The Board acts upon applications of persons desiring 
to be licensed in Boston as construction superintendents, 
approving or rejecting said applications under certain 
regulations adopted by it as procedure. 

Under such rules the Board in 1960 continued to 
examine and qualify applicants and to work in conjunc- 
tion with the Building Department in the matter of 
licensing superintendents.

Sir, — In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945, 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 4 to March 25, inclusive (on February 24 
the central office was open until 10 p.m. for registration 
for the Special State Primaries; on March 16 the central 
office was open until 10 p.m. for registration for the 
Special State Election; on March 25 the central office 
was open until 10 p.m. for registration for the Presi- 
dential Primaries), from April 27 to August 12, inclusive, 
from September 14 to October 7, inclusive, and from 
November 9 to December 30, inclusive. Registration 
in wards was held on August 8, 9, 10, 11, and 12, from 
6 p.M. to 10 p.m., for the State Primaries; and September 
27, 28, 29, 30, and October 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7, from 6 P.M. 
to 10 p.m., for the State Election. This registration was 
held in two places in different sections of each ward, 
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two nights in one section and three nights in the other 
section, for the State Primaries, and four nights in one 
section and five nights in the other section for the State 
lection. 

NUMBER OF VOTERS 


At the City Election held November 3, 1959, the 
number of voters on the list was 329,498. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
August 31, 1960, was 300,419. From that time to the 
close of registration for the State Election there were 
added the names of 41,280 voters. Included in this 
latter figure are the names of 3,995 voters who were 
restored to the voting list without registration, under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. 
The number of voters on the final list sent to the polls 
on the day of the State Election, held November 8, 
1960, was 341,699, an increase of 12,201 over the num- 
ber on the list at the preceding City Election. The 
number of voters on the final list December 30, 1960, 
was 341,798. 


NoMINATION Papers, REFERENDUM AND RECOUNT 
PETITIONS 


The Board received 14 nomination papers for the 
Special State Primaries, on which 352 names were 
certified; 599 papers for the Presidential Primaries, on 
which 12,483 names were certified; 2,175 papers for the 
State Primaries, on which 45,353 names were certified; 
2 petitions on questions of public policy, consisting of 
171 papers, on which 4,349 names were certified; 
1 initiative petition, on which 10 names were certified; 
10 petitions for recount of ballots cast in the Presi- 
dential Primaries, on which 536 names were certified; 
10 petitions for recount of ballots cast in the State 
Primaries, on which 558 names were certified; and 2 peti- 
tions for recount of ballots cast in the State Election, 
on which 120 names were certified; making a total of 
2,982 papers filed, on which the names of 63,761 voters 
were certified.

JURORS 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1960 contained 
the names of 8,935 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report 1,973 were drawn for jury service. 


REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable 
to appear at a registration office because of a physical 
disability were examined for registration in their homes 
or other places of confinement upon receipt of an applica- 
tion for such registration. Applications were received 
from 122 such persons. Of that number 98 were found 
to be qualified and were duly registered. Persons so 
registered were furnished with applications for absentee 
ballots for the State Election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS 


Under provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 51, 
of the General Laws, 34 persons in the military service 
were registered in Boston during the periods from the 
close of registration to the third day preceding the 
State Election.

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VotTiInG MACHINES 


The April Primary was held with 278 precincts as 
used in 1959. The use of voting machines was again 
extended in 1960. The total number of precincts in the 
city was 275, a reduction of 3 from the previous year. 
All precincts were completely mechanized for the 
September Primary. 

Demonstrations of voting machines were held in the 
districts where machines were used for the first time. 
As required by statute, all voters in these areas were 
_ notified of the instructions by mail. 

Returns were accurate and quick at all the three 
functions. 

New LEGISLATION 

Positions on ballots: Chapter 298 of the Acts of 1959 
provides for the office of Attorney General to precede 
the office of Treasurer on all State ballots. 

Applications for absentee ballots: Chapter 16 of the 
Acts of 1960 provides that all applications for absentee 
ballots must be received in the office of the city or town 
clerk or registrars of voters before noon of the day 
preceding the election for which such absent voting 
ballot is requested. 

State Primaries in the current year: Chapter 86 of the 
Acts of 1960 provides that the State Primaries be held 
on Tuesday, September 13, 1960. 

Councillor and Senatorial Districts: Chapter 432 
of the Acts of 1960 establishes new Councillor and 
Senatorial Districts. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD 
The term of Mr. David Lasker expired on March 31, 
1960, and he was reappointed for the term of four years 
ending March 31, 1964. Commissioner Lasker was 
designated by the Mayor to be Chairman of the Board, 
and Commissioner Gertrude A. Pfau continued as 
Secretary. .

SPECIAL COMMENTS 


1. Fires 

During 1960 there were 2,096 fires in buildings, which 
is a decrease from the number of fires that occurred 
during 1959. There has been a steady decrease in the 
number of building fires over the past six years. 


2. Space Heaters (Oil Burners) 

As the result of extensive research and tests con- 
ducted by the department at our laboratories on Moon 
Island in connection with space heaters, it is with great 
satisfaction that we can report no loss of life during the 
latter part of 1960 because of fire or explosion in space 
heaters. In accordance with information obtained 
from these tests, the Underwriters Laboratories will no 
longer put their seal of approval on any barometric 
feed-type space heater which, over a period of years, 
should result in their no longer being used in this area. 

It was learned from our tests that two important pre- 
cautions should always be taken before lighting space 
heaters: (a) Always fill the container to the brim, and 
(6) never use chilled oil. A city-wide publicity campaign 
was conducted concerning these two precautions, and 
200,000 circulars giving information concerning the use 
of space heaters were distributed throughout the school 
system. 


8. In-Service Inspections 

In-service inspections were carried out during the 
year 1960 from April 1 to October 30. It is believed 
that these inspections, together with the inspection 
work performed by members of the Fire Prevention 
Division, have had an important bearing in reducing 
the number of building fires in the city. 


4. New Fire Station 


On June 11, 1960, a new fire station at Tremont and 
West Concord streets, to house Engine 22 and Ladder 13, 
was opened and occupied by those companies. 


5. Fire Stations Closed 

On the same day the old fire station at 72 Warren 
avenue, Boston, was closed, as was also the fire station 
at 1046 Tremont street, Roxbury, which formerly housed 
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Engine Company 13 and Ladder Company 12. Ladder 
Company 12 was disbanded, and Engine Company 13 
was relocated in the quarters of Ladder Company 23 
at 36 Washington street, Dorchester. 

Engine Squad 18 moved from the fire station at 30 
Harvard street, Dorchester, to the former quarters of 
Engine Company 46 (disbanded) at 1884 Dorchester 
avenue, Dorchester. Engine House 18 is no longer used 
for Fire Department purposes. 


6. Underwater Recovery Team 


Under the direction of Chief of Department John A. 
Martin an underwater recovery team was formed, com- 
posed of fire fighters who have completed professional 
training and who have received certificates as qualified 
skin divers. The team, which consists of eleven mem- 
bers, rendered valuable service in recovering bodies 
from an airliner which crashed in Boston Harbor on 
October 7, 1960. 


7. Fire Training Academy 


The Fire Training Academy located on Moon Island, 
Boston Harbor, Quincy, Massachusetts, was completed 
during the year. Dedication ceremonies took place on 
November 3, 1960, but prior to that time it was used 
for training activities. 

Training has been universally recognized as a prime 
requisite in all fields of endeavor, and a consideration 
of job efficiency emphasizes this point. Certainly there 
is no field of endeavor more important than one con- 
cerned with the protection of life and property. There- 
fore considerable effort has been expended in this area 
by the department. 

Weather conditions necessitate the separation of 
training activities into two phases — the cold weather 
phase and the temperate weather phase. Outside 
training programs are curtailed during periods of low 
temperatures. This provides an opportunity to utilize 
training personnel for inside programs consisting of: a 
close review of methods and procedures; surveys of the 
condition of equipment and appliances and the effi- 
ciency of personnel in their operational use; film pro- 
grams covering particular fire-fighting and rescue prob- 
lems; the conduct of classes covering automatic sprinkler 
systems, fire alarm and detection systems, utility gas and 
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electric installations, and hydrant installations. This 
latter was accomplished through the use of the many 
cut-away and working models of such units which had 
been donated and installed in our new Fire Academy by 
public-spirited individuals and firms. 

During periods of moderate temperatures, initially 
the old Navy Fire School, and, upon its completion, 
the new Training Academy were used for: (1) review 
training in various fireground evolutions; (2) the indoc- 
trination of personnel in new operational procedures; 
(3) surveys and evaluations of methods and equipment, 
including items of new equipment developed for the 
fire service. The various fire companies were assigned 
to the training area for unit drilling a sufficient number 
of times so that all company personnel could actively 
participate and engage in the programs in _ progress. 
This method of scheduling company training permits 
the maintenance of ‘‘team work” so essential in suc- 
cessful fireground operations. 

In the past year many requests were received for 
training of personnel other than members of this de- 
partment. The Armed Forces, various governmental 
agencies, hospitals, schools, industrial and business 
concerns were allowed to participate in training programs 
covering various phases of basic fire safety, operational 
use of fire-fighting and rescue equipment, and emer- 
gency rescue procedures. Instructional courses were 
Loti and conducted in accordance with specific 
needs.

INTRODUCTION 


Some interesting comments can be made on Boston's 
health during 1960 as it is seen in the Health Depart- 
ment’s 89th Annual Report. The 1960 Federal Census’ 
preliminary figures showed the city had lost about 13 
per cent in population, having a population of 697,170 
as compared with 801,444 in 1950. This makes Boston 
the 13th largest city in the United States instead of the 
tenth largest as it was in 1950. Despite the decrease in 
population, there was an increase in the demand for 
health services by the city’s residents. Shifts of popu- 
lation within the city necessitated the establishment of 
new clinics, and some clinics were enlarged to meet the 
demands of increased attendance. A fairly high propor- 
tion of the city’s population is in the lower socio-economic 
groups. | 

On November 1, 1960, the West End Health Unit was 
closed permanently due to changes in the area brought 
about by the Urban Renewal Program. Activities of 
this unit were assumed by the Charlestown Unit. 

The 1960 total budget appropriation for the Health 
Division of the Department was $1,854,423, and of this 
amount, $1,853,335 were expended. Although the Divi- 
sion managed to live within its budget allowance, it 
becomes increasingly difficult each year because of the 
increased demand for services and the ordinary increases 
in the cost of supplies, materials, and services. 

The year 1960 was a good one in the health of Boston’s 
residents. There was no serious outbreak of communi- 
cable disease, the infant mortality rate declined, mater- 
nal mortality again was very low, and for the first time 
in the history of Boston statistics, the tuberculosis 
mortality was reduced to the point where it was not 
included in the city’s ten leading causes of death. Just 
15 years ago the tuberculosis death rate for Boston was 
65.1 per 100,000 population compared with a 1960 rate 
of 10.9 per 100,000 population. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Public Health Council, an official Board of nine 
members appointed by the Mayor to assist and advise 
the Health Commissioner, met regularly during 1960. 

The Council considered a number of topics during the 
year. One was better utilization of the Health Units 
throughout the city. Another concerned better coordi- 
nation of services to prenatal cases, and the request of 
the Visiting Nurse Association that the Health Depart- 
ment take more responsibility for nursing service to this 
group. 

The Council followed with interest the continued 
strides made in tuberculosis control in Boston. Dis- 
cussed in particular were new phases of the program — 
treatment of tuberculosis patients in out-patient clinics 
rather than by lengthy hospitalization, and the legisla- 
tion giving legal power for hospitalization of certain 
uncooperative patients in the Rutland Detention Center. 
Further study will be done on centralization of diagnos- 
tic and clinical facilities for out-patient care of tubercu- 
losis patients. 

The Council also discussed possible fluoridation of 
Boston’s water supply, considering surveys on the role 
of fluoridation in preventing tooth decay and the success 
of fluoridation programs in other cities. 


VITAL STATISTICS 


Statistics on deaths, births, and morbidity are col- 
lected, tabulated, and analyzed by the Department to 
keep an accurate picture of the city’s health. During 
1960 the major causes of death in Boston, as in the 
entire nation, were heart disease, cancer, vascular 
lesions of the central nervous system, and all forms of 
accidents. Although concentrated in the older age 
groups, all groups without exception were affected. 

There were issued during the year 13,855 burial, re- 
moval, and transportation permits for disposition of 
the dead. Processed were 13,206 standard death certifi- 
cates, the vital information being transferred to statisti- 
cal cards for analysis before the certificates were sent to 
the City Registrar for permanent recording. Dis- 
tributed to physicians, funeral directors, and hospitals 
were 30,000 standard death certificates issued by the 
Secretary of State’s Office. Continued in 1960 was an 
intensive query program of all physicians, hospital 
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medical officers, and medical examiners on all question- 
able sequences of medical certificates and particularly 
of those certificates listing tuberculosis as a direct or an 
underlying cause of death. The amount of staff time 
and effort expended on this is reflected in a lower number 
of deaths attributable to tuberculosis. The query pro- 
gram has brought about uniformity with the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Vital Statistics in the reporting of 
deaths from various causes. 


Weekly reports are made to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health on all deaths due to 
reportable diseases. Reports on the total number of 
deaths, deaths in certain age groups, the infant mor- 
tality, and deaths due to pneumonia and in: uenza 
are sent to the National Office of Vital Statistics, the 
“City Record”’, and other interested groups. Special 
statistical reports on specific diseases are sent periodi- 
cally to several agencies. 


MATERNAL AND CHILD HEALTH 


Maternal and child health services through school, 
home visiting, and clinic activities provide guidance 
and counseling to families in the principles of healthful 
living for the prevention of disease and the promotion 
of sound physical and mental health from birth to old 
age. 

During 1960 the practice by four hospitals of report- 
ing births directly to the Health Department saved 
2,618 unnecessary home visits by public health nurses 
since parents of these infants indicated the child was 
under a private physician's care. 


A total of 1,111 premature births was reported for 
the year. Financial aid for hospital care was given to 
162 of these at a cost of $46,366.05. 


Each week 34 Well Child Conferences: were held, 
and during the year 60,813 patient visits were made 
to these Conferences. Of these, 6,065 were initial 
visits by babies under one year of age. This is almost 
40 per cent of all resident births (15,473) in the city 
for 1960 and indicates the importance of this group. 
Physical examinations were given to 12,649 babies at 
Well Child Conferences, and 46,323 mothers were 
given advice. In the series of inoculations against 
diphtheria, tetanus, and whooping cough, 4,842 children 
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were given the first inoculation, 4,439 the second, 
4,118, the third, and 3,303 a booster inoculation. The 
first polio inoculation was given to 5,571 children at 
Well Child Conferences, the second to 5,534, the third 
to 6,942, and the booster to 2,409. Smallpox vac- 
cinations were given to 4,510 children, diphtheria-tetanus 
inoculations to 47, diphtheria-tetanus boosters to 58, 
and Mantoux tuberculin tests to 1,334, four of whom 
had positive reactions. Pediatricians at one Well 
Child Conference had consultation services from mental 
health specialists during the year and worked on im- 
proving the psychological components of patient care 
in Well Child Conferences. 


Boston’s parochial schools receive their health services 
from the Health Department. All pupils are inspected 
at the beginning of the school year, and pupils in the 
first, fifth, and eighth grades, as well as pupils referred 
by the teacher or school nurse, are given physical 
examinations, There were 11,415 physical examina- 
tions given in 1960. Two hundred twenty-four pupils 
who had not been inoculated with triple antigens were 
given a series of three injections of alum-precipitated 
diphtheria-tetanus toxoids, and 3,508 were given booster 
doses. There were 159 Mantoux tests and 5,400 polio 
inoculations given to parochial school pupils, a survey 
of the Salk immunization status of pupils having been 
made prior to this polio inoculation program. Vision 
and screening tests were given and referrals made to 
private physicians or the Health Division’s ophthal- 
mologist. Eye clinics are held once a week in three of 
the health Units. 

A special Mantoux testing program was done in one 
parochial high school, 286 pupils being tested. In one 
elementary school, 274 pupils were given gamma 
globulin as a protective measure following their exposure 
to infectious hepatitis. 

Although parochial school pupil enrollment increased 
by only 362 pupils, there were 153 more hours of nurse- 
time spent on the program. Interviews with teachers 
increased by 3,234. Daily inspections by the school 
nurse increased by 8,234, and there were 2,666 more 
deviations found in these inspections. 

In connection with the parochial school science, 
health, and safety curriculum and classroom projects 
in these areas, consultation service was available from 
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Department health educators to parochial school ad- 
ministrators, principals, and teachers. In each of the 
57 parochial elementary schools, the faculty participated 
in an hour long in-service education meeting on the 
physical, mental, and emotional problems of children. 

The Department provides dental care for children. 
Dental clinics were held regularly each week in the 
Health Units. In addition, eight Health Units had 
fluoridation clinics from 3 P.M. to 5 p.m. daily for the topi- 
cal application of sodium fluoride. Orthodontic clinics 
were held twice a week at one Health Unit. 

Overall, there was a considerable increase from 1959 
in the number of nursing visits made, there being 
4,697 more visits to families and 1,225 more to indi- 
viduals. The greatest increase, 4,108, was in visits 
to youngsters age one to four years. The majority 
of these visits were in the five congested areas of the 
city served by the Charlestown, Jamaica Plain, Savin 
Street, South Boston, and Whittier Street Health Units. 
In most sections of the city there was a decrease in 
the number of nursing visits to infants under four 
weeks of age. To help nurses better understand psy- 
chological components in the management of individual 
patients and families currently under their care, mental 
health specialists met with the nursing staff every 
week or two in each of the Health Units. The nutri- 
tionist also met periodically in the Health Units with 
the nursing staff. 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASE 


The control, detection, follow-up, and epidemi- 
ological study of all reportable diseases is another func- 
tion of the Department. The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health and other interested groups are 
notified regularly of reportable disease incidence in 
the city. 

For the Salk polio inoculation program, Health Units 
and substations set up additional clinics. Clinics 
also were opened in housing projects and a local hos- 
pital’s out-patient department. A total of 52,976 polio 
inoculations were administered in these clinics which 
were held one week in April, the entire month of July, 
one week in August, and one week in September. 
In late July a polio epidemic of some 100 cases occurred 
in Rhode Island. It is interesting to note that over 
one-third of those who attended the Department’s 
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July and August clinics (24,000 persons) received their 
first polio shot. Other City Departments and local 
agencies, radio stations, television channels, and the 
local and daily newspapers — all cooperated in publiciz- 
ing the program widely and frequently. 

The laboratory stored 15,400 vials of Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health provided commercial 
Salk vaccine and issued it to Boston maternity hospitals 
and private physicians. 

Tuberculosis still remains a problem in Boston. 
The pulmonary tuberculosis death rate was 9.6 per 
100,000 population and the all forms of tuberculosis 
death rate was 10.9. The new pulmonary case rate was 
59.3 and the all forms tuberculosis new case rate was 
63.1 as compared with rates of 72.6 and 76.6 respectively 
in 1959. 

In case finding, 28,253 70 mm. X-rays were taken, 
16,070 of these in the Health Units, of which about 
15,000 were taken at the South End Unit alone. Thirty- 
one new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis were reported 
from the X-rays taken in the Health Units for a rate 
of 1.9 per 1,000 X—rays taken. 

School personnel by statute must be X-rayed every 
three years and were due for their triennial X-rays in 
1960. This program accounted for 5,883 70 mm. X-rays 
(some taken by the mobile unit), but no cases of tuber- 
culosis were found. 

The mobile X-ray unit took 10,802 70 mm. X-rays. 
Of these X-rays, 1,341 were taken in a special mass 
X-ray program done in the two census tracts of the 
city having the highest incidence of tuberculosis. The 
Boston Health Department’s mobile unit and one from 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health were 
set up in various locations during the day and evening. 
The local tuberculosis association worked up the area 
by the usual mass X-ray techniques, including house-to- 
house canvassing by volunteers. Only 15.8 per cent, 
however, of the area’s residents eligible for X-ray 
(18 years of age and over) were X-rayed, and no new 
cases of tuberculosis were found as a result of any 
X-rays taken in this program. 

The remaining approximately 9,000 X-rays taken 
by the mobile unit were of special high incidence groups 
such as those in homes for transients. Thirteen new 
cases of tuberculosis were found for a rate of 1.4 new 
cases per 1,000 X-rays. 
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In the penal institutions X—ray program, 950 70 mm. 
X-rays were taken, and two new cases of tuberculosis 
found. In the new hospital admissions X-ray program 
at Boston City Hospital, 60 per cent of the new admis- 
sions eligible for X-ray (18 years of age and over) 
were X-rayed. Eleven new cases of tuberculosis were 
found, about 1.6 new cases per 1,000 X-rays. 


The visiting of private physicians in areas of the city 
with a high incidence of tuberculosis was continued 
in 1960 with favorable comments from physicians. 
One health educator from the Department and one 
from the local tuberculosis association made 93 office 
visits to private physicians in South Boston and Dor- 
chester. In this program begun in 1959, health edu- 
cators make 10 to 15 minute visits, by appointment, 
to private physicians, telling them about Boston’s 
tuberculosis situation. A kit is left with each physician 
and contains information on the tuberculosis problem 
and the services available to physicians and their 
patients from the various Boston agencies concerned 
with tuberculosis control. 


Tuberculosis patients and persons with suspicious 
pathologies made 14,899 visits to the Department’s 
tuberculosis clinics and 14,138 14 by 17 X-rays were 
taken on these patients. Over 900 patients received 
chemotherapy in the tuberculosis clinics. Two hundred 
fifty-five questionnaires on the extent of alcoholism 
among tuberculosis patients attending chemotherapy 
clinics were completed for a research project by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health, Division 
of Alcoholism. An additional 200 questionnaires were 
completed for a special study by the Chief Examining 
Physician (Tuberculosis) on clinic attendance by the 
alcoholic tuberculosis patient. 


During the year seven tuberculosis patients were 
taken to the Rutland Sanatorium Detention Center. 
One of these patients escaped and has not been found. 


The low incidence of communicable disease noted 
in recent years continued in 1960. There were 4,727 
cases of communicable disease reported, 650 more 
than in 1959, and the Department’s public health 
physicians made 1,456 visits on these cases. ‘There 
were reported 1,937 cases of measles, 274 cases of german 
measles, 1,072 cases of mumps (two and _ one-half 
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times as many as in 1959), two cases of diphtheria, 
and no cases of polio. There were no deaths from any 
of these diseases. In addition, 119 cases of ophthalmia 
were reported, but no positive smears were obtained 
on any of these. 


Among the enteric diseases there were 50 cases of 
salmonellosis, 56 cases of shigellosis, and one case of 
typhoid fever. There were no deaths from any of 
these. 


Also reported were 3,290 bites, 3,241 of these being 
dog bites and the remainder small animal bites. 


LABORATORY 


The laboratory carries out standard diagnostic culture, 
microscopic, and serological examinations of specimens 
submitted by physicians, hospitals, and clinics. These 
examinations are made to verify and to establish 
clinical findings and to assist in the control of infectious 
diseases. 


During 1960 standard examinations were made on 
41,370 specimens submitted to the Department by 
Boston physicians, hospitals, and clinics. There was 
a slight decline in the total number of specimens re- 
ceived as compared with 1959 due to a decrease in the 
number of hospital serological specimens and the num- 
ber of sanitation samplings. The weekly preparation, 
sterilization, and allotment of syringes and other 
materials to the 17 Health Units and substations 
continued. 


SANITATION 


Services in this area cover housing, food, milk, 
milk products, and general sanitation as well as re- 
sponsibility for the prevention, detection, and elimina- 
tion of nuisances affecting the public’s health. 


An extensive rodent control program was begun in 
the Back Bay during the latter part of the year. The 
area comprises about 3,870 dwelling units and was 
selected because of its proximity to the Charles River 
which is a source of rodent infestation, its narrow alleys 
which do not lend themselves to easy cleaning by the 
Public Works Department, the mixed disposal of refuse 
and garbage which makes a good food source for rodents, 
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—and an extremely active and interested neighborhood 
group. Prior to making a sanitation survey of the 
Back Bay, inspectors from the Health, Building, and 
Public Works Departments attended a U. 8S. Public 
Health Service Rodent Control Training Course. Con- 
trol phases of the program are planned for 1961. 


In the city’s May clean-up program inspectors from 
the Department together with inspectors from the Fire 
and Public Works Departments inspected yards and 
private passageways in one section of the South End, 
encouraging residents to remove all refuse. 


During the year 97 buildings were condemned and 
razed at a cost of $80,953. 


There was an increase of more than 800,000 pounds 
over 1959 in the amount of unfit vegetables condemned 
on arrival in the city. Of this, 600,000 pounds were 
onions and lettuce shipped from the western part of the 
United States that came into Boston in a decayed 
condition. These were destroyed. More than 6,000 
pounds of snails arrived from Casablanca also in a 
decayed condition. These were promptly seized and 
destroyed. 


Since 1959 when mobile ice cream units were first 
allowed in the city, there has been a slight decrease in 
the number of permits issued to manufacturers of 
frozen desserts. J’ewer cream permits also were issued 
in 1960 because of a more plentiful supply of local cream. 
There were 2,747 applications to sell or deliver frozen 
desserts, 127 applications for a license to manufacture 
frozen desserts, and 11 for a license to maintain an 
establishment for milk pasteurization. In all, 11,423 
milk, cream, and ice cream samples were collected and 
examined and an additional 3,217 samples (miscellaneous 
food-stuffs and water) from other Bureaus of the Health 
Department and from other City Departments were 
examined. 


There was no significant change during the year in the 
quality of milk sold in the city. The average bacteria 
count was 3,200 colonies per milliliter compared with 
3,900 in 1959. The average bacteria count of Grade A 
milk was 1,650 colonies per milliliter compared with 
1,250 in 1959. Only one milk sample was found to be 
improperly pasteurized. It was found the milk had 
come from a small dairy outside the city and was im- 
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properly pasteurized because of a leaky valve connection 
on the pasteurizing vat. For decades, no case of disease 
has been traced to the Boston milk supply. 


In 1959, legislation was requested which would place 
the manufacture and sale of cultured milk products 
under the milk inspection program. This legislation was 
granted in 1960. 


EDUCATION 


Education of the Department’s staff and of the 
general public goes on in many ways. Material of both 
general and specific health interest was sent routinely 
during the year to Boston local and daily newspapers, 
radio stations, and television channels. Numerous re- 
quests were answered for various types of information 
concerning the Health Department, its services, the 
city’s health problems and health status as compared 
with other cities. Some 19,933 pieces of educational 
material were distributed during the year in the Depart- 
ment’s major health education activities. 


A number of in-service education programs were 
given for and attended by the Department’s staff. 
Sixteen nurses attended late afternoon and evening 
collegiate courses to keep abreast of modern trends. 
One nurse attended the Yale Summer School of Alcoholic 
Studies and another an institute on mental health. The 
nursing staff had an in-service education program during 
the year on current tuberculosis drug therapy, one on 
alcoholism, and one on accident prevention. Four 
health educators participated in a mental health course 
conducted by the Harvard School of Public Health. 
With the aid of federal funds provided by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health five dental 
hygienists attended an in-service education program at 
the Lemuel Shattuck Hospital. Four public health 
dentists attended an in-service training course at the 
Harvard School of Public Health. 


The U. 8. Public Health Service gave in-service 
training programs to members of the Sanitation Section 
on pesticides and insecticides in food, antibiotics in 
food, and civil defense — radiation and food. Members 
of the Sanitation Section staff also attended training 
programs on mosquito and rodent control and air 
pollution. 
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Twenty-one new public health nurses joined the 
Department and participated in orientation programs. 
Kight weeks of field training and orientation were given 
to 13 graduate collegiate nursing students and to 19 
basie collegiate nursing students. Two students working 
for their Masters Degree spent a week with the Depart- 
ment, 35 Boston City Hospital diploma nursing school 
students received four weeks of field work and orienta- 
tion, and 78 students from seven diploma nursing schools 
received a day’s orientation to the Department. In 
addition, a period of technical training was given by 
the laboratory to internes from the New England 
Deaconess and St. Elizabeth Hospitals and to techni- 
cians from the New England Baptist and New England 
Hospitals. Public health students and graduate students 
in other areas received orientation periods of varying 
lengths with the Department. 


Members of the Department's staff participated in the 
activities and programs of various professional organiza- 
tions and served as panel participants, speakers, instruc- 
tors, and committee members for a number of organiza- 
tions and groups. One member of the statistical staff 
wrote two papers for the “Journal of the Indian Medical 
Profession’. 


LICENSING 


At present 90 nursing and convalescent homes and 43 
rest homes are licensed, an increase of four and two 
respectively over 1959. ‘There were 385 nurse-hours 
spent in inspection and follow-up of 58 nursing and rest 
homes, an average of six hours of nurse-time per home, 
but more intense follow-up is needed. 


The total number of hospitals operating in Boston is 
44, and 14 of these have maternity services. Thirteen 
hospitals were processed for license renewal during the 
year, licenses being renewable every two years. Appli- 
cations for 66 day care agencies also were processed, 
but six ceased operating during the year. Fifty-five of 
these agencies were visited and three contacted with 
regard to the educational background of personnel and 
program for the children. Special attention was given 
by the nutritionist to the meals served in day care 
agencies as well as in nursing and convalescent homes 
and rest homes.

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Weights and Measures Division 


ORGANIZATION 


Headquarters of the Division is located at Room 105, 
City Hall Annex, Boston 8, Massachusetts. The present. 
force consists of a sealer, a chief deputy sealer, 14 
deputy sealers, and a principal clerk. At the present 
time, the vacancy for the position of heavy motor 
equipment operator and laborer is in the process of 
being filled. 


The work of this Division consists in the prevention 
of short weight or measure and of faulty or dishonest 
practices that would, if allowed to continue, result in 
unfair competition to the honest merchants of the city. 
Both buyer and seller have a tremendous stake in cor- 
rect weight or measure. Errors can prove costly to either 
side. It is the responsibility of the Weights and Meas- 
ures officials to see that equity prevails. 


GENERAL DuTIES 


The general duties of the sealer and the deputies 
are set forth in the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
Chapters 94, 98, and 101. Briefly, they state the re- 
quirements regarding the sealing, adjusting, or con- 
demning of all weighing or measuring devices that are 
used for the buying or selling of goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise for public weighing or for hire or reward. 
Sealers are also authorized to enforce the laws per- 
taining to the giving of false weight or measure; the 
laws relative to the licensing of hawkers, pedlars, 
and transient vendors; the examination of coal as to 
quality; and the weighing of coal offered for sale; 
the inspection of containers, the size, shape, and di- 
mensions of which are established by law; the investi- 
gation of complaints and the prosecution of violations 
when the evidence warrants such action.

IV. LITIGATION 
A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


The following cases in which the Corporation Counsel 
represented the city or its officials were decided by the 
Supreme Judicial Court during the year: 


Franklin Foundation v. Attorney General, 1960 Mass. 
Ady. Sh. 11. This cause was a bill in equity under 
St. 1958, c. 596, to terminate the trust which Benjamin 
Franklin, by a codicil to his will, had created to make 
a gift to the Commonwealth and the City at the two 
hundredth anniversary of the fund. The Court was of 
opinion that the record did not disclose facts sufficient 
to cause the Court to exercise its authority in equity 
to terminate the trust. 


Appleton v. Massachusetts Parking Authority, 1960 
Mass. Adv. Sh. 131. By this proceeding certain in- 
dividuals sought a writ of mandamus to compel the 
City to contest the right of the Massachusetts Parking 
Authority to take certain interests in Boston Common 
for the purpose of constructing a garage under St. 1958, 
c. 606. The basic question was whether the Legislature, 
in enacting St. 1958, c. 606, intended that the City 
should have a veto power over the commencement of 
the project. It was held that it did not. 
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Massachusetts Medical Society v. Assessors of Boston, 
1960 Mass. Adv. Sh. 159. This appeal from a decision 
of the Appellate Tax Board presented the question 
whether the Massachusetts Medical Society was a 
charity with real estate owned and occupied by it for 
its corporate purposes exempt from taxation. Since 
the primary benefit from the Society accrued to the 
medical profession rather than to the public, the Court 
decided that it was not a charity and so was not en- 
titled to exemption from taxation. 


Boston v. DuWors, 1960 Mass. Adv. Sh. 245. This 
was an action of contract commenced on September 22, 
1958, to collect a 1958 real estate tax on certain land 
on which the City held a tax title which was foreclosed 
by decree of the Land Court on October 29, 1958. The 
Court held that the action was not premature even 
though no bill had been sent and the time for applying 
for an abatement had not expired. The Court further 
held that the foreclosure on October 27, 1958, was 
immaterial. 

O’ Malley v. Commissioner of Public Works of Boston, 
1960 Mass. Adv. Sh. 408. The City took sewer ease- 
ments through certain land on which it held a tax 
title. The tax title was subsequently foreclosed, and 
the land sold to a purchaser who in turn sold to the 
petitioners in this declaratory judgment proceeding 
brought to determine ownership of the sewer and the 
City’s right to charge a sewer entrance permit fee. 
It was held that notwithstanding the tax title foreclosure 
and subsequent sale, the City still had sewer easements 
in the locus; and that while the locus was subject to 
sewer entrance assessment under St. 1897, c. 426, s. 7A, 
as amended, there was no authority for a sewer entrance 
permit fee constituting more than a modest inspection 
fee to pay for an inspector’s time. 

Assessors of Boston v. Jakes, 1960 Mass. Adv. Sh. 839. 
The sole question presented by this appeal from a 
decision of the Appellate Tax Board was whether a 
disabled veteran was entitled to a disabled veteran’s 
exemption under G.L. c. 59, s. 5, cl. 22, when the tax was 
assessed to a mortgagee in possession. The Court 
decided that he was. 

Singer Sewing Machine Co. v. Assessors of Boston, 
1960 Mass. Adv. Sh. 1293. On November 13, 1958, 
the Singer Sewing Machine Company applied to the 
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Assessors for an abatement of a 1958 real estate tax 
assessed to it for which the bill was first sent after 
September 1, 1958. The Assessors failed to act on the 
application; and the Company appealed to the Appel- 
late Tax Board. The Assessors filed no answer con- 
troverting the allegation in the appeal that the bill was 
first sent on October 14, 1958. After the time for answer- 
ing had expired, the Assessors moved to dismiss on the 
ground that the bill was first sent on October 10, 1958. 
The Court decided that it was open to the Assessors 
to show the correct date of the sending of the bill 
notwithstanding their failure to file an answer denying 
the allegation in the appeal, but further held that 
placing tax bills in the vestibule of city hall for pickup 
by postal employees was not the same in legal effect as 
depositing them in a post office box and so there was 
no substantial evidence to support the Appellate Tax 
Board’s finding that the application for abatement was 
filed more than thirty days after the bill was sent. 


B. FEDERAL AND STATE 
ADMINISTRATIVE TRIBUNALS 
1. DEPARTMENT OF PusBLIc UTILITIES 


During 1960, the Law Department screened approxi- 
mately thirty public utility cases, and when the City’s 
interests warranted, entered an appearance on behalf of 
the City and participated at the hearing. 


2. Crvit SERVICE 


This department handled 75 hearings given to em- 
ployees by the various department heads under the 
Civil Service laws.

C. COLLECTION FROM ESTATES OF DE- 
CEASED PERSONS RELIEVED FROM

Under authority of General Laws, c. 59, s. 5A, the 
Assessors of the City of Boston have committed to the 
Collector-Treasurer upon a special warrant the aggre- 
gate amount of the taxes from which certain persons 
were relieved.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Department of Parks and Recreation had its 
beginning with the appointment of the first Board of 
Park Commissioners on July 8, 1875, under the title 
“Park Department.’’ The Board consisted of three 
members who served without compensation. As thus 
constituted, the department continued up to 1913, when 
by provision of Chapter 10, Ordinances of 1912, it was 
merged with the Public Grounds, Bath and Music 
Departments, under the name of Park and Recreation 
Department. The Commissioners were appointed by 
the Mayor for a term of three years, one term expiring 
each year. The Chairman was a paid city official, in 
charge of the operation of the department. The other 
two members served without compensation. 

In 1920 the Cemetery Department was merged with 
the Park and Recreation Department, and the title was 
changed to Park Department. On May 1, 1954, the 
department became the Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment under the provisions of Chapter 2, Ordinances of 
1954. The Board of Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sioners was increased to five members. 


Under the latest ordinance, the Commissioner of 
Parks and Recreation becomes the active head of the 
department with power of authority far beyond that 
which existed when the Board consisted of three mem- 
bers (Sections 36—42, inclusive, Chapter 2, Ordinances 
of 1954). The Commissioners meet as required on call 
from the Chairman. 


The department is responsible for the maintenance 
and improvement of approximately 2,725 acres of parks 
and playgrounds. Included in this area are the follow- 
ing facilities: a general office building; 121 playgrounds 
and play areas, 47 of which have field houses; 20 parks, 
large and small; 2 service yards containing offices, 
mechanics’ shops, storehouse and garage; a recreation 
office building; 13 indoor recreation centers; 16 public 
bath houses; 2 public golf courses (18 holes); 3 public 
bathing beaches with bathhouses in which are 2 solaria; 
4 swimming pools (2 indoor and 2 outdoor); 85 public 
squares; 14 greenhouses; 19 cemeteries (3 active, 16 in- 
active or historic); 108 miles of parkways, driveways, 
walks, and paths; 131 acres of ponds and rivers; and the 
care and maintenance of all trees on city streets, parks, 
and playgrounds. 


PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 3 


The department organizes, promotes, and conducts a 
city-wide recreation program for all age groups with 
special emphasis on youth programs. 

This report summarizes briefly the efforts of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission and the staff of the 
department to maintain a high standard in essential 
services and to expand the facilities of our park system 
to meet the needs of the department within our appro- 
priation allowances. 

In this report there is no particular attention given 
to the extensive maintenance responsibilities of the 
Parks and Recreation Department. Reference to the 
introductory section of this report will indicate the large 
number of areas, buildings, etc., that require most of 
the time of our staff. It should be apparent that much 
of our appropriation is expended for the maintenance 
and improvement of parks, gardens, park and recrea- 
tion buildings, mechanics’ shops, golf courses, ceme- 
teries, etc. Proper maintenance is the key to efficient 
service. We are confining this report to major work 
accomplished in 1960, all of which is substantially out- 
side the area of general maintenance. 


MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 1960 OF 
PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


Our appropriations for 1960, for the operation of the 
Parks and Recreation Department and the Cemetery Di- 
vision of the department, were approximately $500,000 
less than our expenditures for the year 1959. This 
money was obtained from appropriations made from 
regular tax revenue sources. Notwithstanding this 
large reduction, we are happy to report that we will 
stay within the appropriations allowed in our 1960 
budget. During the year, by an established policy of 
not filing many of the existing vacancies, we were able 
to absorb approximately 15 employees of the City 
Hospital Department who were transferred to this de- 
partment, and we are currently operating at a quota 
less than that allowed in 1960. Our budget figures sub- 
mitted for 1961 show a further reduced quota. 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUND IMPROVEMENTS 


McConnell Park, Dorchester: During the current year, 
with the completion of the Southeast Expressway, we 
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reopened this park and playground which had been 
closed for three years. Much of the expense had been 
incurred during the latter part of 1959 and was on ce 
over to 1960 for completion. 


Carter Playground, Roxbury: At an expense of approxi- 
mately $2,000 the tennis courts at Carter Playground 
were resurfaced and painted, resulting in much favor- 
able comment from the residents of this section of 
Roxbury. These tennis courts are in constant use dur- 
ing the season. 


Franklin Park Golf Course: A new parking area, long 
needed, was constructed at a cost of approximately 
~ $6,000. 


Harbor View Sireet, Dércheten A contract was adver- 
tised and awarded in the approximate amount of $31,000 
for the development of a new modern play area on ‘this 
site. This will include grading, resurfacing, new walks 
and curbs, shower fountain, shelter, trees, benches, 
modern play equipment, and the fencing of the entire 
area. 

BUILDINGS, ETC. 


Razing Girls’ High School Building: At a cost of $37,880 
the Girls’ High School Building, West Newton Street, 
is being razed, and we are planning the construction of 
a new type modern play area in 1961, an innovation in 
Boston. 


Paris Street Recreation Center, East Boston: Major 
repair work, under contract, covering the painting and 
reconditioning throughout this structure, one of the 
oldest in our system, was completed at a cost of $30,000. 


TREE PLANTING 


New Trees: Approximately 800 new trees were planted 
on streets throughout the city, some to replace trees 
that had been felled by storms or removed because of 
diseased condition, and others were planted on new 
streets where houses had been erected. This work was 
done at an approximate cost of $28,000. We hope to 
continue our tree planting program during 1961. In 
order to keep pace with the great loss of trees through- 
out the city caused by various reasons, we should plant 
a minimum of 1,000 new trees each year. 


Tree Nursery: We have made a start in the develop- 
ment of our own tree nursery. The first shipment of 
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trees to be grown in this nursery has been received, and 
the trees have been planted on park land in the West 
Roxbury area. It will take some few years to get this 
project rolling, but in due time we will be able to raise 
our own trees which have been planted and cared for by 
our tree division staff, and thus eliminate much of the 
expense of advertising and purchasing of trees under 


contract. 
RECREATION 


Our recreation program and what this department 
accomplished for all groups, from the youngest to the 
Golden Age, is well known in the United States. As in 
former years we have conducted our city-wide basketball, 
baseball, handball, and football programs in all sections 
of the city. Thousands of persons competed in all these 
sports, which are set up in a varsity and senior 
varsity park leagues. 

During the summer season we staffed playgrounds, 
play areas, and school yards with young men and women 
instructors, most of whom were college graduates or 
upper classmen in college, who directed workshop pro- 
grams, sports, games, athletics, hand crafts, music, etc. 

Under the supervision of skilled instructors we con- 
ducted a program for handicapped and retarded chil- 
dren, at South Boston’s Castle Island, at the Tileston 
School, and in Brighton, where these children learned to 
run and play and do many things their parents believed 
they could not do. 


Cummings Estate, Woburn: Far removed from the 
crowded tenement districts, children from the most 
congested sections of the city planted and raised many 
vegetables and expertly cultivated the plots of ground 
assigned to them. This project is a joint operation of 
the Parks and Recreation Department and the School 
Department. 

CEMETERIES 

Grading, road improvements, and development of 
new areas within our three active cemeteries, Mount 
Hope in Roslindale, Fairview in Hyde Park, and Ever- 
green in Brighton, were completed at a cost of approxi- 
mately $40,000. Some roadways were reconstructed and 
resurfaced, and new areas for burials were developed in 
which were installed concrete grave liners. The cost of 
these grave liners is returned to the city when the 
burial lots are sold. 
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Mount Hope Cemetery: A major improvement, long 
overdue, was accomplished in Mount Hope Cemetery. 
For a long period of time there have been complaints 
that a large area of the cemetery was overgrown with 
weeds and shrubs and unsightly trees. The area is one 
in which many of the graves are not under perpetual 
care. A large number of employees of this department 
were assigned to the cemetery, and in a very short time 
the area was cleaned of the wild growth of weeds and 
shrubs, many of the old trees removed, etc. The com- 
ments from the public have been most favorable. 


Fairview Cemetery: We are coming to the point where 
we will soon have no available land remaining for ceme- 
tery expansion. Mount Hope Cemetery is gradually 
being filled. We are therefore in the process of acquir- 
ing a large additional plot of land adjacent to Fairview 
Cemetery in Hyde Park, which will take care of our 
requirements for many years to come. This purchase 
of land is now being processed by the Public Improve- 
ment Commission. 


CLOSING OF BATHS AND LAUNDRY 


In April of this year the closing of certain public 
baths and the Dover Street Laundry was put into effect. 
The actual closing involved public baths in the Brighton 
Municipal Building on Chestnut Hill Avenue, the Dover 
Street Bath and Laundry Building, and the Paris 
Street (East Boston) Sewing Room and Cutting Room. 
The towel and soap service in the remaining bath build- 
ings was eliminated at the same time. ‘These closings 
plus the elimination of towel and soap service resulted 
in immediate savings in the purchase of supplies and 
materials and also in personnel costs by not filling 
vacancies as they occurred during the year. Employees 
working in the closed facilities were the first concern of 
His Honor the Mayor, and arrangements were made to 
transfer them to other locations in the department 
where their services could be utilized. The main saving 
will be reflected over a period of years through reduced 
budget requests for personnel, supplies, and materials. 
Also, the sale of the laundry and the bath buildings, 
when effected, will place these buildings into the tax 
structure of the city and thereby produce further tax 
revenue. 
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TRANSFER AND ACQUISITION 
OF PROPERTIES 


Aquarium Building: During the year, through legis- 
lation and approvals by city and state authorities, we 
effected the transfer of the old Aquarium Building and 
all of the surrounding land area to the Metropolitan 
District Commission. The maintenance cost over the 
years had been quite heavy at this location. The Metro- 
politan District Commission is planning a major recrea- 
tion development on the site. 


Carson Street Play Area, Dorchester: With the con- 
struction of the Southeast Expressway much of this area 
was eliminated. Of the remaining area approximately 
11,000 square feet was transferred to the Metropolitan 
District Commission and the balance of 10,000 square 
feet is being transferred to the Real Property Depart- 
ment for sale for what we hope will be industrial pur- 
poses. 


Etheridge School Site: During the year we acquired 
approximately 28,000 square feet of land, the site of 
the old Cora L. Etheridge School at Harbor View Street 
and Dorchester Avenue. A new modern children’s 
play area is in the process of development here. 


CITY HALL CLEANING 


One of our greatest accomplishments during the year 
was the cleaning and sand blasting of the entrance to 
the City Hall Annex on Court Street and similar work 
on City Hall Plaza on the School Street side. Cleaning 
of the statues, redevelopment of the park area in front 
of City Hall, new plantings including tropical plants in 
the King’s Chapel area, and the planting of trees in 
specially constructed boxes in front of City Hall Annex 
were among some of the work that was accomplished 
at this location. 


LAFAYETTE MALL— BOSTON COMMON 


We are nearing completion of this outstanding proJ- 
ect. The West Street Plaza, the center of this improve- 
ment, will be completed with the installation of the 
bronze statues and some minor equipment yet remaining 
to be installed in the new fountain. This work should 
be completed early in 1961.

I hereby submit the annual report of the Suffolk 
County House of Correction for the year 1960. Again, 
every effort was made to keep expenditures to a mini- 
mum, and this resulted in the return of a considerable 
amount of the appropriation for the year. 


The new cow barn was placed in operation during 
the year and furnished approximately 82,125 quarts 
of milk and 200 quarts of cream for the use of the in- 
mates and employees during the year. 


Under the provisions of the statute granting a de- 
duction from sentence of five days for each pint of 
blood donated, the inmates of the institution donated 
a total of 1,455 pints of blood to the Red Cross and 
veterans organizations during the year. 


The poultry industry was discontinued with the 
retirement of the Poultry Supervisor on August 31, 
1960. The poultry grain house was remodelled entirely 
with inmate labor and made into a new inmates’ shower 
room and barber shop, a much needed improvement 
in the facilities of the institution. 


We are again grateful to the Salvation Army and the 
Guild of Our Lady of Ransom for the donation of Christ- 
mas boxes to the inmates of the institution and for 
the donation of clothing by these agencies during the 
year.

Dear SIR: 

Inmates at Deer Island on November 30 and De- 
cember 1 donated 361 pints of blood during the quarterly 
appeal by the American Red Cross Bloodmobile. 


This contribution boosted the year’s total of blood 
for Veterans’ Services to 1,455 pints by inmates at 
Deer Island. Of interest during the November 30 
program was the contribution of ten pints of A positive 
blood by inmates for the Veterans Hospital, Jamaica 
Plain, for an emergency heart operation. 


Blood donated by Deer Island inmates is used pri- 
marily by veterans groups such as the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Chelsea Soldiers Home, and other 
veterans units throughout the Commonwealth which 
may be in need. 


There have been occasions where the blood of Deer 
Island inmates has been instrumental in the success 
of an emergency operation. During the last appeal, 
September 1, 1960, three pints of rare blood were 
rushed into Boston and used for a woman patient who 
had undergone surgery. The patient might have died 
had she not received the rare specimen.

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Administration 


The year 1960 began with an entirely new administra- 
tion in the City of Boston when the Honorable John F. 
Collins took the oath of office as Mayor. Mayor 
Collins’ appointment of Thomas J. Griffin as the new 
Traffic Commissioner proved a wise selection indeed as 
the year progressed. The new Commissioner comes well 
qualified after twenty-one years of faithful and loyal 
service in the city employ and with a sound background 
of the city’s trafic problems. Commissioner Griffin 
supplied a new approach to these problems and with his 
dynamic perseverance initiated drastic changes in the 
structure of the traffic regulations, resulting in improved 
cooperated efforts of the various departments directly 
concerned with the movement of motor vehicles. 

During the year there were eighteen official meetings 
of the Boston Traffic Commission held at the Traffic 
Department building at 112 Southampton street in 
Roxbury. The Traffic Commission also, since the 
beginning of 1960, consisted of a group of newly ap- 
pointed commissioners, with former Traffic Commis- 
sioner William T. Doyle again returning to his position 
as Deputy Traffic Commissioner and secretary of the 
commission. New members of the Traffic Commission 
replacing the former commissioners of their respective 
departments included Commissioner Martin J. Walsh, 
Parks and Recreation Department; Commissioner James 
J. Sullivan, Real Property Board; and Commissioner 
James W. Haley, Public Works Department. Police 
Commissioner Leo J. Sullivan remained as the only 
member of the 1959 Board who retained his status on 
the 1960 Board. 

In the first full year of operation as a completed 
throughway the Central Artery and the Southeast 
Expressway has proved an immeasurable improvement, 
not only in that through traffic can now by-pass local 
downtown areas, but this modern expressway has also 
attracted additional motor vehicles into the city both 
from the north and the south. This, of course, has 
resulted in increased congestion in many areas which 
have been taxed beyond designed capacities. It is 
estimated that an increase of 10 per cent more vehicles 
over the last two years are now using downtown Boston 
streets. The downtown parking problem has become 
more acute, and many proposals to ban all parking in 
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downtown streets have received the most serious atten- 
tion from both the Boston City Council and the Traffic 
Commission. 


Boston police have declared war on illegally parked 
cars throughout the downtown area, with the result 
that as many as 200 cars a day—sometimes the same 
car twice—have been towed away during the police 
crackdown. 


A law permitting Massachusetts towns and cities to 
fine ‘‘jaywalkers”’ became effective during this year. 
The Boston City Council hopes that some of the con- 
gested pedestrian areas in the downtown shopping 
district may now be taken into consideration as re- 
stricted ‘‘jaywalking”’ areas. 


The first half of the garage under the Boston Common 
was scarcely dug out this fall when it was announced 
that work would begin on the second half ten years 
ahead of schedule. The opening of the first half, 
scheduled for the latter part of 1961, will now add 1,500 
off-street parking spaces in a close proximity to both 
the downtown shopping area and the congested Park 
Square area. 


Declining patronage of public transportation has 
contributed to all sorts of local problems: higher tax 
rates, increased traffic jams, reduced bus service, in- 
creased traffic accidents. A brief strike of public transit 
workers recently brought a flood of cars into downtown 
Boston, with the result that for several days traffic 
came to a virtual standstill every evening at 5.00 P.M. 
These traffic jams did not completely shake loose until 
several hours later in the evening. Streets, supposedly 
alleviated by the new expressway, became as crowded 
as ever. 


The Massachusetts Turnpike Authority has been 
pushing plans to extend the toll road into the central 
business district from its present terminus at Weston. 
This department feels that the Inner Belt Highway is a 
most vital addition to our expressway system. 


Some of the major traffic improvements accomplished 
during the year 1960 include a complete redesign of the 
Cleveland Circle rotary. Ail movements now through 
this area are controlled by traffic signals, thus eliminat- 
ing the weaving rotary movements of the past. Com- 
monwealth avenue, from Kelton street to Chestnut 
Hill avenue, Brighton, is currently under reconstruc-

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tion and when completed will have a double-barrel 
highway for through traffic on either side of the M.T.A. 
right-of-way and with a reduction in crossovers. 


A new system of maintaining traffic accident records 
was adopted since the first of January, 1960, involving 
the use of I.B.M. tabulation. This system was ob- 
tained with the cooperation of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, the State Traffic Department, the Massachu- 
setts Safety Council, the City of Boston Police Depart- 
ment, and the City of Boston Traffic Department. 
Every reported accident occurring on the streets of 
Boston is now coded and mechanically tabulated at 
Boston Police Headquarters. Thus, for the first time, 
there is available the most accurate accident data to all 
agencies having to do with traffic control in the city. 
Copies of this data are available for engineering im- 
provements, safety educational programs, and for 
enforcement of traffic rules and regulations. 

With this information the Police Department has 
initiated a program of selective enforcement throughout 
all divisions in the city. The Police Commissioner, 
Leo J. Sullivan, has directed that all divisions maintain 
a monthly report of the five highest accident frequency 
locations as indicated by the I.B.M. monthly tabula- 
tions in each district and a complete follow-up of all 
action taken by police and recommendations for changes 
in design or traffic rules and regulations. 

Inasmuch as the Fire Department is more directly 
concerned with the movements of traffic in the city, 
it was voted at the December meeting of the Traffic 
Commission to have the Fire Commissioner replace 
the Park Commissioner as Associate Traffic Com- 
missioner.

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Parking Meter Division 


At the end of the year 1960 there were 8,009 parking 
meters on the streets of Boston, indicating an over-all 
reduction of about 200 meters from the end of 1959. 
This was due primarily as a result of demolition activity 
during the year in the West End Redevelopment area. 


The department anticipates that the City Council 
will approve the request of the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission to purchase new mechanisms to convert the 
5-cent meters to 10-cent meters in the downtown area, 
and the penny-nickel meters in the suburbs to a straight 
nickel meter. This means that over 5,000 meters will 
be converted from 5 to 10 cents, and about 3,000 penny- 
nickel meters will be a thing of the past in the districts 
where formerly one could park for 12 minutes by 
depositing a penny. 


Since metered parking serves a threefold purpose, 
by controlling on-street parking, affording the merchant 
parking turnover, and offering enforcement authorities 
a legal means of checking flagrant violations, it is hoped 
the increase in parking fees will result in more stringent 
on-street parking controls. This will be confirmed if 
and when parking violation fines are allowed to be 
increased. 
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Safety Education Division 


After a year of study and preparation a new system 
of accident records was instituted by the Boston Police 
Department in cooperation with the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, the State Traffic Division, the Massachusetts 
Safety Council, and this department. All accidents 
are now coded and recorded by an I.B.M. machine 
at Police Headquarters with the result that now for the 
first time more accident data is available by all agencies 
for the purpose of enforcement, engineering, and 
education. 


Supplementing this improved approach to the traffic 
accident problem the Police Department, under the 
supervision of Deputy Superintendent William J. Hogan, 
initiated an organized selective enforcement program 
based on this new system of accident records keeping. 
Since this new system, however, has only been in effect 
for one year, it is impossible at this time to measure, 
with any degree of accuracy, any reduction in traffic 
accidents resulting from this program until another 
year’s experience of traffic accidents is made available 
for comparative purposes. It is believed by everyone 
that a decided reduction in traffic accidents will result 
since each division captain is now responsible to account 
for actions taken at the five highest accident frequency 
locations within his district as evidenced by the analyses 
of the I.B.M. records. 


Commissioner Thomas J. Griffin believes that through 
a program of public relations the Safety Education 
Division could contribute immeasurably in reducing 
traffic accidents within the City of Boston by initiating 
safety programs which will have a direct appeal to the 
motorists themselves. ‘The Commissioner feels that, 
as an example, many motorists are not, as yet, too 
familiar with the modern techniques required today in 
driving on high-speed expressways, and he feels that 
one of the greatest causes of accidents appearing within 
the local streets of Boston can be directly attributed 
to the transition of the change of driving habits as 
people leave expressways and enter the congested local 
roadways. 
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The annual Mayor’s ‘‘Bicycle Safety Program” was 
again this year well attended by the youngsters in the 
City of Boston, as this program, carried out with the 
cooperation of the City of Boston Parks and Recreation 
Department, the Massachusetts Safety Council, and 
the Boston Traffic Department continues to be a factor 
in maintaining a low level of traffic accidents involving 
bicycles. 


Mayor John F. Collins sincerely extends his whole- 
hearted cooperation to all agencies to continue their 
efforts and unending endeavors to maintain their 
progress toward accident prevention. 


Following is a summary of motor vehicle traffic 
accidents within the City of Boston during 1960. 
Highlights of this report are: 


1. Fatal accidents, 46; persons killed, 47. Personal injury 
accidents, 11,779; persons injured, 19,693. Pedestrian 
accidents, 1,364; pedestrians injured, 1,385. Property 
damage accidents, 1,210. Total motor vehicle traffic 
accidents reported, 13,035. 


2. Of the 47 persons killed, 37 were pedestrians, 7 were 
operators of motor vehicles, and 3 were occupants. 


3. The 37 pedestrians killed constituted 78 per cent of the 
total fatalities, while the total pedestrian accidents 
represented 10.4 per cent of all the accidents reported. 


4. In the age groups there were 11 youngsters up to the age 
eighteen killed, including 10 pedestrians, of which 2 were 
ride stealers. Twenty-four people fifty-five years of age 
or over died in motor vehicle accidents, twenty-two of 
which were pedestrians, including 8 who were seventy- 
five or older. 


5. There were 30 people killed during the hours of darkness, 
and 17 lost their lives in traffic accidents while it was 
daylight. 


6. Speed was a factor in 8 fatal accidents, hit and run 
drivers killed 8 people, and operators under twenty-five 
were involved in 3 fatal accidents. 


7. Twenty-two fatal accidents occurred at intersections, of 
which 6 were signalized, and 25 died from traffic accidents 
between intersections.

April was the worst month, with 7 fatal accidents, and 
Friday was the worst day, with 13. The period of the day 
between 7 P.M. and midnight was the worst, with 14 
fatalities, of which 12 were pedestrians, while the highest 
number of general traffic accidents, 3,389, occurred 
between 9 A.M. and 4 P.M. 


The downtown area had the highest fatality record, 
with 14, all of which were pedestrians, and the most 
traffic accidents also occurred in Boston Proper (down- 
town and uptown), 3,519, while Roxbury was the highest 
of the districts, with 2,737. 


Boston’s motor vehicle death rate for 1960 was 6.7 per 
100,000 population as compared to 9.9 for other cities in 
the same population group, and compared to a national 
average of 9.1. 


The ratio of injuries to deaths resulting from traffic 
accidents was 419 to 1. 


There were 62 bicycle accidents with motor vehicles in 
1960, showing a decrease of 25 from the previous year. 
This marked improvement can be attributed to the 
enormous interest youngsters have in the annual Mayor’s 
Bicycle Safety Program.

The City of Boston has two major signal systems; 
one consists of 56 signalized intersections, while the 
other has 82 intersections. Control equipment in both 
of these systems is approximately 30 years old. The 
engineers of the department have, for the first time, a 
strong possibility of receiving a financial appropriation 
for installing modern flexible control equipment in 
both of these signal systems this year. 


At the present time it would be difficult to estimate 
how many new installations would be made at isolated 
intersections. 


The Signal Division has initiated a program of 
on-the-job training with the Signal Company whose 
signals are operating in Boston. During the first 
phase of this program a representative was brought in 
from their main plant and conducted four afternoon 
classes for the signal repairmen. The second phase is 
to send a predetermined number of men, two at a time, 
to the Eagle Signal Corporation plant at Moline, 
Illinois. These men spend one week of concentrated 
schooling learning to repair signal equipment. The 
only cost to the city for this week is the payment of the 
employees’ transportation to Moline. At present four 
men have been able to attend this school.

Department Automotive Fleet 


During the year 1960 the department fleet was 
augmented by an additional ten vehicles, passenger 
cars, acquired from various departments throughout 
the city for the purpose of establishing a city-wide 
motor pool. The purpose of this pool is to provide 
transportation for the personnel of city departments 
who otherwise have no means of transportation in 
carrying out their required duties. The garage personnel 
of the Traffic Department, therefore, was called upon 
to service these vehicles which are considered to be a 
part of the Traffic Department fleet. The dispatching 
of these vehicles is now on a controlled basis, and the 
efficient transportation of personnel in all departments 
may be now executed by a continued rolling fleet. 


This, of course, required additional provision for not 
only gasoline, oil, grease, etc., but other services when- 
ever necessary by the garage personnel. Total mileage 
is estimated to increase by 50,000 miles the 250,000 
estimated mileage usually covered by the original 
department fleet.

VETERANS’ SERVICES DEPARTMENT

Dear Sir: 

I have the honor to present the 1960 Annual Report of 
the Veterans’ Services Department. 

The present Veterans’ Services Department was 
established by Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66 
and operates under the provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 115. Prior to 1954 the department was known 
as the Department of Veterans’ Services and prior to 
January 1, 1947 it was known as the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department. A complete revision of General Laws, 
Chapter 115 effective January 1, 1947 necessitated the 
earlier change in the name and structure of the depart- 
ment. 


The department has two primary functions prescribed 
by law: 

1. The furnishing of Veterans’ Benefits to or for 
veterans and dependents of veterans. Veterans, 
dependents, and the various wars and conflicts in- 
cluded in our program are defined in the General Laws, 
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2. The furnishing of information, advice and 
assistance relative to the procurement of employ- 
ment, vocational or other educational opportunities, 
hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other 
veterans’ benefits. 


Certain accomplishments of the department are not 
peculiar to any one year. Particular care is exercised 
each and every year to extend the monetary benefits 
provided by law to those who are entitled to them and 
who require them but to withhold benefits to those not 
entitled. Each application is investigated thoroughly. 
The department exerts special effort to assure that 
Federal or State benefits available to recipients be 
received so that the burden upon the City of Boston is 
reduced as much as possible. In operating a division 
at the Boston City Hospital we collect by way of re- 
imbursement from the Commonwealth moneys that the 
City would not otherwise receive. It will continue to 
be our intention to pursue the course of action outlined. 

Over three quarters of the appropriation for this 
department represents benefits paid to or for veterans 
and their dependents. The amount that we spend in 
any one year on this item is governed largely by the 
economic climate. Experience has indicated that this 
expenditure, the only one over which any savings may 
be effected, can only be done through investigation of 
the claims received, yet in the final analysis and in a 
large measure it cannot be said to be an absolute control 
for the reason that demands are governed by so many 
circumstances over which we have no control. This 
department maintains the attitude that when a great 
many veterans and dependents are in genuine need it is 
our obligation to render service and to help and as we 
have said in so many words before we stand willing to 
assist those who are entitled to and require assistance 
under the law but we exercise stringent efforts to with- 
hold benefits to persons not entitled to them and not 
actually in need. Furthermore, we shall do our utmost 
to see that our recipients avail themselves fully of any 
Federal or State benefits which would reduce the burden 
upon the City of Boston. 


EE 
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In 1960 the department was composed of three divi- 
sions, as follows: 


1. Administrative 
2. Benefits and Settlements 
3. Hospital 


Iam happy to report that finally in 1960 new quarters 
were obtained for our hospital division in the South 
Department of the Boston City Hospital. The former 
quarters in the Health Department building on East 
Concord Street were inadequate and imposed severe 
hardship upon us in the operation of this division. 


In 1960 the Bethlehem Steel Company strike oc- 
curred, lasting for four months and resulting in the 
filing of over two hundred applications for Veterans’ 
Benefits at our office. This strike imposed a severe 
financial drain upon the department and taxed our 
physical and personnel facilities to the utmost. 


The cost of hospital and medical services, for which 
the department pays for eligible beneficiaries, con- 
stantly rises. There has been an unabated increase in 
the cost of these items over a period of years. The 
prospect of any levelling of these costs is not bright. 


Presently the Commonwealth reimburses the City 
for fifty per cent of the financial grant in settled cases. 
The department recommended that this reimbursement 
be increased to seventy-five per cent but this highly 
meritorious legislation was not accepted by the com- 
mittee of the General Court to which it was referred. 
Also, the department recommended that the Common- 
wealth reimburse the City for a portion of its adminis- 
trative expenditures. This too is highly meritorious 
legislation but I can entertain no optimism for its 
successful passage. 


I am proud to report that our relations with the office 
of the Commissioner of Veterans’ Services for the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts continue to be excellent. 
It is particularly important to maintain this relationship 
in order that the City of Boston may attain the greatest 
possible reimbursement from the Commonwealth. 
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The department received $896,288.23 in 1960. The 
sources of this revenue and the amounts are listed.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 20, 
Chapter 488, of the Acts of the year 1924, and amend- 
ments thereto, the Board of Zoning Adjustment of the 
City of Boston submits herewith, in the form of its 
thirty-seventh annual report, a statement of its acts and 
doings and receipts and expenditures for the year ending 
December 31, 1960. 


During the year the following appointments and 
reappointments have taken place in the membership 
of the Board. 


APPOINTIVE MEMBERS 


Theodore W. Paul, upon the nomination of the 
Massachusetts Motor Truck Association, appeared be- 
fore the City Clerk under date of March 2, 1960, and 
Was sworn as Principal Member for the term ending 
May 1, 1963.

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Carroll P. Sheehan, Mayor’s selection to serve at the 
pleasure of the Mayor, vce the chairman of the City 
Planning Board, appeared before the City Clerk under 
date of October 11, 1960, and was sworn as Principal 
Member. 


The method of procedure in connection with petitions 
for changes in the boundary lines of the zoning districts 
remain unchanged. Public hearings, executive sessions, 
and inspection trips were held as found necessary, the 
staff of the City Planning Board and later the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority rendering such assistance as 
was essential in the way of investigations, field surveys, 
drafting, and clerical work. <A detailed record of the 
proceedings has been filed by the Board in the Office 
of the Building Commissioner, as required by law. 
This record is open to public inspection, and notice of 
the decision has been mailed to all parties in interest. 


Since the enactment of the Zoning Law in 1924, a 
total of 466 petitions has been received. A summary 
of action taken on petitions received during 1960 and a 
condensed summary of all petitions is contained herein 
in Tables I and II. 


COURT DECISIONS 
During the year court action was taken on two deci- 
sions of the Board, both involving the same locus, one 
confirming a decision of the Board of Appeal, the other 
authorizing a change in zone boundaries. 


Petition No. 431, review of a Board of Appeal decision, 
upon which Board action had been taken February 2, 
1959, and Petition No. 433, a zone boundary change, 
upon which Board action had been taken on September 9, 
1959, were heard concurrently by the Superior Court as 
the following case: 


John D’ Alessandro et alt. vs. Tomasello et al. and 
Clarendon Development Corp., Intervenor, and 

William B. Elmer et alc. vs. Albert V. Colman et al., 
as they are members of the Board of Zoning Adjust- 
ment of the City of Boston. 


The decision handed down by the Superior Court in 
May, 1960, in the above-named cases annulled the 
action taken by the Board of Zoning Adjustment on 
Petition No. 431 and Petition No. 433. 
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The Superior Court decision regarding the above 
petitions has been appealed to the Supreme Court. 


No decision had been handed down by the Supreme 
Court as of December 31, 1960. 


LEGISLATION 


The enactment of Chapter 652 of the Acts of 1960, an 
act “Concerning the development or redevelopment of 
blighted open areas . . ” on September 7 in- 
directly affected the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 


The act, in abolishing the City Planning Board 
eliminated the position of chairman, who previously 
had been an ex officio member of the Board of Zoning 
Adjustment. The act provided, however, that, until 
the City Council with the approval of the Mayor shall 
otherwise determine, offices held ex officio by the 
chairman of the Planning Board shall be filled through 
appointment by the Mayor of a person selected at large 
to serve at his pleasure. 

Of interest, also, is the provision in this act, authoriz- 
ing the Boston Redevelopment Authority, with the 
approval of the Mayor, both before and after the ap- 
proval of a 121A project (the State Redevelopment 
Law), to grant from time to time permission for the 
project to deviate from the zoning law, if the Rede- 
velopment Authority finds that such permission may be 
granted without substantially derogating from the 
intent and purpose of the zoning law.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 3, Sec- 
tion 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, we submit 
herewith the second annual report of the Government 
Center Commission covering the year commencing 
January 1, 1960, and ended December 31, 1960. 

Changes in membership occurred during the early 
part of 1960 because of a change in administration and 
the appointment of new city officials who, by virtue 
of the offices to which they were assigned, became 
members of this commission automatically, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 624, Acts of 1958, 
the enabling act. The following new members were 
appointed at the outset of your administration: John P. 
MeMorrow, Director of Administrative Services, and 
James W. Haley, Commissioner of Public Works. 
Under date of May 1, 1960, the office of Chairman of 
the City Planning Board, then held by Timothy J. 
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Regan, Jr. expired. Under date of May 10, 1960, 
Carroll P. Sheehan, by virtue of his appointment as the 
Chairman of the City Planning Board, became a mem- 
ber of the commission. 

By Chapter 652, Acts of 1960, approved under date 
of September 7, 1960, the Legislature abolished the 
City Planning Board, thereby creating a vacancy on 
this commission, which exists up to the present time. 
The specific section of the act with reference to this 
action is submitted herewith: 

“SECTION 12.) -- . The city planning board of said 
city is hereby abolished; and all property of said city in the 
custody of said board and all appropriations of said city for 
the use of said board are hereby transferred to and vested 
in the authority; and all persons appointed by, or holding 
by, through or under, said board are hereby transferred to, 
and made employees of, the authority without reduction in 
their rank or compensation or impairment to their civil 
service rights, or their retirement rights, or their vacation, 
holiday or sick leave rights. Until the city council of said 
city with the approval of its mayor shall otherwise determine, 
offices held ex officio by the chairman of said board shall 
be filled through appointment by the mayor of /& person 
selected at large to serve at his pleasure. 


The ‘‘Authority” to which reference is made in the 
above section is the Boston Redevelopment Authority. 

There were several informal conferences with you 
during the course of the year to discuss ways and means 
to expedite action by the federal government in deciding 
upon a site for its proposed building, which resulted in 
you conferring with officials of the General Services 
Administration. As a result of your endeavors, this 
matter was resolved, and we understand that the federal 
government is now about to negotiate with an architect. 

At an informal meeting of this commission with you 
and several members of various architectural societies 
or organizations, a report on the planning and execution 
of an international competition held in connection with 
the erection of a new city hall in Toronto, Canada, was 
received. This report was made by Professor E. R. 
Arthur, School of Architecture, University of Toronto. 
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At a meeting held the latter part of 1960, at which 
you presided and members of this commission, repre- 
sentatives of the Boston Redevelopment Authority and 
the State Government Center Commission were present, 
it was agreed that a representative of each agency be 
appointed, together with a representative of the General 
Services Administration, to coordinate plans for the 
erection of the various buildings involved. 

Only two formally advertised meetings of this com- 
mission were held during the year 1960, one on May 5 
at the office of the Director of Administrative Services, 
and the other on October 11 at Room 438, City Hall. 


There were several reasons why a Jarger number of 
formal meetings were not scheduled, including the 
following: 


1. A Supreme Court decision holding the original act 
establishing a commission or committee to erect a state 
office building and other state structures to be unconstitu- 
tional. (Supreme Court decision handed down on March 23, 
1960 — Frederick Ayer, Jr., et al. v. Commissioner of Admin- 
istration, et al., 1960 Mass. Advance Sheets 453.) 


2. The delay in enactment by the General Court of 
legislation establishing a new commission to erect a state 
office building and other structures. (Statute enacted 
September 1, 1960 — Chapter 635, Acts of 1960, ‘An Act 
Kstablishing the Government Center Commission to Con- 
struct a State Office Building and a Health, Welfare, and 
Kducation Service Center.’’) 


3. The transfer of the Planning Board and its functions 
to the Boston Redevelopment Authority under new legisla- 
tion. (Chapter 652, Acts of 1960, enacted September 7, 
1960.) 


4. The delay of the federal government in acting on the 
selection of a site for a new federal building until state legis- 
lation had been enacted. 


Not one item of expense was required or involved in 
our operations during the year 1960. Out of an original 
appropriation of $20,000,000, we have an unencumbered 
and unexpended balance of $19,951,272.70. An en- 
cumbered balance of $21,500 covers the second and

third phases of a contract with Becker & Becker Asso- 
ciates of New York (first phase completed in 1959), 
which will include preliminary and final space utiliza- 
tion layout plans for the new City Hal]. These phases 
of the contract cannot be initiated or carried out until 
such time as an architect has been selected.

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows:

CHAPTER 1. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Section 1. This ordinance shall be known as the ‘‘ Revised Construction of 

Ordinances of 1961,” and it shall take effect upon its passage. “¢™" 
So far as its provisions are the same in effect as those of pre- 
viously existing ordinances and regulations, it shall be con- 

strued as a continuation of such ordinances and regulations; 
it shall not affect any act done, any right accrued, any penalty not to affect 
incurred, any suit, prosecution, or proceeding pending, or the ®¢*s done. 
tenure of office of any person holding office, at the time when 
it takes effect; subject to said limitations, all ordinances of 
the city heretofore in force are hereby repealed, except the repeal, 
ordinances relating to or amending the Boston Building Code 
established by chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, the ordinances 
establishing or amending the Boston Fire Prevention Code, and 
the ordinance establishing a Department of Civil Defense.* 

Sect. 2. All by-laws and regulations of the city of Boston Enacting style. 
shall be denominated ordinances, and the enacting style shall be, 
“Be it ordained by the city council of Boston, as follows.”’ 

Sect. 3. Every ordinance shall, unless otherwise provided, Publication. 
take effect upon its passage. Every ordinance, unless relating 
to the internal affairs of the city government or for consoli- 
dating and arranging the ordinances, shall, except when 
otherwise provided, be published once a week for three weeks 
successively in two daily newspapers published in this city. 

This ordinance shall be published by the action of the city 
council in passing the same. 

Secr. 4. The following rules of construction shall be rules for con- 
observed for this and every other ordinance, unless inconsist- °°" 
ent with the manifest intent of the city council or the context of 
the ordinance: 

First. The repeal of an ordinance shall not revive any Repeal not to 
ordinance in force before, or at the time when, the ordinance **" peu gee 
repealed took effect.

Fourth. The word “street”? shall include all public ways, 
alleys, lanes, courts, and sidewalks, and those parts of public 
squares and places which form travelled parts of highways. 

Fifth. The words ‘public grounds”’ shall include the com- 
mon and public garden, the public lands under the charge of 
the parks and recreation department, and those parts of public 
squares and places which do not form travelled parts of high- 
ways.

Municipal Sect. 6. The municipal standard of the city of Boston, 
piri hag which is hereby established, shall be made of silk of the colors 
Ords. 1916, c.8. designated, namely: Continental blue and buff, and shall be 
five feet in length and three and one half feet in width, or in 
proportion thereto. Provided, that a city flag of like design 
and colors may be made of bunting for outdoor display, the 
size of such bunting flag to depend upon the place of display. 
The body of the standard shall be blue, as specified, with the 
official city seal embroidered in the center; and two rings of 
white shall encircle the seal. The reverse of the municipal 
standard shall bear a representation of the Trimountain. The 
city flag shall have no reverse except the seal showing through 
the bunting, the seal to be painted on or woven in the fabric. 
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The municipal standard shall have a fringe of Continental buff;

1953, 
Services Board, consisting of an officer, known as the Director © ® se: 9 
of Administrative Services, who shall be chairman of the cate ating 
board, an officer known as the Supervisor of Budgets, an officer 
known as the Supervisor of Personnel, an officer known as the 
Purchasing Agent, and the assessor, the city auditor and the 
collector-treasurer, ex officiis. The director of administrative 
services, the supervisor of budgets, and the purchasing agent 
shall each be appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, and shall devote 
their whole time to the duties of their respective offices. The 
supervisor of personnel shall be appointed by the mayor, and 
hold office, subject to the civil service laws and rules, and shall 
devote his whole time to the duties of his office. The director 
of administrative services shall exclusively have the powers, 
and perform the duties, of a department head with respect to 
the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation and 
indemnification of subordinates for the administrative services 
department and the several officers thereof. 


It shall be the duty of the administrative services Duties of 
board, and more especially of the director of administrative Pt" 
services, to make, under the mayor, studies and recommenda- 
tions with respect to the organization, activities, policies and 
procedures of all departments, boards and officers so that the 
administration thereof shall be economical and efficient.

The supervisor of personnel shall (a) establish 
and maintain personnel records, as complete as practicable, 
for all persons in the service of the city, (b) make a continuing 
study of personnel problems, employment conditions and 
economic changes affecting the several departments of the 
city, (c) recommend, from time to time to the mayor and the 
several officers appointing subordinates, programs designed to 
provide opportunities for career service with the city and 
administrative policies tending to improve and coordinate 
the handling of personnel matters, (d) supervise the administra- 
tion of all compensation plans established for employees of the 
city and recommend such changes in those plans as from time 
to time shall seem to him necessary or advisable, and (e) have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed on the 
budget commissioner by section 56 of chapter 35 of the General 
Laws. The supervisor of personnel shall furnish the supervisor 
of budgets such assistance as said supervisor shall require in

The building department shall be under the 
charge of the building commissioner, who shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties provided by statute, and may 
appoint not exceeding thirty building inspectors for duty in 
his department. | 

The building commissioner shall also have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on the wire 
commissioner and on the fire commissioner as successor to the 
wire commissioner, and shall carry out the provisions and 
requirements of law relating to wires and inspection of wires 
and the installation and use of electrical conductors and appli- 
ances in buildings in the city.

case of the member selected at large by the mayor, for a term 
expiring two years, respectively, from May 1, 1960. As the 
term of any member in office when this ordinance takes effect, 
or of any subsequent member, expires, his successor shall be 
appointed in like manner as such member for a term of five 
years. Vacancies in the board shall be filled in the same manner 
for the unexpired term.

There shall also be in the building department a 
board, known as the Board of Examiners, consisting of three 
members appointed by the mayor, of whom one shall be an 
architect or engineer with at least five years’ experience in the 
city, one a contractor or person well qualified in the supervision 
of construction work with at least five years’ experience in the 
city, and one a lawyer or other person with proper legal qualifi- 
cations. The members of the board of examiners in office when 
this ordinance takes effect shall serve according to the provi- 
sions of their respective appointments for terms expiring one, 
two and three years, respectively, from May 1, 1960. As the 
term of any such member, or of any subsequent member, 
expires, his successor shall be appointed by the mayor for a 
term of three years. Vacancies in the board shall be filled by 
the mayor for the unexpired term. 

The board of examiners shall not be subject to the supervi- 
sion or control of the building commissioner; but unless other- 
wise ordered by the mayor, the board of examiners shall not 
communicate with the mayor, or make any annual or other 
report, except through the building commissioner. 

Sect. 6. Said board shall exercise the powers, perform the 
duties and issue licenses as set forth in section 120 of the Boston 
Building Code. 


Board of Examiners of Gasfitters. 


Sucr. 7. There shall also be in the building department a 
board, known as the Board of Examiners of Gasfitters, con- 
sisting of the building commissioner and the health commis- 
sioner, ex Officiis, and a member appointed by the mayor. The

have been continuously engaged in business as a master gasfitter 
during the five years next preceding his appointment.

Board of Zoning Adjustment. 


Sect. 9. There shall also be in the building department the 
board, known as the Board of Zoning Adjustment, provided 
for by section 20 of chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as amended. 
Said board shall exercise the powers and perform the duties 
provided by statute. Said board shall not be subject to the 
supervision or control of the building commissioner; but un- 
less otherwise ordered by the mayor, the board of zoning 
adjustment shall not communicate with the mayor, or make 
any annual or other report, except through the building com- 
missioner. 


Zoning Commission. 


Sect. 10. ‘There shall also be in the building department the 
board, known as the Zoning Commission, provided for by 
section 1 of chapter 665 of the acts of 1956, as amended. Said 
board shall exercise the powers and perform the duties pro- 
vided by statute. Said board shall not be subject to the super- 
vision or control of the building commissioner; but unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, the zoning commission 
shall not communicate with the mayor, or make any annual or 
other report, except through the building commissioner.

centre line of Trumbull street extended northerly; thence 
by said centre line of Trumbull street extended, the centre 
line of Trumbull street and said centre line extended southerly 
to the Harbor line; thence by said Harbor line to its inter-

and by the centre lines of Columbia road, Blue Hill avenue, 
Seaver street, Columbus avenue, Atherton and Mozart streets, 
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Chestnut avenue, Sheridan, Centre, and Perkins streets, 
South Huntington avenue, Castleton street and the centre 
line of said Castleton street extended to the boundary line 
between the city of Boston and the town of Brookline; thence 
by said boundary line to a point therein one hundred feet 
southwest of Washington street in the Brighton district; 
thence by a line parallel to and one hundred feet southwesterly 
from the centre line of Washington street to an angle formed 
by the intersection of said line with the extension of a line par- 
allel to and one hundred feet northwesterly of the centre line 
of Market street; thence by said extension and said line 
parallel to and one hundred feet northwesterly of the centre 
line of Market street to a point one hundred feet south of the 
centre line of Western avenue; thence by a line parallel to and 
one hundred feet south of the centre line of Western avenue 
and said line extended to a point in the boundary line between 
the city of Boston and the town of Watertown south of Water- 
town Bridge, so-called; thence by said boundary line and the 
boundary line between the city of Boston and the cities of 
Cambridge and Somerville to the point of beginning. Also 
those portions of the Hyde Park district upon or within one 
hundred feet of the following-named streets and squares: 
Everett square, so-called; Fairmount avenue from River street 
to the Neponset river; River street from the location of the 
Boston & Providence Railroad to Winthrop street; Hyde Park 
avenue on the easterly side from the northerly side of Oak street 
to Everett street; Hyde Park avenue on the westerly side from 
the northerly side of Pine Street extension, so-called, to a point 
on said Hyde Park avenue opposite the southerly line of Everett 
street; Harvard avenue from River street to Winthrop street;

Section 1. The city messenger department shall consist 
of a city messenger, an assistant city messenger, a librarian- 
archivist, a document clerk, a chaplain, and such other officers 
as may be provided for and added thereto by the city council 
from time to time. All of the employees of the department 
shall be officers elected by the city council. The present city 
messenger and the other officers in the department shall con- 
tinue in office until their successors are elected by the city 
council. 


Suct. 2. The city messenger shall be the head of the city 
messenger department and shall have charge of the subordinate 
officers thereof, who shall be under his direction and control 
except as otherwise hereafter provided by the city council. 
He shall have the care and custody of books and public docu- 
ments printed for or by order of the city council and shall 
distribute the same subject to the direction of the executive 
committee of city council. He shall attend all meetings of 
the city council and all public hearings held by committees 
thereof, shall provide the stationery and other supplies for the 
members of the city council, shall keep an account of all sums 
expended from appropriations made for the contingent and 
incidental expenses of the city council, and shall perform such 
other official services as may be required of him by the city 
council or any committee thereof or by the mayor. 


Sect. 3. The expenditures of the department shall be paid 
from the appropriate items of the city council appropriations, 
subject to the approval of the president of the city council. 


CHAPTER 12. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES DEPARTMENT. 

Section 1. The clerk of committees department shall 
consist of the clerk of committees, two assistant clerks of 
committees, who shall act also as secretaries to the city council, 
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and such other officers as may be provided for and added 
thereto by the city council from time to time. All of the 
employees of the department shall be officers elected by the 
city council. The present clerk of committees and the other 
officers in the department shall continue in office until their 
successors are elected by the city council; provided, however, 
that temporary clerks, temporary stenographers, temporary 
stenographer-clerks, and temporary clerk-receptionists shall 
continue in office until their successors are appointed by the 
city council or the terms of their appointment expire, which- 
ever first occurs. 


Sect. 2. The clerk of committees shall be the head of the 
clerk of committees department and shall have charge of the 
subordinate officers thereof, who shall be under his direction 
and control except as otherwise hereafter provided by the city 
council. He shall act as clerk of all committees; shall make 
and keep proper records of the proceedings and votes of the 
committees; shall notify the members of committees of all 
meetings thereof; and shall perform such other official duties 
as may be required of him by the city council or any committee 
thereof. 


Sect. 3. The clerk of committees shall have charge of the 
library known as the City Hall Reference Library; shall keep 
im said library a copy of all publications issued by the city;

taining copies of publications formerly issued by the city. 


The expenditures of the department shall be paid 
from the appropriate items of the city council appropriations, 
subject to the approval of the president of the city council.

The commissioner shall appoint a superintendent 
of fire alarm, who shall, under the direction of the commis- 
sioner, have the entire care and maintenance of the wires, 
posts, machinery, and appliances of the fire alarm telegraph 
and telephone system; shall see that all such wires, posts, 
machinery, and appliances are maintained in good order and 
condition; and shall keep in his office a map showing the loca- 
tions of the same.

Each section shall be in charge of a 
director appointed by the health commissioner. The health 
commissioner may from time to time determine the bureaus, 
if any, within each of said sections, and shall appoint the heads 
of such bureaus. In appointing the director of a section or the 
head of a bureau, the health commissioner shall certify that in 
his opinion the person appointed is an expert in the work which 
will devolve upon him, that he is a person specially fitted by 
education, training or experience to perform the duties of the 
position, and that the appointment is made solelyin the interest 
of the city, such certificate to be filed with the city clerk and 
to be open to public inspection. 


Sect. 4. There shall also be in the health division a board, 
known as the Public Health Council, consisting of nine members 
appointed by the mayor, of whom at least one shall be a regis- 
tered physician, one a registered dentist, one a representative of 
an industry engaged in handling food, one a representative of 
another industry, one a representative of labor, and one a 
housewife. The members of the public health council in office 
when this ordinance takes effect shall serve according to the 
provisions of their respective appointments for terms expiring, 
in the case of three members, one year, in the case of three other 
members, two years, and in the case of three other members, 
three years, from May 1, 1959. As the term of any member in 
office when this ordinance takes effect, or of any subsequent 
member, expires, his successor shall be appointed by the mayor 
for a term of three years. Any vacancy in the office of a member 
shall be filled by the mayor for the unexpired term. The 
mayor shall from time to time designate one of the members 
of the public health council as chairman and another as vice 
chairman. The members of the public health council shall 
serve without compensation. 

It shall be the duty of the public health council (a) to make, 
upon its own Initiative or at the request of the mayor, the 
director of administrative services or the health commissioner, 
studies and recommendations with respect to the organization, 
activities, policies, procedures and budget of the health division, 
(b) to review from time to time such rules and regulations of the 
health commissioner as may then be in force and report to 
the health commissioner its findings with respect to the ade- 
quacy thereof and its recommendations, if any, for the amend- 
ment or repeal thereof or for new rules and regulations, and 
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(c) to advise the health commissioner on such matters within 
the scope of his duties as he may refer to said council. 


The public health council shall not be subject to the supervi- 
sion or control of the health commissioner; nor shall it take 
part in the conduct of the executive or administrative business 
of the health department; but unless otherwise ordered by the 
mayor, it shall not communicate with the mayor, or make any 
annual or other report, except through the health commissioner. 

Sect. 5. The health commissioner shall have the powers 
and perform the duties conferred or imposed by law on the 
board of health of the city or upon the chairman thereof; shall 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
on the office of health commissioner by section 2 of chapter 1 
of the Ordinances of 1927; shall include in his annual report a 
review of the sanitary condition of the city; shall keep on 
hand, so far as practicable, a sufficient quantity of vaccine 
virus and antitoxin, and supply the same free of charge to the 
physicians in the several departments; shall appoint one or 
more medical inspectors and require them to vaccinate and 
revaccinate all inhabitants of the city who apply for vaccination, 
and to give certificates of vaccination required for admission 
to the public schools; and shall appoint a superintendent of 
peddlers and require him to see that every hawker and peddler 
conforms to law.

Sect. 6. The city registrar shall have custody of all records, 
books and papers belonging to the city, relating to births, 
marriages and deaths, shall have the powers and perform the 
duties from time to time conferred or imposed on clerks of 
towns in Massachusetts by chapter 46, and by section 16 of 
chapter 66, of the General Laws, and may pay, out of any funds 
received by him, the fees due to persons making returns under 
the requirements of law.

As the term of any 
associate commissioner in office when this ordinance takes 
effect, or of any subsequent associate commissioner, expires, 
his successor shall be appointed by the mayor for a term of 
four years.

1954, ¢.2, 
exclusively have the powers, and perform the duties, of a%* ** 
department head with respect to the making of contracts and 
the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation and 
indemnification of subordinates for the department; but other- 
wise the board shall have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on boards of park com- 
missioners of cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable 
to Boston and, except as aforesaid, shall also have the powers 
and perform the duties conferred or imposed by law on the 
board of park commissioners and board of recreation in existence 
immediately prior to the taking effect of chapter 2 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1954. The board shall further have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on 
it by law. 
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Sect. 3. The board shall construct, improve, equip, super- 
vise, and regulate the use of, all parks, public grounds, play- 
grounds, baths and beaches formerly under the charge and 
control of the park commissioners, the superintendent of public 
grounds or the trustees of the bath department, or that here- 
after may be placed in charge of the parks and recreation 
department, or that may be taken by purchase or otherwise; 
and such other parks, playgrounds, public grounds, ways, or 
means for outdoor recreation as may be placed in the charge 
of the department by the city, the board of metropolitan park 
commissioners, or the legislature, or in any other manner. The 
board shall construct, improve, equip, supervise, and regulate 
the use of, all gymnasia, bath houses, or other means for public 
recreation, now or hereafter provided by the city; and shall 
have the care, custody and control of, and shall construct, all 
urinals and public convenience stations upon park lands and 
public grounds. 


Sect. 4. Until otherwise provided, the parks and recreation 
commission shall improve, maintain, keep in repair, govern and 
regulate the portion of Post Office Square shown as ‘Existing 
Island”’ on Public Works Department (Survey Division) plan 
No. K-558A entitled ‘City of Boston — Post Office Sq. — 
Boston Proper — May 20, 1957 — George G. Hyland, Com- 
missioner of Public Works,” and also the portions of Dock and 
Faneuil Hall Squares lying within the circle with radius of 
fifteen feet and area of about seven hundred and seven square 
feet shown on Public Works Department Survey Division plan 
No. L-8626 entitled ‘‘City of Boston — Dock Sq. — Boston 
Proper — June 20, 1955 — George G. Hyland, Commissioner 
of Public Works.”

1954, 
hearing to remove trees standing in the street; shall, upon” °°” 
request of the officer having charge of the public lamps, trim 
in such manner as said officer may require any tree which 
interferes with the proper lighting of a street; shall cause all 
statutes and ordinances for the protection of trees, shrubs and 
flowers in the public grounds and streets to be strictly observed ; 
and shall be deemed to be the officials having charge of shade 
trees within the meaning of chapter eighty-seven of the General 
Laws. 

Sect. 8. The rules and regulations now in force for the use Rules. 
and government of parks, parkways, playgrounds and streets 
shall continue until changed by the board, with the approval 
of the city council; and the board, with the approval of the orgs, 1912, 
city council, may establish from time to time regulations for®. 19 see. 8. 
the use and government of parks, parkways, playgrounds, 
streets, buildings and all premises in its charge. Whoever 
violates any such regulation shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each offence and not only the 
person actually doing the prohibited thing but also his employer 
and every person concerned in so doing shall be punished by panattios. 
such fine. 

Srct. 9. The board shall set aside and suitably designate seats on Com- 
seats on the Common and Public Garden during the months pale Publis 
of June, July, August and September of each year for the 
exclusive use of women and of children under the age of twelve 
years. 

Restrictions on Park Frontages. 

Secr. 10. No building or structure or any part thereof ords. 1923, o. 3. 
hereafter erected or altered on land which abuts on and has 
an entrance into and is within a distance of one hundred feet vse os 
from the following: The Fens (excepting Charlesgate East and bui!diass. 
Charlesgate West from a point one hundred feet north from 
their intersection with Commonwealth avenue to Charles 
river); Riverway, including Park drive, from Brookline avenue 
to Beacon street; Commonwealth avenue, from Arlington 
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street to a line drawn parallel to and one hundred and thirty 
feet west of Charlesgate West, and from a line parallel to and 
one hundred and thirty-five feet south of the southerly line of 
Mt. Hood road, as extended across Commonwealth avenue, to 
the Newton line; Jamaicaway; Olmsted Park; Arborway; 
Columbia road on the southerly side from Sumner street to 
Dorchester avenue, and from Buttonwood street to Marine 
Park, and on the northerly side from Boston street to Dor- 
chester avenue, and from Buttonwood street to Marine Park, 
South Boston; shall be used for a livery or public stable or 
public garage, or for any mechanical, mercantile or manufac- 
turing purposes, nor, excepting churches and chapels, shall the 
extreme height of said buildings or structures exceed seventy 
feet from the mean grade of the edgestone or sidewalk on the 
front facing said parkway, exclusive of such steeples, towers, 
domes, cornices, parapets, balustrades, sculptured ornaments, 
chimneys and roofs as the parks and recreation commission 
shall approve; and no roof on any of the aforementioned 
buildings shall be used for laundry or clothes-drying purposes; 
provided, however, that as to the lot of land at the southwest 
corner of Commonwealth avenue and Massachusetts avenue 
the prohibition of the use of building for mercantile purposes 
shall apply only to so much of any building erected thereon as 
lies within fifty feet of the southerly line of Commonwealth 
avenue; and provided further, however, that the prohibition 
of the use of building for mercantile purposes shall not apply 
to the lot of land on Ipswich street bounded by and making 
the northwest corner of Charlesgate West and Boylston street. 

Secr. 11. No building or structure shall hereafter be erected 
or altered within a distance of one hundred feet from park or 
parkway in the city of Boston, without permission in writing 
having first been obtained from the parks and recreation 
commission. 

Secr. 12. No building shall be erected or placed upon 
premises within the following distances from the following 
parks and parkways: Riverway, from Fenway to Huntington 
avenue, twenty feet; Jamaicaway, from Huntington avenue 
to Perkins street, twenty feet; Jamaicaway, from Perkins. 
street to Prince street, twenty-five feet; Arborway, from Prince 
street to Washington street, twenty-five feet; Arborway, north 
side, from Washington street to Franklin Park, twenty-five 
feet; Arborway, south side, from Washington street to Franklin. 
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Park, ten feet; Olmsted Park along the northwesterly bound- 
ary, from Chestnut street to Francis Parkman Drive, twenty 
feet; Park drive on the Riverway, from Brookline avenue to 
Boston and Albany Railroad, twenty feet; Park drive on the 
Riverway, from Boston and Albany Railroad to Beacon street, 
fifteen feet; Commonwealth avenue, from Arlington street 
to Beacon street, twenty feet; the Fens, twenty feet (except- 
ing Charlesgate East from Boylston street to the Charles 
river, and Charlesgate West from Boston and Albany Rail- 
road to the Charles river, and Boylston street, south side, 
from Hemenway street to Fenway); Charlesgate East from 
Boylston street to Ipswich street, ten feet; and Boylston street, 
south side, from Hemenway street to Fenway, fifteen feet; 
provided that steps, windows, porticos and other usual projec- 
tions appurtenant to the front wall of a building shall be allowed 
where there is a reserved space; that no projections in the nature 
of a bay window, corner bay, circular front, or octagon front, 
with the foundation wall sustaining the same (such foundation 
wall being a projection of the front wall), shall be allowed 
(excepting oriel windows above the first story on a street corner), 
unless any horizontal sections of such projections would fall 
within the external lines of trapezoids, the sum of whose bases

road; provided, that steps, windows, porticos and other usual oras. 1949, 
projections appurtenant to the front wall of a building are to“ ?- 
be allowed in this reserved space of twenty feet, subject to the 
following limitations, viz.: First, that no projections of any 
kind (other than doorsteps and balustrades connected therewith, 
and also piazzas projecting not more than eight feet) shall 
extend more than five feet from the rear line of the aforesaid 
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space; second, that no projections in the nature of a bay 
window, corner bay, circular front, or octagon front, with the 
foundation wall sustaining the same (such foundation wall

Cemetery Division. 


Sect. 14. The board shall exercise the powers and perform 
the duties provided by statute or ordinance to be exercised 
and performed by the trustees of the cemetery department, and 
shall create a division to be known as the cemetery division of 
the parks and recreation department. 

Sect. 15. The board may determine the payments to be 
made for cemetery lots, or for the perpetual or other care 
thereof. The chairman of the board, after payment therefor 
has been made to its secretary, may execute and deliver to the 
person or persons by or for whom the payment has been made, 
a deed of the city conveying the exclusive right of burial of 
human dead in, and of placing and maintaining tombs, ceno- 
taphs and monuments, authorized by the board or officer 
having, at the time of placing the same, charge of the ceme- 
tery, upon the lot or subdivision described in the deed, and 
shall cause the deed to be recorded in the office of the board. 
Every such conveyance shall be subject to the following 
restrictions, or such other regulations and restrictions relating 
to said cemetery or the lots therein as shall from time to time 
be established by the city by ordinance. 


Restrictions. 


First. ‘The owner shall use the lot only for the purposes 
stated in his deed thereof. 

Second. The owner shall not, for hire, deposit or allow to 
be deposited in said lot the remains of any person. 
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Third. 'The owner shall not, without the consent of said 
board or officer, remove, or allow to be removed, the remains 
of any person deposited in said lot. 

Fourth. ‘The owner shall not, without the consent of said 
board or officer, place or allow to be placed on, or remove or 
allow to be removed from, said lot any tomb, cenotaph or 
monument, or any hedge, tree, fence, curb, or other ornament. 

Fifth. The owner shall remove from the cemetery any 
unauthorized structure or other thing on said lot and said 
board or officer may so remove at the expense of the owner 
any such structure or other thing, or any tree, shrubs, flower, 
fence, curb, or other ornament not removed within the time 
stated in a notice from said board or officer; and the owner 
shall comply with all rules and regulations of said board or 
officer relating to said cemetery or lot. 

Sizth. The owner shall convey said lot only as a whole, and 
shall never divide said lot, and if there are two or more owners 
they shall designate in writing one of their number to represent 
the lot, and while they neglect so to do said board or officer may 
designate the one to represent the lot. 

Sect. 16. The chairman of the board, after payment to the Agreement for 
collector-treasurer for the city, for keeping in repair any lot PePetusl care- 
In any cemetery or other burial-ground owned by the city, may ie mh pe 
execute and deliver to the person by or for whom the payment 
has been made an agreement that the city shall keep the lot, 
and the structures and grass thereon, in a good and neat condi- 
tion forever, or during the period specified in the agreement, 
so far as the same can be done by the expenditure of an amount 
equal to four per cent. per annum of the amount of money so 
paid from the time of such payment; and the board shall cause 
all such agreements to be faithfully carried out. 


CHAPTER 20. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION 1. The penal institutions department shall be st. 1895, ¢. 449, 
under the charge of the penal institutions commissioner, who 8°: 14 
shall exercise the powers and perform the duties provided by a ae apr 
statute; and shall have the charge and control of Deer Island §' Ee pis c. 395, 
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Sect. 2. The penal institutions commissioner shall exercise 
the powers and perform the duties in regard to the House of 
Correction at Deer Island and the prisoners committed thereto 
formerly exercised and performed by the institutions commis- 
sioner. 

Sect. 3. The penal institutions commissioner shall be the 
executive and administrative head of the department and may 
organize said department as he may find necessary for its 
proper conduct. 

Sect. 4. The commissioner shall, in his annual report, in- 
clude a statement of the expenditures and receipts of each 
institution for the preceding financial year, giving the condition 
of each, with the number of inmates admitted thereto and dis- 
charged therefrom, the births and deaths therein, and the 
number of persons remaining in the same. 


CHAPTER 21. 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 


SecTion 1. There shall be in the city a department, known 
as the Public Works Department, which shall be under the 
charge of an officer, known as the Commissioner of Public 
Works, who shall be a civil engineer of recognized standing in 
his profession appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected; shall construct 
all streets and sewers; shall have discretionary power as to the 
grades, materials and other particulars of construction of 
streets, sidewalks and sewers; shall have charge of and keep 
clean and in good condition and repair the streets, all sewer 
systems under the control of the city and the catch-basins in 
the streets connected with the sewers; shall keep the streets 
properly watered; shall remove and dispose of, at the expense 
of the public works department, all refuse from buildings occu- 
pied by the city except those under the control of the school 
committee; shall remove and dispose of the following classes of 
refuse from dwelling houses and from housekeeping apartments 
or tenements, when it is placed in yards or areas so as to be 
easily removed, free of charge to the producers of such refuse 
and to the owners and occupants of such dwelling houses, 
apartments and tenements, viz., swill and kitchen garbage, 
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dust and sweepings, ashes from fires used wholly or principally 
for heating or cooking, waste paper, cardboard, string, packing 
material, sticks, rags, waste leather and rubber, boxes, barrels, 
broken furniture and other similar light or combustible refuse; 
tins, bottles, jars, broken glass, broken crockery, bones, shells, 
waste or broken metals and all other similar heavy or incom- 
bustible refuse. But the department shall not be required to 
take any such refuse from hotels, apartment hotels, restau- 
rants, shops, stores, or from any other building whatever 
except those first hereinbefore enumerated and except build- 
ings occupied by the city. The department shall not so take 
the refuse of manufacturing or mercantile business, or dead 
animals, manure, plaster, building materials, earth or stones 


except from premises occupied by the city, but the department ean ao 
may take and dispose of any refuse upon payment by the ~ 


producer thereof to the city of the charge fixed by clause (281) 
of section one of chapter thirty of these ordinances. The 


department may, upon payment of the charge fixed by clause Ords. 1959, c. 7. 


(280) of section 1 of chapter 30 of these ordinances, receive an 
incinerate refuse at any refuse disposal incinerator constructed, 
maintained and operated by the city; except that it shall not 
receive thereat any refuse originating outside the city. The 
commissioner shall, on the fifteenth day of each month, send 
to the city auditor detailed bills of all material, tools and 
machinery furnished by either of the divisions of the depart- 
ment to any other division or for any special work. 


The commissioner shall also have the powers and perform Ords. 1955, 
the duties which were conferred and imposed by chapters 2° * 


and 3 of the Ordinances of 1905 upon the then board of park 
commissioners with respect to portions of Commonwealth 
Avenue and which were transferred by section 3 of chapter 10 
of the Ordinances of 1912 to the board established by said 
chapter 10 as the board of park and recreation commissioners 
and renamed the board of park commissioners by section 1 of 
chapter 13 of the Ordinances of 1920 and which were subse- 
quently transferred to the parks and recreation commission by 
sections 38 and 42 of chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954.

Sect. 2. The commissioner may, from time to time, by a Deputy com- 


writing approved by the mayor and deposited with the city 
auditor, designate, for such period as may be specified therein, 
one of his division engineers to be deputy commissioner. The 
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deputy commissioner shall have authority, by virtue of such 
designation, to approve and sign bills, drafts, pay rolls, and 
requisitions, and to perform such other routine duties as the 
commissioner may require, but shall not have authority to 
make any permanent appointments nor to make contracts, 
except in the absence of the commissioner, and then only under 
a separate authorization under section twenty-two of chapter 
three of these ordinances. 


Sect. 3. The commissioner shall have the jurisdiction vested. 
by statute in the board of street commissioners in relation to. 
the planting and removal of trees in the public ways and to. 
the use of public ways for any temporary obstruction or pro- 
jection in, under or over the same; but such jurisdiction shall 
only be exercised with the written approval of the mayor in 
each instance. The commissioner shall also have the powers 
and perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on the 
board of street commissioners in relation to the use of parts of 
public ways for the storage and sale of merchandise. 


Secr. 4. The commissioner shall have charge of all lamps. 
established by the city council and maintained at the expense 
of the city, of all lamps set up in parks, parkways or public 
grounds, and of all lJamp-posts, posts or fixtures connected with 
such lamps, and shall set up and affix lamps in the streets; 
shall have the care and custody of all city property used or 
hereafter acquired for the purpose of street lighting, and shall 
maintain and keep the same in good repair. 


Secr. 5. The commissioner shall have the care and manage- 
ment of all bridges which are used as highways, and are in 
whole or in part under the charge of the city; shall keep the 
railings and wearing surface in good order and shall remove 
all dirt, snow and ice from the sidewalks; shall keep all said 
bridges, or those parts thereof under his care, and the abut- 
ments, guards, draws and wharves thereof, clean and in good 
condition and repair; shall appoint drawtenders for the draws 
in bridges of which he has the care, and see that they properly 
perform their duties, and may remove them for such cause 
as he shall deem sufficient and shall assign in his order of 


removal. Each drawtender so appointed shall take charge 


by night and by day of the draw of which he is drawtender; 
shall require from the person in charge of a vessel applying to 
pass through the draw a true statement of the name, extreme 
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width and draught of the vessel; shall determine the order 
in which vessels may pass through the draw; and may direct 
the placing of warping-lines, anchors and cables, and the use 
of any warping apparatus provided by the city; shall cause 
the draw to be opened for the passage of vessels in accordance 
with the regulations of the Department of the Army; shall cause 
the draw to be closed with all possible expedition after a vessel 
has passed through, not permitting more than one vessel to pass 
through at one opening of the draw, except that, when the 
draw is open and the bridge is free from persons desiring to 
cross, he may, in his discretion, permit other vessels to pass 
thorough before causing the draw to be closed; and shall per- 
form such additional duties as said commissioner may require. 

Sect. 6. The commissioner shall keep a book in which he Record of sewer 
shall record the date of every order for constructing a sewer, -*""°"™ 
the name of the contractor or builder constructing it, the date 
of commencing and the date of completing the work, and the 
cost of the sewer. He shall make and deliver to the collector- 
treasurer all bills for assessments as they become due. 

Secr. 7. The commissioner shall keep a plan for every Sewer plans. 
existing and every new sewer, showing its depth, breadth, 
mode of construction and general direction, and shall, from 
time to time, ascertain and insert on such plans all entries 
made into the sewers. 

Sect. 8. The commissioner shall, when about to build a Notice of sewer 
new sewer or repair an old sewer, notify all abutters on that “4 5*°* 
part of the line of said sewer when he proposes to do work, and 
afford them facilities for entering the sewer; and shall, when 
about to construct a new street, at least four weeks before 
beginning work, and, when about to make a new surface of any 
street, at least two weeks before beginning work, notify all 
departments and persons authorized to place any structure in 
such street, and require and see that all departments and per- 
sons having any work to be done in the streets so designated 
shall do all such work before the surface of such street is again 
prepared for and opened to public travel; and, after the com- 
pletion of the work then done on such street, shall not, for one 
year thereafter, permit any department or person to disturb 
the surface of such street or way within the area of such pre- 
vious disturbance, except in case of obvious necessity; and 
shall make a record of the permits issued in such cases in a 
book to be kept for that purpose. 
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Sect. 9. The commissioner may issue permits to persons 
having authority in the premises to open, occupy, obstruct 
and use portions of the streets. Such permits shall specify 
the time, place, size and use of such opening, occupation or 
obstruction, and shall be granted upon condition, the terms 
of which shall be those stated in section twenty-one of chapter 
three of these ordinances, and upon further conditions as 
follows: 


1. That the restoration of the paving or other surface of 
such streets shall be effected by the city as directed by the 
commissioner, the work to be done by city employees or by 
contract or otherwise at his discretion, the standard, type 
and extent of the repairs necessary to effect such restoration 
to be determined by him and to be paid for by the person 
receiving the permit, such payment to be made in advance 
on the basis of the commissioner’s estimate or during the 
progress or after the completion of the restoration as the 
commissioner may elect. 


2. That the person receiving the permit shall place and 
maintain from the beginning of twilight, through the whole 
of every night, over or near the place so occupied, opened, 
obstructed or used, and over or near any dirt, gravel or other 
material placed in or near such place, a light or lights sufficient 
to protect travelers from injury; shall place and maintain 
a safe and convenient way, satisfactory to the commissioner, 
for the use of foot travelers and for vehicles around or over 
such place; shall protect such trees as shall be designated 
by the parks and recreation department in such manner as 
said department shall specify; shall provide suitable sanitary 
accommodations for his employees; and shall deliver the coupon 
attached to the permit to an officer of the police force of said 
city on or before the expiration of the time fixed in the permit for 
completing the work, such coupon to be returned by said officer 
to the public works department. 


3. That the commissioner may detail an inspector, at 
the expense of the person receiving the permit, to supervise 
said opening, occupation and use, and to see that the back- 
filling is properly done.

That the commissioner may require the person receiving 
the permit to inclose the place in the streets so opened, occupied 
or used, with a rail, fence or other guard as specified by the 
commissioner.

twelve of this chapter, of one thousand dollars, under section 
thirteen of this chapter, of three thousand dollars, and under 
sections fourteen and fifteen of this chapter, of twenty thousand 
dollars, each bond, with one or more sureties satisfactory to 
the commissioner, conditioned upon the faithful observance 
of the conditions and specifications of each and every permit 
thereafter issued on his application by the commissioner; 
and the commissioner may at any time require a new bond, 
which shall be considered a strengthening bond, unless the 
sureties on the former bond or bonds are expressly released 
from their liability by vote of the city council. No bond shall 
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be required of any person to open a public street for the pur- 
pose of planting a tree therein if such person has been duly 
authorized by the proper municipal authorities to plant trees 
in such street. 

Secr. 17. The commissioner shall not issue any such 
permit to a person who has within twelve months previous to 
his application violated or failed to observe the conditions or 
specifications of any such permit. 

Secr. 18. Every owner of an estate hereafter maintaining 
any cellar, vault, coal hole or other excavation under the part 
of the street which is adjacent to, or a part of, his estate, shall 
do so only on condition that such maintenance shall be con- 
sidered as an agreement on his part to hold the city harmless 
from any claims for damage to himself or the occupants of such 
estate resulting from gas, sewage or water leaking into such 
excavation or upon such estate; and every such owner and 
every person maintaining a post, pole or other structure in a 
street, or a wire, pipe, conduit or other structure under a 
street, shall do so only on condition that such maintenance 
shall be considered as an agreement on his part with the city 
to keep the same and the covers thereof in good repair and 
condition at all times during his ownership and to indemnify 
and save harmless the city against any and all damages, costs, 
expenses or compensation which it may sustain or be required 
to pay, by reason of such excavation or structure being under 
or in the street, or being out of repair during his ownership, 
or by reason of any cover of the same being out of repair or 
unfastened during his ownership. 

Secr. 19. The commissioner shall require every person 
who maintains an entrance on a level with or below, or a flight 
of steps descending immediately from or near, the line of the 
street, which is not otherwise safely guarded to the satisfac- 
tion of the commissioner, to enclose such entrance or steps 
with a permanent iron railing on each side at least three feet 
high from the top of the sidewalk or pavement, and to provide 
the same with a gate opening inwardly, or with two iron chains 
across the entrance way, one near the top and the other half 
way from the ground to the top of the railing, and to keep 
such gates or chains closed during the night, unless the entrance 
or steps are sufficiently lighted to prevent accident.

Sect. 22. The commissioner shall have the care and con- Water supply. 
trol of all property acquired or held by the city for the purposes Ords. 1941, ¢. 6. 
of its water supply; shall maintain the same in good order and 
condition; shall use and operate the same and furnish all 
supplies required therefor; shall purchase, lay, maintain and 
test all meters, pipes and other fixtures and appliances neces- 
sary for supplying water to the inhabitants of the city, including 
the placing of drinking fountains and supplying the same with 
cold water; shall take all measures necessary to protect and 
preserve the purity of the water; shall exercise a constant 
supervision over the use of water; shall have control of the 
water supply and may in a public emergency shut the water 
off and let it on at such times as he deems necessary; shall, 
with the approval of the mayor, from time to time determine 
and establish the rates for the use of water; shall, whenever 
a water rate has remained unpaid for thirty days after its 
due date, send notice to the owner or tenant of the premises 
to which the water is supplied, that the water rate has become 
a lien on the premises and that if the water rate continues 
to remain unpaid, the water will be shut off; shall, if a water 
rate is not paid within ten days after sending the notice herein 
provided for, shut off the water from the particular service 
unless such action is inconsistent with law or unless, in the 
opinion of a physician designated by the commissioner, the 
shutting off of such water would endanger the life of any 
person; shall not let on again water shut off for nonpayment 
of a water rate until a service charge of two dollars, in addi- 
tion to the amount of the unpaid account, is paid except 
where the law requires the letting on again of the water 
without the payment of the unpaid account. However, 
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the commissioner may, in his discretion, waive the pay- 
ment of such two dollar service charge where the unpaid 
account is less than twenty dollars. The provisions relative 
to the shutting off and letting on of water shall apply when 
two or more persons take water from the same service pipe 
although one or more may have paid the amount due from 
him or them. No charge shall be made for sending the notice 
herein provided for. 

Sect. 23. The commissioner shall, consistently with the 
ordinances, make contracts for the sale of water, and send 
out bills therefor, which shall be payable to the collector- 
treasurer; shall provide that bills for specific supplies of water 
shall be due and payable in advance and actually paid before 
the water is let on, that bills for water furnished and measured 
by meter shall not be less than eight dollars during any con- 
secutive twelve months’ period and shall be due and payable 
on the due date specified on each bill rendered, and that the 
due dates thus specified shall be so established as to require 
payments at least as often as semi-annually.

Sect. 28. The commissioner shall cause the following regu- 
lations to be printed on every bill for water, which regulations 
shall constitute a part of the contract with every taker of water 
furnished by the city :— 


Regulations. 


1. Every water taker shall pay the rates for water furnished 
on his application within the time and at the place specified in 
the bills therefor; shall, at his own expense, keep the service 
pipes within his premises, including any area or vault beneath 
the sidewalk, in good order and repair and protected from 
frost; shall not allow the water to leak away or run to waste; 
shall not — unless he pays the rates established therefor or 
takes water by meter rates — use water from a hose; shall not 
use water from a hose in any case, except during such days and 
hours and in such manner as the commissioner of public works 
may from time to time specify; shall not make any change in 
the pipes or water fixtures under the street or within his prem- 
ises, unless such change is approved by the commissioner; shall 
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not conceal the purpose for which the water is used; shall allow 
the commissioner and persons authorized by him to enter the 
premises supplied with water, examine the fixtures, and ascer- 
tain the quantity of water used, the manner of use, and whether 
there is unnecessary waste; and shall indemnify the city for 
all damages it may sustain or be required to pay in consequence 
of any injury resulting from any violation of these regulations 
by the water taker. 


2. Every water taker must stop the use of water for any 
purpose when required to do so by the commissioner of public 
works and must guard against collapse of a boiler and other 
injuries liable to result from want of water, as the water is 
liable to be shut off at any time without notice. 


3. No water taker shall, except in accordance with a written 
permit from the commissioner of public works or in case of fire 
in the neighborhood, allow water to be taken from his premises, 
or use water for any purpose other than those for which he pays, 
or open any hydrant attached to the water pipes of the city. 


4. No water taker shall demand or be entitled to any 
abatement of his water rates for any year on account of the 
premises being vacated, unless they are vacated before the 
first day of January and notice thereof is given to the commis- 
sioner of public works before the first day of February of such 
year; nor shall any water taker demand or be entitled to any 
abatement of rates, compensation, or damage on account of the 
shutting off, or the stopping of the use, of water for any cause. 


5. The commissioner of public works shall equip with 
water meters all new services installed; shall, if a water taker 
refuses to allow a water meter to be placed on his premises, cause 
the water to be shut off from the same; may, without notice, 
cause the water to be shut off from any premises or require the 
use of water for any purpose designated by him to be stopped; 
and may, if any water taker, whether supplied through an inde- 
pendent service pipe or a service pipe used in common with 
another, violates any of these regulations, cause the water to 
be shut off from all premises supplied by such pipe until satis- 
fied that the regulations will be observed and that all amounts 
due for water have been paid to the collector-treasurer, to- 
gether with such further sum, not exceeding ten dollars, as the 
collector-treasurer may require.

The commissioner shall, by himself or by his Inspection and 
duly authorized agents, inspect and measure all public work ™aymet™ 
done under his direction by any department by contract or 
otherwise, and the city auditor, in case any bill or estimate 
for such work is presented to him for allowance, may require 
from the commissioner a certificate for such bill or estimate 
stating whether the materials have been furnished or the work 
done in accordance with proper engineering standards or in 
accordance with the terms of the contract for such work. 

Sect. 31. The commissioner shall have authority to order piscontinuance 
any public work, whether done by a department or under con-° Public work. 
tract or otherwise, to be discontinued, reconstructed or removed, 
whenever in his opinion such work fails in any manner to com- 
ply with or fulfill the terms, conditions, specifications and 
requirements of any such contract or agreement, or fails in his 
opinion to conform with proper engineering standards. 

Sct. 32. Any expense incurred by the commissioner in Charge against 
carrying out any of the provisions of this chapter, except as 4PPropriations.

Public Improvement Commission 


Srcr. 36. There shall be in the public works department 
a board, known as the Public Improvement Commission, 
consisting of the commissioner of public works, the commis- 
sioner of real property and the traffic commissioner, ex officiis. 
The public improvement commission shall not be subject to 
the supervision or control of the commissioner of public works 
except as he acts as a member of said commission; but unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, the public improvement 
commission shall not communicate with the mayor, or make 
any annual or other report, except through the commissioner 
of public works.

REAL PROPERTY DEPARTMENT. 


SecTION 1. There shall be in the city a department, known 
as the Real Property Department, which shall be under the 
charge of a board, known as the Real Property Board, consist- 
ing of an officer, known as the Commissioner of Real Property, 
appointed by the mayor, who shall be chairman of the board, 
an officer, known as the Assistant Commissioner of Real Prop- 
erty, appointed by the mayor, and three other officers, known 
as Associate Commissioners of Real Property, appointed by 
the mayor. The commissioner of real property and the assist- 
ant commissioner of real property shall each be appointed for a 
term expiring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected 
and shall devote their whole time to the work. The associate 
commissioners first appointed under this ordinance shall 
serve, according to the provisions of their respective appoint- 
ments, for terms expiring, in the case of one associate com- 
missioner, one year, in the case of another associate commis- 
sioner, two years, and in the case of the other associate com- 
missioner, three years, from May 1, 1960. As the term of 
any associate commissioner in office when this ordinance takes 
effect, or of any subsequent associate commissioner, expires, 
his successor shall be appointed by the mayor for a term of 
three years. Any vacancy in the office of an associate com- 
missioner shall be filled by the mayor for the unexpired term. 
The associate commissioners of real property shall receive no 
compensation for their services as such associate commissioners. 


The real property board shall have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed on the board of real estate 
commissioners by chapter 434 of the acts of 1943, as amended, 
and by chapter 474 of the acts of 1946, as amended. The real 
property board shall also have the powers and perform the 
duties conferred or imposed by statute on the board of street 
commissioners in relation to the abatement of taxes. The 
real property board shall divide the real property department 
from time to time into such divisions as said board shall adjudge 
necessary for the proper conduct of the department.

Charity building and temporary home on Chardon street, and 
the Lodge for Wayfarers on Hawkins street, and may make 
and enforce all such rules and regulations as they may deem 
expedient in relation thereto. 

Sect. 2. Such person as the overseers of the public welfare 
may from time to time designate, after giving bond to the city 
in the penal sum of one hundred thousand dollars for the faith- 
ful discharge of his duties and trusts and the safe custody 
and lawful disbursement of all public money intrusted to him, 
which bond shall be executed by a surety company authorized 
to transact business in Massachusetts as surety, approved by 
the mayor, filed with the city auditor, and renewed annually 
and at such other times as the mayor shall determine, shall 
act as an authorized official of the city to disburse all relief, 
aid and assistance of every name and nature furnished by, or 
under the supervision of, the overseers; and all moneys ap- 
propriated for the purpose of furnishing such relief, aid and 
assistance and all moneys received by the city for such purposes 
shall, upon requisition made by the overseers with the ap- 
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proval of the city auditor and the mayor, be paid by the 
collector-treasurer to such authorized official for disbursement 
as aforesaid.

Such license shall remain in force 
so long as the licensee shall continuously keep and expose for 
sale in the city of Boston such stock of goods, wares and 
merchandise, but not later than the first day of January follow- 
ing its date of issuance. Every transient vendor licensed under 
this ordinance shall also execute a bond to the city of Boston 
in the sum of $500 with two sufficient sureties, conditioned for 
faithful observance of this ordinance. 

Sect. 21. Every transient vendor who is granted a license 
under the provisions of this chapter shall exhibit the same 
at all times, while in force, in some conspicuous part of the 
place of business for which it is issued. 
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Secr. 22. The term ‘transient vendor” for the purposes 
of this ordinance shall be the same as defined in sections one 
and two of chapter one hundred and one of the General Laws 
of Massachusetts and acts in amendment thereof and addition 
thereto.

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Use of Roadways for Vehicles. 


Sect. 65. No person having charge of a horse-drawn 
vehicle shall allow the same without an animal harnessed 
thereto to remain in a street for more than five minutes. 

Sect. 66. No person having charge of a vehicle with an 
animal attached thereto to draw the same, shall drive or allow 
such an animal to go over a drawbridge at a gait faster than a 
walk. 

Sect. 67. No person shall drive an animal drawing a vehicle 
in a street during any time that snow or ice is upon or covers 
the street, unless there are three or more bells attached to the 
shaft or pole of the vehicle or to the animal or to some part 
of the harness thereon. 

Sect. 68. No person having charge of a vehicle shall, 
unless otherwise directed by a police officer, pass along a street. 
or public alley in a direction contrary to that designated by the 
sign placed on the side of such street or alley. 

Secr. 69. No person, firm, or corporation shall offer for 
hire or operate a hackney carriage or other vehicle for the 
purpose of transporting, soliciting, and/or picking up a pas- 
senger or passengers for hire within the limits of the city of 
Boston unless licensed thereto by the police commissioner of 
the city of Boston. 


Street Cars. 


Sect. 70.* No person having the control of the speed of a

turning a corner in any part of the city at a rate of speed faster 
than four miles an hour.

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Sect. 71. In approaching any public or private way inter- 
secting that in which the railway is located, the speed of the 
car must be reduced to such a rate as will make it possible to 
stop immediately. 


Sect. 72. In rounding curves and in all cases where the 
view of the motorman is obstructed for any reason, the speed 
of the car must be reduced to meet the condition of limited 
vision of railway and highway. 


Sect. 73. Before taking any heavy descending grade the 
speed of the car must be so reduced as to test the working of 
the brakes. 


Sect. 74. Where the railway lies within a highway and is 
close to a narrow travelled road the speed of the car must be 
reduced to meet this condition whenever such road is in right- 
ful use by others. 


Sect. 75. Where the railway occupies a portion of the 
travelled road the absence of any exclusive right of way on the 
part of the car makes it necessary that its speed be from time 
to time so restricted as to permit others to safely exercise their 
common right to a reasonable use of the road. 


Smct. 76.* No person having the control of the speed of a 
street-railway car in any street shall, except in case of accident, 
or to prevent injury to persons or property, allow such a car 
to go within ten feet of a car or other vehicle in front. 


Sect. 77. No person having control of the speed of a 
street-railway car shall allow it in any street to go against or 
afoul of any person, vehicle, or thing whatsoever; nor shall 
any such person fail to stop his car at any place in a street when 
directed by a police officer so to do. 


Sect. 78. No person having control of the speed of a street- 
railway car passing in a street shall fail to keep a vigilant watch 
for all teams, carriages, and persons, especially children, nor 
shall such person fail to strike a bell several times in quick 
succession on approaching any team, carriage, or person, and no 
person shall, after such striking of a bell, delay or hinder the 
passage of the car.

No person moving a building in a street under a 
permit therefor shall remove any shade-tree or branch thereof 
in a street, except in accordance with the permission of the 
parks and recreation commission; or interfere with any fire- 
alarm telegraph wire, except in accordance with the permission 
of the fire commissioner; or interfere with any street lamp or 
lamp-post, except in accordance with the permission of the 
commissioner of public works. 


Sidewalks. 


Sect. 84. No person shall use a sidewalk for any purpose » 
which subjects it to more than ordinary wear, or injures the 
material of which it is composed, unless such sidewalk be, by 
the owner of the abutting estate, constructed of granite or 
other stone, in a manner satisfactory to the commissioner of 
public works, and kept in repair by such owner.

pond otherwise than upon ice, or stand or lie upon a bench or 
sleep thereon, or, not being a woman or child, occupy a bench 
designated for the exclusive use of women and children, — 
except that the mayor may from time to time by proclamation 
and order permit walking, standing and lying upon the grassed 
land of the Common or any designated part thereof, or the 
grassed land of any other public grounds or any designated Oras. 1912, «. 7. 
part thereof, except the Public Garden, for such days or such 
parts of days as he shall specify; and he may in like manner 
by proclamation and order permit sleeping on such days as he 
shall specify, on any of the benches and any of the grassed lands 
of the Common or other public grounds, except the Public 
Garden. Nothing contained in this section or in section eighty- 
seven of this chapter shall be held to prohibit the doing of any 
act in the reasonable performance of his work or employment 
by any person acting under the authority or direction of any 
board or officer in charge of any of the places described in this 
section.

Nor shall 
any person interfere with the registering apparatus of a water 
meter put in by the city, or damage or injure such meter.

Sect. 89. No persons not included in a call for a meeting 
held under a permit granted by the assistant commissioner of 
real property and no person, when objection is made by the 
majority of the applicants for such permit present at the 
meeting or by the presiding officer at such meeting, shall mark 
a ballot, or vote, or remain, at such meeting. 


Sect. 90. No person, other than the assistant commissioner 
of real property or some person by him duly authorized, shall 
carry away or interfere with a copy of a list of voters posted or 
hung up in a ward-room. 


Sect. 91. No person shall put up any decoration in or on 
Faneuil Hall unless authorized thereto by an order of the city 
council; nor shall any person so authorized drive any nail or 
screw into the building or any part thereof in putting up any 
decoration.

(b) The following acts are declared to be loud, disturbing 
and unnecessary noises in violation of this section, but said 
enumeration shall not be deemed to be exclusive, namely: 


1. The sounding of any horn or signal device on any auto- 
mobile, motorcycle, bus, street car or other vehicle while not. 
in motion, except as a danger signal; the sounding of any horn 
or signal device on any such vehicle while in motion, except 
as a danger signal after or as brakes are being applied and 
deceleration of the vehicle is intended; and the sounding of 
any such horn or signal device for an unnecessary and unreason- 
able period of time; provided that any such noise shall be plainly 
audible at a distance of one hundred feet. 


2. The playing of any radio, phonograph, or any musical 
instrument or other instrument intended or utilized so as to 
reproduce sound, in such a manner or with such volume as to 
annoy or disturb the quiet, comfort or repose of persons in any 
dwelling, hotel or other type of residence; provided that any 
such noise shall be plainly audible at a distance of fifty feet and 
provided that nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
prohibit playing by a band or orchestra in a hall, building, or in 
the open air. 


3. The keeping of any animal or bird which by biting or by 
causing frequent or long continued noise shall disturb the quiet, 
comfort or repose of any person in the vicinity. 


4. The use of any automobile, motorcycle, street car or 
other vehicle so out of repair or so loaded or in such manner 
as to create loud and unnecessary grating, grinding, rattling 
or other noise; provided that any such noise shall be plainly 
audible at a distance of one hundred feet. 


5. The blowing of any steam whistle attached to any sta- 
tionary boiler, except to give notice of the time to begin or to 
stop work or as an alarm or danger signal. 
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6. The discharge into the open air of the exhaust of any 
steam engine, stationary internal combustion engine, motor 
vehicle, motor boat or outboard motor engine, except through 
a muffler or other device which will effectively prevent loud or 
explosive noises therefrom. 


7. The erection, demolition, alteration, or repair of any 
building, and excavation in regard thereto, except between 
the hours of seven a. m. and six p. m. on weekdays or except, 
in the interest of public safety or welfare, upon the issuance of 
and pursuant to a permit from the building commissioner, 
which permit may be renewed for one or more periods of not 
exceeding one week each. 


8. The creation of any excessive noise on any street adja- 
cent to any school, institution of learning, or court while the 
same is in session, or adjacent to any hospital or church, which 
unreasonably interferes with the conduct of the foregoing; 
provided that any such noise shall be plainly audible at a 
distance of twenty-five feet and provided that a conspicuous 
warning sign, using appropriate words, has been displayed in 
such street indicating that the same is a school, hospital, 
church or court street.

(79) Day Care Agencies. The fee for a license to conduct 
an agency giving day care to children granted by the health 
commissioner under section 59 of chapter 111 of the General 
Laws shall be $3.00. 


(80) Deaths. See Births, Marriages and Deaths. 


(81) Decorative Material Test. The charge to be paid for a 
determination by the testing laboratory in the fire department 
of the flammability of a sample of decorative material required 
by Jawful rules of the head of said department to have a letter 
of approval before use in a public building or place of assembly 
shall be $1.00. 

(82) Directional Sign. The charge to be paid for the 
erection by the traffic commissioner of a directional sign upon 
upon the request of a charitable, religious, educational, literary, 
recreational, social, civic or veterans’ organization or of a 
hospital shall be $25.00, which shall include maintenance for 
five years. 
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(83) Dog License. The fee for a dog license issued by the 
police commissioner under section 147 of chapter 140 of the 
General Laws shall be, in the case of a male dog or of a spayed 
female dog for which the certificate required by section 139 
of said chapter 140 has been filed with the city clerk, $2.00, 
and in the case of any other female dog $5.00; except that a 
dog license shall be issued without charge in the case of a dog 
specially trained to lead or serve a blind person if the division 
of the blind of the commonwealth certifies that such dog is 
so trained and actually in the service of a blind person.

(88) Dry-Cleaning or Dry-Dyeing Plant Permit. The fee Ords. 1960, c. 5. 
for an annual permit granted by the chief of the fire department “* 
under paragraph (e) of section 13.01 of the Boston Fire Preven- 
tion Code to operate a dry-cleaning or dry-dyeing plant shall 
be $10.00. 

(89) Dump, Assignment of Place for. ‘The fee for the 
assignment by the health commissioner under section 150A 
of chapter 111 of the General Laws of a place as a dumping 
ground for garbage, rubbish or other refuse shall be $100.00. 

(90) Dump Permit. The fee for an annual permit granted 
by the health commissioner to deposit or dump refuse or noxious 
or decaying liquid or solid matter or house-dirt, house-offal or 
other house refuse matter, whether granted under section 10 or 
section 14, or both, of chapter 29 of these ordinances, shall be 
$100.00. 

(91) Duplicate Receipt. The charge to be paid for the 
issuance by any board or officer of the city of a duplicate receipt 
for any payment shall be 35¢. 
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(92) Dynamo Installation Permit. The fee of the building 
commissioner for receiving an application for a permit under 
paragraph (a) of section 111 of the Boston Building Code to 
install one or more engines or dynamos shall be $5.00 for each 
engine or dynamo. 

(93) Eggs, License to Break and Can. The fee for an annual 
license granted by the health commissioner under section 89 of 
chapter 94 of the General Laws to carry on an establishment 
for the breaking and canning of eggs shall be $100.00. 

(94) Electric Wiring, etc., Permit for. The fees for a permit 
granted by the building commissioner under chapter 268 of 
the acts of 1898, as amended, shall be a primary fee of $1.00 
and, according to the nature and extent of the work authorized, 
additional fees as follows: 

(a) Service Connection. For each so-called service con- 
nection installation, alteration or relocation authorized, whether 
connection with public utility system or isolated generating 
plant, $1.00; 

(b) Main Switch. For each main switch or like circuit 
breaker installation, alteration or relocation authorized, $1.00 
if the capacity thereof does not exceed one hundred amperes, 
and if the capacity thereof exceeds one hundred amperes, $1.00 
for each hundred amperes but in no event more than $20.00; 

For each meter loop installation, alter- 
ation or relocation authorized, $1.00; 

For each panel board installation, 
alteration or relocation authorized, if, but only if, no branch 
circuit installation, alteration or relocation authorized, $1.00; 

(e) Branch Circuit. For each branch circuit installation, 
alteration or relocation authorized, $1.00; 

(f) ILInghting Fixtures, etc. For each incandescent lamp 
rated at 500 watts or over, each arc lamp and each mercury 
vapor lamp installation, alteration or relocation authorized, 
$1.00; and for each other lighting fixture (other than sign or 
outline lighting) installation, alteration or relocation authorized, 
and for each lighting circuit switch outlet installation, alteration 
or relocation authorized, and for each lighting circuit plug 
receptacle installation, alteration or relocation authorized, 25¢; 

(g) Szgns. For each sign or outline lighting installation, 
alteration or relocation authorized, whether fluorescent, 
incandescent, neon or other or a combination of all or any 
thereof, $1.00 plus the amount payable under subclause (7) 
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for each convertor included therein, plus the amount payable 
under subclause (/) for each transformer connected therewith, 
plus $1.00 for each kilowatt of the aggregate capacity of the 
fluorescent tubes and incandescent lamps; 


(h) Heating Devices, etc. For each heating device installa- 
tion, alteration or relocation authorized, and for each heating 
circuit plug receptacle installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, 25¢ for each kilowatt of the capacity thereof 
except that, where the authorization is for the installation, 
alteration or relocation of two or more of the aforesaid on the 
same premises at the same time and for the same person, the 
amount payable under this subclause shall be 25¢ for each 
kilowatt of the aggregate capacity thereof; provided, that in 
no event shall the total amount payable under this subclause be 
less than 50¢ for each such device or receptacle; and provided, 
further, that the capacity of any such device or receptacle in 
excess of fifty kilowatts shall be excluded in computing the 
amount payable under this subclause; 

(2) Motors, etc. For each motor installation, alteration or 
relocation authorized, and for each power circuit plug receptacle 
installation, alteration or relocation authorized, 25¢ for each 
horsepower of the capacity thereof except that, where the 
authorization is for the installation, alteration or relocation of 
two or more of the aforesaid on the same premises, at the same 
time and for the same person, the amount payable under this 
subelause shall be 25¢ for each horsepower of the aggregate 
capacity thereof; provided, that in no event shall the total 
amount payable under this subclause be less than 50¢ for each 
motor or receptacle aforesaid; and provided, further, that the 
capacity of any motor or receptacle aforesaid in excess of fifty 
horsepower shall be excluded in computing the amount payable 
under this subclause; 

(j) Generators, etc. For each generator installation, altera- 
tion or relocation authorized, and for each rectifier or other 
battery charging device installation, alteration or relocation 
authorized, $2.00 if the capacity thereof is not more than ten 
kilowatts, $3.00 if the capacity thereof is more than ten, but 
not more than twenty-five, kilowatts, $5.00 if the capacity 
thereof is more than twenty-five, but not more than fifty, 
kilowatts, and $10.00 if the capacity thereof is more than fifty 
kilowatts, and in addition thereto, in each case, the amount 
payable under subclause (k) for the motors thereof, if any; and 
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(k) Transformers. For each ignition, neon sign, outline 
lighting or signalling transformer installation, alteration or 
relocation authorized, 50¢; and for each other transformer 
installation, alteration or relocation authorized, $2.00 if the 
capacity thereof is not more than ten kilovoltamperes, $3.00 if 
the capacity thereof is more than ten, but not more than 
twenty-five, kilovoltamperes, $5.00 if the capacity thereof is 
more than twenty-five, but not more than fifty, kilovoltamperes, 
and $10.00 if the capacity thereof is more than fifty kilo- 
voltamperes. 

The fees for a permit granted by the building commissioner 
under said chapter 268 for an installation, alteration or reloca- 
tion to remain in place for thirty days or less shall be a primary 
fee of $1.00 and one third of the additional fees otherwise fixed 
by subclauses (a) to (k), inclusive. The fee of the building 
commissioner for reinspecting under said chapter 268, after 
alleged correction, work found on previous inspection to be 
defective shall be $2.00.

annual permit to drive a motor vehicle upon or across the side- 
walk at a specified location for the purpose of delivering coal or 
other fuel to an estate shall be $1.00 for each location. 

(300) Sight-Seeing Automobiles. The fee for a license 
granted by the police commissioner under section 3 of chapter 
399 of the acts of 1931 for a sight-seeing automobile shall be 
$2.00 for each seating accommodation for a sightseer. 
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(301) Sight-Seeing Automobile Drivers. The fee for a sight- 
seeing automobile driver’s license granted by the police com- 
missioner under section 3 of chapter 399 of the acts of 1931 
shall be $2.00. 

(302) Slaughtering License. The fees for a license granted 
by the health commissioner under section 119 of chapter 94 of 
the General Laws to carry on the business of slaughtering neat 
cattle, horses, mules, sheep or swine shall be a primary fee of 
$100.00, payable at the time of the issuance of the license, and 
the following additional fees, payable at the close of the last 
business day of each month during the term of the license: 5¢

(307) Sprinkler System, Permit for Installation, Alteration 
or Repair of. The fees of the building commissioner for receiv- 
ing an application for a permit under paragraph (a) of section 
111 of the Boston Building Code to install, alter or substantially 
repair a sprinkler system or other fire extinguishing apparatus 
shall be a primary fee of $2.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 
for each five hundred dollars of the fair cost of the work to be 
authorized by such permit as determined by said commissioner. 

(308) Sprinkler System, Permit for Disconnection of. The 
fee for a permit granted by the head of the fire department 
under section 27A of chapter 148 of the General Laws shall 
be $5.00. 
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(309) Stables. The fee for a license to occupy or use a 
building for a stable granted by the health commissioner under 
chapter 89 of the acts of 1889 shall be $100.00. 

(310) Stallion Registration. The fee of the city clerk for 
recording under section 176 of chapter 140 of the General Laws 
the certificate for a stallion kept for breeding purposes shall 
be $1.00. 

(311) Standpipe Disconnection. See Sprinkler System Dis- 
connection. 

Orde. 1960,¢.5, (312) Starch Mill, Permit to Operate. ‘The fee for an annual 

meet permit granted by the chief of the fire department under 
section 6.02 of the Boston Fire Prevention Code to operate a 
starch mill shall be $25.00. 

(313) Street Occupancy Permit for Advertising by Placard. 
The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner of public 
works under section 37 of chapter 29 of these ordinances for a 
person, while on foot in a street, to carry and display one or 
more show cards, placardsor signs for the purpose of advertising 
goods, wares or merchandise for sale shall be $5.00, except that, 
in cases where such a permit is granted for a period longer than 
one month, the fee therefor shall be $5.00 for each monthly 
period for which it is granted. 


(314) Street Occupancy Permit for Advertising by Distribution 
of Handbills. The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner 
of public works under section 37 of chapter 29 of these ordi- 
nances for a person to distribute to persons in a street handbills, 
cards, circulars or papers (other than newspapers) for the 
purpose of advertising goods, wares or merchandise for sale 
shall be $5.00 for each day for which such permit is granted. 


(315) Street Occupancy Permit for Advertising Vehicle. The 
fee for a permit granted by the commissioner of public works 
under section 37 of chapter 29 of these ordinances for a person 
to operate in the streets north and east of Massachusetts 
avenue or any of them a vehicle used principally for advertising 
shall be $2.00 for each day for which such permit is granted. 


(316) Street Occupancy Permit for Awning, Canopy or 
Marquee. The fees for an annual permit granted by the 
public improvement commission under section 8 of chapter 85 
of the General Laws for the permanent projection over a public 
way of an awning, canopy or marquee shall be, in the case of an 
awning, canopy or marquee without sign, a primary fee of 
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$10.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 for each hundred square 
feet of public way covered thereby, and in the case of an 
awning, canopy or marquee with sign, a primary fee of $15.00

moving awnings on buildings and structures shall be $100.00. 


(318) Street Occupancy Permit for Building Construction, 
Repair, Demolition, etc. The fees for a permit granted by the 
commissioner of public works under section 9 of chapter 21 
of these ordinances to occupy or obstruct a portion or portions 
of a street or streets in connection with the erection, alteration, 
repair, painting, cleaning, decorating, demolition, or removal of 
a building or structure shall be, for each monthly period in 
which such permit may be exercised, a primary fee of $3.00 
and an additional fee of $1.00 for each ten square feet of street 
to be occupied or obstructed at any one time in such period, 
except that the total fee for a permit so granted to occupy or 
obstruct a portion or portions of a street or streets for the

of streets for the purpose of clearing manholes and placing and 
testing equipment shall be $18.00 for each ward for which such 
permit is granted. 

(324) Street Occupancy Permit for Raising or Lowering 
Goods. The fee for a permit granted by the commissioner of 
public works under section 9 or 11 of chapter 21 of these 
ordinances to occupy, obstruct or use a portion of a street for 
the purpose of raising or lowering goods or merchandise into or 
from a specified building or structure shall be $3.00; provided, 
that the fee for an annual permit so granted shall be $30.00. 


(325) Street Occupancy Permit for Sign. ‘The fees for an 
annual permit granted by the public improvement commission 
under section 8 of chapter 85 of the General Laws for the place- 
ment on, or the projection over, a public way of a sign, adver- 
tising device, clock or other like structure shall be a primary 
fee of $5.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 for each twenty 
square feet of the total face area thereof determined by aggre- 
gating the area of each face as computed without regard to its 
shape by multiplying its maximum height byits maximum width 
within the limits of the public way. The fee for a permit 
granted by the commissioner of public works under section 8 
of chapter 85 of the General Laws for the temporary projection 
over a public way of a sign or advertising device shall be $1.00 
for each day for which such permit is granted. 


(326) Street Occupancy Permit for Sign Work. The fee for a 
permit granted by the commissioner of public works under 
section 9 of chapter 21 of these ordinances to occupy or ob- 
struct a portion or portions of a street or streets for the purpose 
of placing, painting, repairing or removing a sign on a specified 
building or structure shall be $3.00 for each monthly period for 
which such permit is granted; and the fee for an annual permit. 
so granted to occupy and obstruct portions of streets for the 
purpose of placing, painting, repairing and removing signs on 
buildings and structures shall be $300.00. 

(327) Street Occupancy Permit for Snow Removal from 
Building. The fee for an annual permit granted by the com- 
missioner of public works under section 9 of chapter 21 of these 
ordinances to occupy or obstruct a portion or portions of a 
street or streets for the purpose of removing snow and ice from 
a specified building or structure shall be $1.00. 
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(328) Street Occupancy Permit for Storage and Sale of 
Merchandise. The fee for a license to use specified parts of 
public streets for the storage and sale of merchandise granted 
by the commissioner of public works under section 1 of chapter 
584 of the acts of 1907 shall be such sum, not less than $5.00 
nor more than $3,000.00, as said commissioner shall determine 
approximates the value of the privilege granted. 


(329) Street Occupancy Permit for Window Cleaning. The

building or structure shall be $1.00 for each monthly period 
for which such permit is granted; and the fee for an annual 
permit so granted to occupy and obstruct portions of streets 
for the purpose of glazing window sashes of buildings and 
structures shall be $100.00. 


(331) Street Opening Permit. The fee for a permit granted 
by the commissioner of public works under section 9 of chapter 
21 of these ordinances to open a street or portion thereof shall 
be, in the case of an opening for the purpose of constructing a 
driveway, and also in the case of an opening for the purpose of 
entering a particular drain into a public sewer, $5.00, and in 
the case of an opening for the purpose of constructing or re- 
constructing roadways and sidewalks or either, $1.00 for each 
hundred linear feet of opening as measured by the sidelines of 
the street but in no event less than $1.00, and in the case of an 
opening for any other purpose, $1.00 for each two hundred 
square feet of street to be opened but in no event less than 
$1.00; provided, that the fee for an annual permit granted by 
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the commissioner of public works under said section 9 to a 
so-called district contractor to open streets or portions thereof 
for the purpose of repairing roadways and sidewalks in his 
district shall be $10.00. 


(332) Street Railway Motormen, Conductors and Despatchers. 
The fee for a license granted by the police commissioner under 
section 1 of chapter 59 of the acts of 1879 to act in the capacity 
of a conductor, motorman or driver of a street railway car or 
trackless trolley vehicle or of a starter or despatcher of such 
cars and vehicles shall be $1.00. 


The fee for a license granted 
by the mayor under section 4A of chapter 136 of the General 
Laws to maintain and operate on a specified Sunday games 
and such amusement devices as may be lawfully operated on 
secular days shall be $10.00. 


(334) Sunday Entertainment License. The fees for a 
license granted by the mayor under section 4 of chapter 136 
of the General Laws to hold a public entertainment on one 
Sunday shall be a primary fee of $10.00 and, if a payment of 
money or other valuable consideration is charged for admission 
thereto and the licensee or a predecessor of the licensee has 
previously given in this city on a Sunday a similar public

granted, a primary fee of $10.00 and, if the licensee or a prede- 
cessor of the licensee has during a previous season conducted 
such sport or game in this city on a Sunday, an additional fee 
of $5.00 for each thousand of the average Sunday paid attend- 
ance during the Jast previous season when such sport or game 
was so conducted.

(341) Tire Recapping Plant Permit. The fee for an annual 
permit granted by the chief of the fire department under 
section 2.02 of the Boston Fire Prevention Code to conduct 
and maintain a tire recapping or rebuilding plant shall be 
$25.00. 


(342) Torch in Open Air. See Fire (Small or Torch) in 
Open Arr. 


(348) Towels. The charge to be paid to the parks and 
recreation department for a half-ounce piece of soap furnished 
by said department shal] be 1¢; and the charge to be paid to 
said department for the use on one day of each cotton crash 
towel furnished by said department shall be 2¢. 
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(344) Trailer Coach Park License. The fee for a trailer 
coach park license granted by the health commissioner under 
section 32B of chapter 140 of the General Laws shall be, in the 
case of an original license, $50.00 plus the cost of publishing the 
notice of hearing, and, in the case of a renewal license, $25.00.

The fee of the building commissioner 
for issuing a use permit under section 18 of chapter 488 of the 
acts of 1924 shall be $3.00.

Vehicles. 


(351) Vessels, Inens on. The fee of the city clerk for 
recording a statement filed under section 15 of chapter 255 of 
the General Laws to enforce a lien on a vessel shall be $1.00 for 
each page or part thereof, but in no event less than $3.00. 


(352) Voter, Certificate of Appearance on Voting List of 
Name of Certain. The fee of the board of election commissioners 
for furnishing a certificate as to the appearance on an annual 
register of voters of the name of a particular person shall be 
$1.00, except that, in cases where the board’s minutes of the 
naturalization of such person are included therein on request 
of the applicant therefor, the fee shall be $2.00. 


(358) Wagon and Handcart Licenses. The fee for an annual 
license granted by the police commissioner under rules made 
by him in the exercise of such of the powers arising from 
section 22 of chapter 40 of the General Laws as are vested in 
him by or under the city charter shall be $2.00. 


(354) Waste Material Handling Plant Permit. The fee 
for an annual permit granted by the chief of the fire depart- 
ment under section 3.02 of the Boston Fire Prevention Code to 
conduct or maintain a waste material handling plant shall be 
$25.00. 

(355) Water Meter, Examination and Test of. The fee of 
the commissioner of public works for examining and testing a 
water meter under section 10 of chapter 165 of the General 
Laws shall be $3.00.

(358) Welder’s Certificate of Qualification. The charge of 
the building commissioner for issuing under paragraph (r) of 
section 2809 of Boston Building Code a certificate of qualifica- 
tion as a welder shall be $3.00. The charge of the building com- 
missioner for examining an applicant for a certificate of quali- 
fication as a welder shall be the cost of structural steel bar 
stock and welding wire required therein not supplied by the 
applicant plus the expense of testing completed specimens not 
otherwise defrayed by the applicant.

Nothing in section one shall be construed to affect 
in any way the exemption from a fee or charge for a permit or 
license provided by section 6 of chapter 572 of the acts of 1949 
or by section 6 of chapter 669 of the acts of 1953 or by any 
similar statute. 


Secr. 6. Neither the Boston Housing Authority nor any 
person acting in its stead shall be charged any fee for any 
license or permit for which the fee may be fixed by ordinance 
under chapter 222 of the acts of 1949. 


Sect. 7. The charge to be paid by boards and officers 
for the publication of advertisements in the City Record shall 
be $1.00 for each quarter of an inch or fraction thereof. The 
City Record shall be sold on the following terms payable in 
advance: — annual subscription, $5.00; single copy, 15¢.

TEMPORARY ORDINANCES. 


Chapter 8 of the Ordinances of 1950 
Establishing a Department of Civil Defense. 


SecTION 1. DEPARTMENT OF CiviL DeErFEeNsE. There is 
hereby established a department of civil defense (hereinafter 
called the ‘‘department’’). It shall be the function of the de- 
partment to have charge of civil defense as defined in section 1, 
chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to perform civil defense functions 
as authorized or directed by said chapter or by any and all 
executive orders or general regulations promulgated thereunder, 
and to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor 
under said chapter 639. 

Sect. 2. Drrector or Civi Derensze. The department 
shall be under the direction of a director of civil defense (here- 
inafter called the ‘‘director’’), who shall be appointed as pre- 
scribed by law. The director shall have direct responsibility 
for the organization, administration, and operation of the 
department subject to the direction and control of the appoint- 
ing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director 
may, within the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, 
appoint such experts, clerks, and other assistants as the work 
of the department may require and may remove them, and 
may make such expenditures as may be necessary to execute 
effectively the purposes of chapter 639, Acts of 1950. The 
director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, 
services, equipment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of 
gift, grant, or loan for purposes of civil defense, offered by the 
federal government or any agency or officer thereof or any 
person, firm or corporation, subject to the terms of the offer 
and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency making the 
offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept of 
all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 

Sect. 3. Crvir Derense Apvisory Counciu. ‘There 
is hereby established a civil defense advisory council (herein- 
after called the ‘‘council’’). Said council shall serve without 
pay and shall consist of the director of civil defense, such other 
department heads and such other persons as the authority 
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appointing said director may deem necessary. Such member 
of said council as said appointing authority shall designate 
shall serve as chairman of said council. Said council shall 
serve subject to the direction and control of the appointing 
authority and shall advise said appointing authority and the 
director on matters pertaining to civil defense. 

Sect. 4. Pontick Arp To OTHER CITIES AND TOWNS IN 
EvEent oF Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police 
department is hereby authorized to go to aid another city 
or town at the request of said city or town in the suppression 
of riots or other forms of violence therein. 

Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. ‘This ordinance 
shall remain in force during the effective period of chapter 639, 
Acts of 1950, and any act in amendment or continuation 
thereof or substitution therefor. 

Sect. 6. Derinirion. All references to chapter 639, 
Acts of 1950, as now in force shall be applicable to any act 
or acts in amendment or continuation of or substitution 
for said chapter 639.

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THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to 1827 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,’’ passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’”’ The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, vii, 57: “God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 


The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 


The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘First Revision,’”’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Stcur Parrisus Sir Deus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostonra Conpita, A.D. 1630. CrIvITATIS 
REGIMINE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 


The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page.

ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON 


Tue Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.’’ Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court’”’ held in Boston was a ‘“‘General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘“‘for establishing of the government.”’ 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266, again by St. 1909, c. 486, and again by 
St. 1948, c. 452 as amended by St. 1951, ec. 376. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 13, 1640,

when ‘Mount Woollaston’”’ was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River” (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made. 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (8) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1878. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, ce. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1878, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

INTRODUCTION 8) 


INTRODUCTION 


As a public document THe MunicipaAL REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1830 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1882 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title Toke MunicipaL R&GIsTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THr MuvNICcIPAL 
REGISTER also continued a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. ‘The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

This volume contains the City Charter as amended 
by Stat. 1948, Chap. 452, and Stat. 1951, Chap. 376, 
commonly known as Plan A, including subsequent 
changes.

CHAPTER 452 OF THE ACTS OF 1948

CHAPTER 376 OF THE ACTS OF 1951,

GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the following meanings: 


“City”, the city of Boston. 


“Board of election commissioners’, the board of election commissioners 
of the city of Boston. 


“Regular municipal election’, the biennial election held for electing 
officers of the city as provided in this act. 


“Prelininary election’’, the election held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates whose names shall appear on the official ballot at a municipal 
election. 


‘Proportional representation’’, any proportional representation method 
of election authorized by chapter fifty-four A of the General Laws. 


‘“‘Present form of city government’, the form of city government in 
effect in the city when it first adopts one of the three optional plans of 
government provided in this act. 


Sect. 2. The city, in the manner hereinafter prescribed, may adopt 
from time to time at any regular municipal election any one of the optional 
plans of government provided in this act and shall thereafter be governed 
by the provisions of the plan so adopted until said provisions are super- 
seded by the adoption of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation under the name 
existing at the time of the adoption of any plan provided in this act, and 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities and obligations 
provided for in this act, or otherwise pertaining to or incumbent upon 
said city as a municipal corporation. 


None of the legislative powers of the city shall be abridged or impaired 
by this act; but all such legislative powers shall be possessed and exercised 
by such body as shall be the legislative body of the city under this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act shall be adopted, all 
ordinances, resolutions, orders or other regulations of the city or of any 
authorized body or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
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adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the provisions of the plan 
adopted, shall continue in full force and effect until repealed, modified, 
suspended or superseded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall be inoperative.

Sect. 6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
it shall continue in force for a period of at least four years from the be- 
ginning of the terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed until after three 


years from the beginning of said terms of office.

Sect. 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the terms of office of all elective officers in office, and the position of city 
manager if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the first Monday of January following the first municipal election 
held in accordance with the provisions of the plan so adopted. 


Secr. 9. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the fiscal year of the city shall begin on January first and shall end on 
December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year thereof shall 
begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the first 
Monday of the January next following. 


Pitan A. GOVERNMENT BY Mayor, City Councit, AND ScHoot Com- 
MITTEE, ELEcTED AT LARGE WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS 


(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of Boston at the Municipal 
Election held November 8, 1949, Yes, 146,162, No, 73,882.) 


Sect. 10. The form of government provided in sections eleven to twenty, 
inclusive, and the method of nominating and electing officials thereunder 
provided in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall constitute and 
be known as Plan A under this act. When Plan A is adopted, said sec- 
tions eleven to twenty, inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, 
shall become and be operative, subject to the provisions of section four. 


Sect. 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the city, a city council of nine members which shall 
be the legislative body of the city, and a school committee of five mem- 
bers which shall have the powers and duties conferred and imposed by 
law. 

Sect. 11A. Every person elected mayor and every person elected or 
chosen city councillor or school committeeman shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and oath of office pre- 
scribed in the constitution of this commonwealth and an oath to support 
the constitution of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme judicial court, a 
judge of a court of record commissioned to hold such court within the 
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city or a justice of the peace, and to a person elected or chosen city coun- 
cillor or school committeeman, by the mayor or any of the persons au- 
thorized to administer said oaths to a person elected mayor. 


Secr. 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the city or unable from 
any cause to perform his duties, and whenever there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor from any cause, the president of the city council, while 
such absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform the duties of 
mayor. If there is no president of the city council or if he also is absent 
from the city or unable from any cause to perform such duties, they shall 
be performed, until there is a mayor or president of the city council or 
the mayor or president of the city council returns or is able to attend 
to said duties, by such member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shall be deemed to be a 
vote electing an official, may elect, and until such election by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be called 
‘acting mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments. 


Secr. 12. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every second regular municipal election after a regular 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be elected 
at large to hold office for the four municipal years following the municipal 
year in which he is elected and thereafter until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Sect. 13. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within sixteen 
weeks prior to a regular municipal election other than a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, or within sixteen months after a 
regular municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a mayor or a 
person elected mayor resignes or dies before taking office, the city council 
shall forthwith adopt an order calling a special municipal election for the 
purpose of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which election 
shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one hundred and twenty days 
nor more than one hundred and forty days after the adoption of such 
order, as the city council shall in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of the mayor at any other time, a mayor shall be elected at large 
at the next regular municipal election to hold office for a term expiring at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person elected mayor under either of the fore- 
going provisions shall take and subscribe the oaths required by section 
eleven A as soon as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office from the time of 
taking and subscribing such oaths until the expiration of his term and 
thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor in 
the period beginning on the date of a regular municipal election at which 
a new mayor is elected and ending at the time he takes office. 
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Sect. 13A. The mayor shall be paid an annual salary of twenty 
thousand dollars or such other sum as may from time to time be fixed by 
ordinance. The mayor shall not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold any other office of 
emolument under the city government. 


Secr. 14. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the two 
municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Sect. 15.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the city council from 
any cause, the city clerk shall forthwith notify the city council thereof; and 
within fifteen days after such notification, the remaining city councillors 
shall choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, whichever of the 
defeated candidates for the office of city councillor at the regular municipal 
election at which city councillors were elected for the term in which the 
vacancy occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If at a regular 
municipal election there is a failure to elect a city councillor or if a person 
elected city councillor at such an election resigns or dies before taking 
office, the city clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
remaining city councillors-elect take office, notify the city council of such 
failure to elect, resignation or death; and within fifteen days after such 
notification, the members thereof shall choose, as city councillor for the 
unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of city 
councillor at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received 
the highest number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated 
candidate eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly 
qualified to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If in 
any of the aforesaid events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within fifteen days after the notification of the city council by the city 
clerk, the choice shall be made by the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by 
the city councillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more than 
one such, by the city councillor senior both in age and length of service. 
For the purposes of section seventeen D, votes of the city council under 
this section shall be deemed to be votes electing officials. 

Sect. 16. Every city councillor shall be paid an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the city treasury 
for or on account of any personal expenses directly or indirectly in- 
curred by or in behalf of any city councillor. 

Secr. 17. The city council shall be the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its members; shall elect from its members by vote of a 
majority of all the members a president who when present shall preside at 
the meetings thereof; and shall from time to time establish rules for its

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proceedings. The member eldest in years shall preside until the president 
is chosen, and in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 


Sect. 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city requires it, summon a meeting or meetings of the city council 
although said council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and shall 
cause suitable written notice of such meeting or meetings to be given to 
the city councillors. 


Sect. 17B. The city council may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, from time to time establish such offices, other than that of clerk, 
as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such salaries 
as it may determine, and abolish such offices or alter such salaries; and 
without such approval may fill the offices thus established and remove 
the incumbents at pleasure. The city clerk shall act as clerk of the 
city council. 


Sect. 17C. All elections by the city council under any provision of 
law, including the choosing of a city councillor under section fifteen, shall 
be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering to his 
name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the 
case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Sect. 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote of the city 
council (except special municipal election orders adopted under section 
thirteen, votes relating to the internal affairs of said council, resolutions 
not affecting legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirming 
appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval. If he approves it, he shall sign it; and thereupon it shall be in 
force. If he disapproves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city council which shall 
enter the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, reso- 
lution and vote authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is so returned to the 
city council, shall be void, and no further action shall be taken thereon; 
but the city council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two thirds of all the city councillors vote to pass it notwith- 
-standing the disapproval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no 
such vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city council has 
entered the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote required by this section to be presented to the mayor 
which, within fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presentation. 


Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by this section 
to be presented to the mayor shall be approved as a whole or disapproved 
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as a whole; except that, if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates 
money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items or 
parts of items as he approves shall, upon his signing the same, be in force 
and such items or parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and such items or parts 
of items as he neither signs nor so disapproves within fifteen days after 
the order, ordinance, resolution or vote shall have been presented to him 
shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presen- 
tation. 


Sect. 17E. The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to 
be for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordi- 
nance or loan order so presented and shall either adopt or reject the same 
within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If such 
ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days, it shall be 
in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously withdrawn by 
the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again presenting 
an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or withdrawn. The 
city council may originate an ordinance or loan order and may reduce or 
reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than school lands, all 
appropriations for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote of two thirds of 
all the city councillors and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings and votes to be 
had not less than fourteen days after the first, except that in the case of 
loan orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the second of 
said readings and votes may be had not less than twenty-four hours after 
the first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be sold or the 
amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of loans, or 
altering the disposition of purchase money or of the proceeds of loans 
shall be made at the time of the second reading and vote. If a petition 
signed by three city councillors requesting that action be taken forthwith 
upon a loan order presented by the mayor is filed in the office of the city 
clerk not earlier than fourteen days after the presentation of such loan 
order, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question of the 
adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, if one 
vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after the expira- 
tion of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such action 
thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been with- 
drawn by the mayor. 


Secr. 17F. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the

receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions. The person so attending 
shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 


Sect. 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and nine, neither the city council 
nor any member, committee, officer or employee thereof shall directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of 
any public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, 
or management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any city or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. Any person violating any provision of this 
section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Secr. 17H. No city councillor nor any person elected city councillor 
shall, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, 
or hold, any office or position which is under the city government or the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury except the office of city 
councillor and any office held ex officio by virtue of being a member, or 
president, of the city council; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent a city councillor or any person elected city council- 
lor from, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed 
by the governor, with or without the advice and consent of the council, 
to, and holding, any such office or position if before entering upon the 
duties of such office or position he resigns as city councillor or city council- 
lor-elect. 


Secr. 18. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shall 
be elected at large five school committeemen, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Secr. 19.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the school committee 
from any cause, the mayor, the president of the city council and the 
remaining school committeemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, 
within fifteen days after the vacancy arises, choose, as school committee- 
man for the unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of school committeeman at the regular municipal election at which 
school committeemen were elected for the term in which the vacancy 
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occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest number 
of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate eligible 
and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote 
for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. If at a regular mu- 
nicipal election there is a failure to elect a school committeeman or if a 
person elected school committeeman at such an election resigns or dies 
before taking office, within fifteen days after the remaining school com- 
mitteemen-elect take office, such school committeemen and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall meet in joint con- 
vention and choose, as school committeeman for the unexpired term, 
whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of school committeeman 
at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. 


Sect. 20. The members of the school committee shall meet and 
organize on the first Monday of January following their election. The 
school committee shall be the judge of the election and qualifications of its 
members. The members of the school committee shall serve without 
compensation.

NOMINATION AND EuecTIonN Provisions UNDER PLAN A AND 
Pitan D 


Sect. 53. Every municipal officer required by sections twelve, thirteen, 
fourteen and eighteen to be elected at large shall be elected at a biennial 
municipal election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired term, at a 
special municipal election, after, in either case, nomination at a pre- 
liminary municipal election, except as otherwise provided in section fifty- 
seven C. In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term ‘‘regular 
election” shall be construed to refer to the biennial municipal election or 
the special municipal election, as the case may be, and the term “pre- 
liminary election” to the preliminary municipal election held for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election at such regular election. Every 
preliminary election shall, unless dispensed with under said section fifty- 
seven C, be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular election. 

Sect. 54. Any person who is a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for an elective municipal office therein may be a 
candidate for nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for the 
nomination of such person is obtained, signed and filed as provided in 
sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners 
thereon, to the number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commissioners, in sections 
fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive, called the election commission. 


Secr. 55. A nomination petition shall be issued only to a person sub- 
scribing after the thirteenth Tuesday, and before the eighth Tuesday 
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preceding the preliminary election, in a book kept for that purpose by 
the election commission, a statement of candidacy in substantially the 
following form: —

Secr. 55A. A nomination petition shall be issued by the election com- 
mission not later than twelve o’clock noon on the second day (Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be issued before the 
eleventh Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. A nomination 
petition shall not relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective public offices which 
the candidate holds or has held under the government of the common- 
wealth, the county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress as a 
representative or senator from the commonwealth; provided, that such 
statement shall not exceed eight words and shall, with respect to each 
such office, consist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, by the word 
““Present”’, otherwise, by the word ‘‘Former”’, and followed, if, but only 
if, the office is that of city councillor, by the words ‘‘at Large” or “‘for 
Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which shall be counted as one 
word)”, as the case may be. For the purposes of such statement, the 
titles of the elective public offices which may be stated shall be deemed 
to be as follows: — city councillor, school committeeman, mayor, district 
attorney, sheriff, register of deeds, register of probate, county clerk of 
superior (criminal) court, county clerk of superior (civil) court, county 
clerk of supreme judicial court, state representative, state senator, gov- 
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ernor’s councillor, attorney general, state auditor, state treasurer, state 
secretary, lieutenant governor, governor, congressman, and United States 
senator. 

If the candidate is a veteran as defined in section twenty-one of chapter 
thirty-one of the General Laws, his nomination petition may contain the 
word ‘“‘Veteran”’, which, in the case of a candidate holding or having held 
elective public office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of this section and 
sections fifty-five, fifty-eight and sixty-two, be counted as a part of the 
statement concerning the elective public offices held by him, and, in the 
case of a candidate who does not hold and has never held elective public 
office as aforesaid, shall, for the purposes of said sections, be deemed to be 
a statement concerning the elective public offices held by him. 

A nomination petition may consist of one or more sheets; but each sheet 
shall be in substantially the following form:—

Every nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, be prepared by 
the election commission by printing or inserting thereon the matter re- 
quired by the first two paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be issued to any candidate 
for nomination to the office of mayor under Plan A; not more than one 
hundred and fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of city councillor under Plan A or D; and not more 
than two hundred such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of school committeeman under Plan A or D. No 
nomination petition sheet shall be received or be valid unless prepared and 
issued by the election commission; nor shall any such sheet be received or 
be valid unless the written acceptance of the candidate thereby nomi- 
nated is endorsed thereon, anything in section three A of chapter fifty 
of the General Laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sect. 56. The nomination petition shall be signed, in the case of a 
candidate for mayor, by at least three thousand registered voters of the 
city qualified to vote for such candidate at the preliminary election, in the 
case of a candidate for city councillor, by at least fifteen hundred registered 
voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate at such election, 
and, in the case of a candidate for school committeeman, by at least two 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate 
at such election. 


CITY CHARTER WITH AMENDMENTS 25 


Every voter signing a nomination petition shall sign in person, with his 
name as registered, and shall state his residence on January first preceding, 
or his residence when registered if subsequent thereto, and the place 
where he is then living, with the street and number, if any; but any voter 
who is prevented by physical disability from writing may authorize 
some person to write his name and residence in his presence. No voter 
may sign as petitioner more than one nomination petition for the office 
of mayor, nor more than nine nomination petitions for the office of city 
councillor, nor more than five nomination petitions for the office of school 
committeeman. If the name of any voter appears as petitioner on more 
nomination petitions for an office than prescribed in this section, his name 
shall, in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, in the case 
of the office of mayor, only on the nomination petition sheet bearing his 
name first filed with the election commission, in the case of the office of 
city councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets bearing his 
name first filed with said commission, and, in the case of the office of 
school committeeman, only on the five nomination petition sheets bearing 
his name first filed with said commission. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on the same nomination petition more than once, 
it shall be deemed to appear but once. The signature of any petitioner 
which is not certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in the 
form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be counted in determining 
the number of petitioners. 


The separate sheets of a nomination petition may be filed all at one 
time or in lots of one or more from time to time, but shall all be filed with 
the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. Every nomination 
petition sheet shall be filed by a responsible person, who shall sign such 
sheet and, if he is other than the candidate, add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving street and number, if any; and the election commission 
shall require satisfactory identification of such person. 


The names of candidates appearing on nomination petitions shall, when 
filed, be a matter of public record; but no nomination petition shall be 
open to public inspection until the signatures on all nomination petitions 
for the same office have been certified. 


Srcr. 57. Upon the filing of each nomination petition sheet the election 
commission shall check each name to be certified by it on such sheet and 
shall certify thereon the number of signatures so checked which are the 
names of registered voters of the city qualified to sign the same; provided, 
however, that said commission shall not certify, in connection with a 
single nomination petition, a greater number of names than required by 
section fifty-six with one tenth of such number added thereto. Names 
not certified in the first instance shall not thereafter be certified on the 
same nomination petition. All nomination petitions not containing 
names certified pursuant to this section, to the number required by said 
section fifty-six, shall be invalid. The election commission shall complete 
the certification required by this section at or before five o’clock in the 
afternoon on the thirty-fourth day preceding the preliminary election. 
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Sect. 57A. A nomination petition which has been filed and is in ap- 
parent conformity with law shall be valid unless written objection thereto 
is made by a registered voter of the city. Such objection shall be filed 
with the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on 
the twenty-eighth day preceding the preliminary election. Objections filed 
with the election commission shall forthwith be transmitted by it to the 
Boston ballot law commission. Certification pursuant to section fifty- 
seven shall not preclude a voter from filing objections to the validity of 
a nomination petition. 


Sect. 57B.* Any candidate may withdraw his name from nomination 
by a request signed and duly acknowledged by him; provided, however, 
that all withdrawals shall be filed with the election commission at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty-eighth day preceding 
the preliminary election. If a candidate so withdraws his name from 
nomination before five o’clock in the afternoon of the twenty-ninth day 
preceding the preliminary election, or is found to be ineligible or dies, the 
vacancy may be filled by a committee of not less than five persons or a 
majority thereof, if such committee be named and so authorized in the 
nomination petition; provided, however, that all certificates of substitution, 
except any certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A, shall be filed with the election commission at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on said twenty-ninth day. 


The certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A shall be filed with the election commission (a) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary 
election if he dies on or before the second Friday preceding such election 
(b) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the preliminary election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election, (c) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the regular 
election if he dies after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election 
and on or before the second Friday preceding the regular election, and 
(d) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the regular election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election; provided, 
however, that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased candidate 
shall be filed after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election unless 
such candidate, if living, would be deemed under either section fifty- 
seven C or sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. 


If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, the ballots for use at such 
election shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the sub- 
stitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased; 
and the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not pre-

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viously printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, 
and, if previously printed shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If such a certificate is filed after five o’clock in the after- 
noon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, all ballots 
and voting machine ballot labels for use at such election shall bear the 
name, residence and ward of the deceased but shall be deemed as a matter 
of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in the place 
of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and a vote for the de- 
ceased at such election shall be counted as a vote for the substitute. If 
such a certificate is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
first Tuesday preceding the regular election, the ballots for use at such 
election other than absent voting ballots shall be printed with the name, 
residence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence 
and ward of the deceased; and the absent voting ballots for use at such 
election, if not previously printed, shall be printed with the name, resi- 
dence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased and, if previously printed, shall be deemed as a 
matter of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in 
the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased so that a vote 
thereon for the deceased shall be counted as a vote for the substitute; and 
the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not previously 
printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the substi- 
tute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and, 
if previously printed, shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If a candidate for mayor under Plan A in whose nomina- 
tion petition a committee of not less than five persons or a majority thereof 
is authorized to fill a vacancy dies after the second Friday preceding the 
regular election and a certificate of substitution is not filed at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding such election, 
such election, so far, but only so far, as it is for the purpose of electing a 
person for the office of mayor, shall be postponed for four weeks and 
no vote cast for any candidate for mayor at the originally scheduled 
election shall be counted. 


Every certificate of substitution shall state:—(1) the name of the sub- 
stitute, (2) his residence, with street and number, if any, and ward, (3) the 
office for which he is to be a candidate, (4) the name of the original candi- 
date, (5) the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) the 
proceedings had for making the substitution. The chairman and secre- 
tary of the committee shall sign and make oath to the truth of the cer- 
tificate; and it shall be accompanied by the written acceptance of the 
candidate substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open to 
objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as a nomination 
petition. 


Secr. 57C. On the first day, other than a legal holiday or Saturday 
or Sunday, following the expiration of the time for filing withdrawals and 
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the final disposition of any objections filed, the election commission shall 
post in a conspicuous place in the city hall the names, residences and 
wards of the candidates for nomination for mayor under Plan A and for 
city councillor and school committeeman under Plans A and D who have 
duly qualified as such candidates, as they are to appear on the official 
ballots to be used at the preliminary election, except as to the order of the 
names. If there are so posted the names of not more than two candi- 
dates for the office of mayor under Plan A, the candidates whose names 
are so posed shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and 
the preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with; if there are so posted the names of not more than 
eighteen candidates for the office of city councillor under Plan A or D, 
the candidates whose names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election for the purpose of 
nominating candidates therefor shall be dispensed with; and if there are 
so posted the names of not more than ten candidates for the office of school 
committeeman under Plan A or D, the candidates whose names are so 
posted shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office, and the 
preliminary election for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor 
shall be dispensed with. 

Secr. 58. On the day of the posting provided for by section fifty- 
seven C, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the election com- 
mission shall draw by lot the position of the candidates on the ballot. 
Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such drawing in 
person or by one representative. As soon as conveniently may be after 
such drawing, the election commission shall cause the ballots to be printed. 
Said ballots shall, in addition to the directions and numbers provided for 
by section fifty-nine, contain, in the order drawn by the election 
commission, the names posted as aforesaid (except those of candidates 
deemed under section fifty-seven C to have been nominated), and no 
others, with a designation of residence and ward and the title and term 
of the office for which the person named is a candidate, and the statement, 
if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning the elective 
public offices held by him. Said ballots shall be official and no others 
shall be used at the preliminary election. Said ballots shall be headed as 
follows:

The heading of said ballots shall be varied in accordance with the offices 
for which nominations are to be made. 

Secr. 59. At every preliminary election, and every regular election, 
under Plan A, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than one 
candidate for the office of mayor, not more than nine candidates for the 
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office of city councillor, and not more than five candidates for the office 
of school committeeman. On the ballots and voting machine ballot labels 
for use at each of said elections, there shall, as a direction to the voter, 
be printed in capital letters, near the title of each office to be voted for, 
the words ‘‘voTE FoR (here insert in words the number of candidates specified 
in this section with respect to such office).’’ The election commission, when 
drawing under section fifty-eight the position on the ballot of the candi- 
dates for nomination at every preliminary election, shall draw the posi- 
tions of all candidates for mayor, if any are to be drawn, before drawing 
the position of any candidate for city councillor or school committeeman 
and shall draw the positions of all candidates for city councillor, if any are 
to be drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for school 
committeeman. The election commission shall number consecutively, 
regardless of office, all candidates drawn, — the candidate first drawn 
being assigned the number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned. No position shall be drawn for, nor shall any 
number be assigned to, any candidate deemed under section fifty-seven C 
to have been nominated; nor shall any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker candidate, so 
called; and no vote by sticker, which term shall not be construed to in- 
clude the slip provided for by section fifty-seven B, shall be counted if 
any candidate number appears thereon. The numbers assigned under 
this paragraph shall be separate and distinct from the alphabetical or 
numerical code of any voting machine. On the ballots and voting 
machine ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there shall, as 
an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, before the name of each candi- 
date and with type the same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this paragraph. 


Sect. 60. The election officers shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls at preliminary elections, count the ballots and ascertain the 
number of votes cast in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote sheets or, if voting 
machines are used, the general or precinct record sheets, as the case may 
be, to the election commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of section one hundred 
and thirty-seven of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws, determine and 
declare the result thereof, publish said result in one or more newspapers 
in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous place in the city hall. 


Srecr. 61. The two persons receiving at a preliminary election under 
Plan A the highest number of votes for nomination for the office of mayor 
shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office; and the eighteen 
persons receiving at such an election under Plan A or D the highest num- 
ber of votes for nomination for the office of city councillor shall be deemed 
to have been nominated for said office; and the ten persons receiving at 
such an election under Plan A or D the highest number of votes for 
nomination for the office of school committeeman shall be deemed to have 
been nominated for said office. If a preliminary election under Plan A 
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or D results in a tie vote among candidates for nomination receiving the 
lowest number of votes, which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a person 
receiving the same to be deemed to have been nominated, all persons 
participating in said tie vote shall be deemed to have been nominated, 
although in consequence there be printed on the official ballot to be used 
at the regular election names to a number exceeding twice the number to 
be elected. 


Sect. 62. The name of every person deemed under section fifty-seven 
C or section sixty-one to have been nominated, together with his residence 
and ward and the title and term of the office for which he is a candidate, 
and the statement, if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning 
the elective public offices held by him, shall, in addition to the directions 
provided for by section fifty-nine, be printed on the official ballots to be 
used at the regular elections; and said persons shall be the sole candidates 
whose names may be printed on such ballots. As soon as conveniently 
may be after the sixth Tuesday preceding every regular election, the elec- 
tion commission shall draw by lot the position of said names on said 
ballots; and said names shall be printed on such ballots in the order so 
drawn. Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such 
drawing in person or by one representative. 


Sect. 63. No ballot used at any preliminary or regular election shall 
have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, and 
there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark or anything showing how he was nomi- 
nated or indicating his views or opinions. 


Secr. 64. On every ballot to be used at a preliminary or regular 
election, there shall be left, at the end of the list of candidates for each 
office, blank spaces equal to the number for which a voter may vote for 
such office, in which blank spaces the voter may insert the name of any 
person not printed on the ballot for whom he desires to vote for such 
office. 


Srecr. 65. At every preliminary election, and every regular election 
under Plan D, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than six 
candidates for the office of city councillor and not more than three candi- 
dates for the office of school committeeman. On the ballots for use at 
both of said elections, there shall be printed directions to the voters that 
each voter shall not vote for more than the number of candidates specified 
in this section.

CHAPTER 486 OF THE ACTS OF 1909

THe Mayor AND City CouNCcIL 
> * * * * * * * * * * * 


Sect. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it 
originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the items 
and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the mayor 
shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and approved 
by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he may 
require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expenditures of the depart- 
ment or office under their charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to 
the city council. 

Sect. 3A.t In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropri- 
ation, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in 
any one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months 
of the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar

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purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appro- 
priation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual ex- 
penditures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to 
incur liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to 
such extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first 
assistant assessors for their regular duties. 


Secr. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December tenth in 
each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor in each 
instance, apply any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation for the purpose only 
of closing the accounts of the fiscal year.

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Sect. 5.* The city council with the approval of the mayor may from 
time to time make by-laws or ordinances for any or all of the following 
purposes:—(a) to create a new department or agency; (b) to abolish, in 
whole or in part, any department or agency; (c) to reorganize, in whole 
or in part, any department or department head or any agency or agency 
head; (d) to confer or impose on any department or agency any power 
or duty of the city not appertaining at the time of the making of the 
by-law or ordinance to any department or agency; (e) to transfer any or 
all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any division of any depart- 
ment or agency to another division of the same department or agency; 
(f) to transfer any or all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any 
department or division thereof or of any agency or division thereof either 
to another department or division thereof or to another agency or division 
thereof; and (g) to increase, reduce, establish or abolish the salary of any 
department or agency head. Every department or agency head created 
by, or resulting from a reorganization effected by, a by-law or ordinance 
made under this section shall, unless ex officio, be appointed by the mayor 
without confirmation by the city council for a term expiring on the first 
Monday of the January following the next biennial municipal election at 
which a mayor is elected or, in the case of a person serving without com- 
pensation or of a person serving on the board of appeal, the board of 
examiners, the board of examiners of gasfitters or other like board, for 
such other term as the by-law or ordinance may prescribe. Every person 
holding an office or position subject to the civil service laws and rules 
shall, if the office or position is abolished by a by-law or ordinance made 
under this section and the by-law or ordinance so provides, be reappointed 
without civil service examination or registration to a similar office or 
position with similar status in any new department or agency, or division 
of either, thereby created or in any department or agency, or division 
of either, not thereby abolished; and every such person shall upon such 
reappointment, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent as if such abolition 
had not taken place. As used in this section, the term ‘‘agency” shall 
be construed to mean any office in charge of a board or officer not subject 
to the direction of a department head.

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board, or the city clerk, or the board of election commissioners, or the 
Boston traffic commission, or any board or officer appointed by the 
governor. 


Secr. 6. No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, 
or for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a 
period of more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have 
been given in the City Record.

Srecr. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk 
take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; nor in 
the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary for the 
contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. : 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a con- 
tract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any com- 
mission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share 
in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or em- 
ployee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learning 
of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city, the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 


A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract in 
respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the city or 
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county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or both. 


Tue EXxercuTivE DEPARTMENT 


Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committeee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided.

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13.* Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sect. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or member 
of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain subject 
to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement with the 
city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such removal, a 
copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus removed, who 
may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be filed with the 
city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken unless the mayor 
so determines. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the 
cause for their removal.

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Srcr. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, no involve the city in any contract for 
the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
or both. 

Secr. 16A.* Anything in section three A or section sixteen to the 
contrary notwithstanding, city and county officers who are authorized 
to make expenditures, and the school committee, may, during any fiscal 
year, at the time of, or after, contracting for the performance or delivery 
during the remainder of such year of any work, services or supplies of a 
constantly recurrent nature, contract, without an appropriation, upon 
like or more favorable terms and conditions, for the performance or de- 
livery of such work, services or supplies for the whole or any part of the

THE FINANCE COMMISSION 

Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior 
to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for a 
term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His 
annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly 
instalments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without 
pay. 

Srecr. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or the 
general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court.

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Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 


Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of 
sixty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. A 
sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least sixty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The com- 
mission shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its 
appropriation as if it were a regular department of said city. 


Sect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable 
the mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive 
the reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, or- 
dinances, or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission 
shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred 
and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and 
therein conferred upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel 
for any witness at any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question 
and may offer pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to 
cross-examination by the commission and its counsel. 


Tue Ciry CLERK 


Secr. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 
which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and 
qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has 
been duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed by due process of 
law. 


Tue Criry AUDITOR 


Sect. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath

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before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Srcr. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Sect. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a statement 
of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 

MiscELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


Secr. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be 
deposited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the 
board of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or 
agent. Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston 
issued under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction 
of tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, 
and said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Sect. 27.{ Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of

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February in each year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the 
city or county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the 
name, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date 
of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to 
keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and 
publish in the City Record on or before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the compilation date in each of the ten 
years next preceding such publication. The term ‘compilation date,” 
as herein used, shall be construed to mean, with respect to the year nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, 
and with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-two or any subse- 
quent year, the first day of February. 

Sect. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of con- 
duits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illumi- 
nating purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to 
be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 


issued. 

Sect. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the ‘City 
Record.” All advertising with reference to the sale of property for non- 
payment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other 
advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the pur- 
chase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the 
sale of bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of 
one thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and 
the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the

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number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the sub- 
stance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall not 
be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of said city. 


Sect. 30.* Jivery officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to 
do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, 
or in conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly 
be included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds two thousand 
dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such 
advertisements shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense 
with advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board 
or official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Secr. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose any land within the limits of the 
city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price pro- 
posed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the 
previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided 
for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or other- 
wise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have been 
made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; 
or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in 
excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of 
competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be

Sect. 32.* Beginning in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
the municipal election in said city shall take place biennially in every odd 
numbered year on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November.

The Administrative Services Department represents a consolidation of 
the activities formerly conducted by the Budget, Printing, and Supply 
Departments, and the acquisition of 2 new activities — the receipt and 
processing of general complaints and the establishment of an office machine 
repair unit. It is under the charge of a board known as the Administrative 
Services Board, consisting of the Director of Administrative Services as 
chairman, the Supervisor of Budgets, the Supervisor of Personnel, the 
Purchasing Agent, the City Auditor, the Collector-Treasurer, and the 
Assessor, ex officiis. It is the duty of this board, and more especially of 
the Director of Administrative Services, to make, under the Mayor, 
studies and recommendations with respect to the organization, activities, 
policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, and officers so that the 
administration thereof shall be economical and efficient. 


The regular activities of the department are divided into six divisions — 
administrative, budget, personnel, purchasing, complaints, and office ma- 
chine servicing. The Director, in addition to his regular duties, as set forth 
above, directs the operations and procedures of the Complaints Division 
and the Office Machine Repair Unit. The Supervisor of Budgets is the 
budget officer of the city and county and under the direction of the Mayor 
and in consultation with the Director is responsible for the preparation 
of the annual and all supplementary budgets as well as all subsequent 
revisions of the items in any budget. The Supervisor of Personnel is in 
charge of all personnel records as well as the administration of all com- 
pensation plans established for city and county employees. He makes a 
continuing study of personnel problems, employment conditions, and 
economic changes affecting all departments and recommends to the Mayor 
and department officials programs and administrative policies designed 
to improve and co-ordinate the handling of personnel matters. The 
Purchasing Agent is responsible for the furnishing of all materials or 
supplies requisitioned by the several departments. He has charge of the 
printing plant and supplies the printing or binding requisitioned by 
departments to whom the City is required by law to furnish the same. 
He is the custodian of all surplus personal property of the city and may 
reallocate any such items among the several departments or, with the 
required approvals, sell or otherwise dispose of the same. 

The department also contains a board of five commissioners known a§ 
the Art Commission, which has the custody and care of all works of art 
owned by the City. While not subject to the direct supervision or control 
of the Administrative Services Board, this commission shall not communi- 
cate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report except through 
the board.

The Art Commission, formerly the Art Department, established in 
1898, is composed of five commissioners, appointed by the Mayor. Each 
year one of the following-named bodies, namely, the Museum of Fine 
Arts, the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Society of Architects, and 
the Copley Society of Boston, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from the list so 
submitted, to serve for five years. Whenever the term of a member of the 
commission expires, the Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected 
by the body which made the original selection, as aforesaid. 


No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Commission, which may also be requested by th® 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other struc- 
ture to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, the 
property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the Art 
Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all con- 
tracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, bust, 
bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said Commission 
acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 
By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the City were 
placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

The associate commissioners of assessing shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence 
immediately prior to April 26, 1961, with respect, in the case of the asso- 
ciate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commissioner of assessing for 
poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall also have the powers and perform the 
duties from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in 
Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect, in the 
case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, 
to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes.

Every application for abatement filed with the assessing department 
shall be deemed to be filed with, and shall be forthwith transmitted to,

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 


The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 


The Zoning Act also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
building or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located. 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 
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The Commissioner also licenses gas fitters, both master and journeyman; 
registers master plumbers; establishes the qualifications of welders and 
licenses operators of elevators. 

In addition, Chapter 143 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 


The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 


The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight or more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements. 

On May 1, 1954, in accordance with Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 30, the powers, duties, appropriations and personnel of the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department were transferred to the 
Building Department. 

By Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Board of Appeal, the Board 
of Examiners, the Board of Examiners of Gasfitters, and the Committee 
on Licenses were placed in the Building Department and the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment and the Zoning Commission were placed in the said 
Department by Revised Ordinances of 1961, Chapter 9, Sections 9 and 10, 
but none of said Boards, Commission or Committee is subject to the 
supervision or control of the Building Commissioner, but unless otherwise 
ordered by the Mayor none of said Boards, Commission or Committee 
shall communicate with the Mayor or make any annual or other report, 
except through the Building Commissioner.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Board and one by the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Association; one member from two candidates, one nominated by 
the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be nominated by 
the Master Builders’ Association of Boston, one by the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association of the City of Boston, and one by the Associated 
General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc.; one member from two candi- 
dates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and Vicinity;

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The Beacon Hill Architectural Commission was formed for the purpose 
of promoting the ‘‘educational, cultural, economic and general welfare of 
the public through the preservation of the historic Beacon Hill District 
and to maintain said district as a landmark in the history of architecture 
and as a tangible reminder of Old Boston as it existed in the early days of 
the Commonwealth”’. 


The District, as defined in the Act comprises the area bounded as 
follows: — southerly by the northerly side line of Beacon street; westerly 
by a line parallel with, and one hundred and fifty feet distant westerly 
from, the westerly side line of Beaver street; northerly by Beaver place; 
easterly by Brimmer street; northerly again by Byron street; westerly 
again by a line parallel with, and eighty feet distant westerly from, the 
westerly side line of Charles street; northerly again by the southerly side 
line of Revere street; easterly again by the westerly side line of Myrtle 
street; northerly again by the southerly side line of Myrtle street; and 
easterly again by the westerly side line of Hancock street and said side 
line extended southerly to Beacon street; excluding, however, from said 
area land of the commonwealth and the estates numbered twenty-six to 
eighty-eight, inclusive, and ninety-eight to one hundred and thirty-six, 
inclusive, on Myrtle street. 


Under the provisions of Stat. 1958, Chap. 315, the following addition 
was made to the Historic District. The area bounded as follows: southerly 
by Byron street; westerly by Brimmer street; southerly again by Beaver 
place; westerly again by Embankment road; northerly by Pinckney street;

It is the function of the Commission to regulate and control all con- 
struction, reconstruction and alteration to buildings and structures within 
the District in which exterior architectural features are involved.

of all windows, doors, lights, signs and other fixtures appurtenant to such 
portion”’, 


The members of the Commission are appointed by the Mayor as follows:

The Board consists of one member appointed by the Mayor to serve at 
his pleasure and eleven other members, and eleven alternates, appointed by 
the Mayor, as follows:— one member from two candidates, and one 
alternate from two other candidates, nominated by the Associated In- 
dustries of Massachusetts, one member from two candidates, and one 
alternate from two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Central 
Labor Union, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from 
two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two other 
candidates, nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one member from 
two candidates, and one alternate from two other candidates, nominated, 
both in the case of the member and in the case of the alternate, one by 
The Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Land- 
scape Architects, one member from two candidates, and one alternate 
from two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the Massachusetts Motor Truck Associ- 
ation, Inc., one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the Massachusetts Real Estate Asso- 
ciation, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the Master Builders’ Association of 
Boston, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the United Improvement Association, 
and one member, and one alternate, selected at large by the Mayor. All 
appointive members, and all alternates, shall be residents of or engaged 
in business in Boston.

The members of the Board serve without compensation. Any petition 
for changing the zoning map must be accompanied by a fee of thirty- 
five dollars before being considered by the Board. 


Hither upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from 
fire, panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of trans- 
portation, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote 
the health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City 
of Boston. 


No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 


If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved of 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

The Commission consists of eleven commissioners appointed by the 
Mayor subject to confirmation by the City Council as follows: one com- 
missioner from two candidates nominated by the Associated Industries 
of Massachusetts, one commissioner from two candidates nominated by 
the Boston Central Labor Union, one commissioner from two candidates 
nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from two 
candidates nominated one by The Boston Society of Architects and one 
by the Boston Society of Landscape Architects, one commissioner from 
two candidates nominated by the Boston Society of Civil Engineers, one 
commissioner from two candidates nominated by the Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, one commissioner from two candidates nominated 
by the Massachusetts Motor Truck Association, Inc., one commissioner 
from two candidates nominated by the Master Builders’ Association of 
Boston, and three commissioners selected at large by the Mayor, one of 
whom shall own alone or with one or more other persons, and shall occupy 
in whole or in part as his place of residence, a dwelling house having not 
more than three dwelling units. All zoning commissioners shall be residents 
of Boston; provided that any person who on May 22, 1958, is a member 
of the Board of Zoning Adjustment of said city may be a zoning commis- 
sioner irrespective of his place of residence. The term of office is for three 
years and the commissioners serve without compensation. 
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The commissioners may adopt a zoning regulation and from time to 
time amend it upon petition or otherwise, by the concurrent vote of not 
less than seven of its members, rendered after a public hearing following 
advertisement. 

A zoning regulation shall be designed among other purposes to lessen 
congestion in the streets; to conserve health; to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers; to provide adequate light and air; to prevent 
overcrowding of land; to avoid undue concentration of population, to fa- 
cilitate the adequate provision of transportation, water, sewerage, schools, 
parks and other public requirements; to conserve the value of land and 
buildings; to encourage the most appropriate use of land throughout the 
city; and to preserve and increase its amenities. 

Votes of the zoning commission adopting a zoning regulation or amend- 
ment thereof shall be subject to the same provisions of law in respect to 
approval by the mayor as orders or votes of the city council of the city, 
except that the concurrent vote of not less than nine members of the 
zoning commission shall be necessary to pass such a regulation or amend- 
ment over the vote of the mayor. 

If any zoning regulation or amendment thereof is favorably decided 
upon, any person aggrieved or any municipal officer or board, may within 
fifteen days after the entry of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court 
sitting in equity, for the County of Suffolk.

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CIVIL DEFENSE DEPARTMENT

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

Section 1. DEPARTMENT oF Civit Derense. There is hereby estab- 
lished a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the ‘‘department’’). 
It shall be the function of the department to have charge of civil defense 
as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to perform civil 
defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter or by any and 
all executive orders or general regulations promulgated thereunder, and 
to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor under said 
Chapter 639. 

Secr. 2. Drrectror or Civin Derenss. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
“director” ), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, within 
the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950. 
The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordinators 
and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, equip- 
ment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan for pur- 
poses of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any agency or 
officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to the terms of 
the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency making the 
offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept of all 
matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 

Sect. 3. Crvit DereNnsg Apvisory Counciy. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the “council’’). 
Said council shall serve without pay and shall consist of the director of 
civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons as the 
authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such member of 
said council as said appointing authority shall designate shall serve as 
chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the direction 
and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said appointing 
authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil defense. 

Secr. 4. Poxice Arp tro OrHerR Citres AND Towns IN EVENT OF 
Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby 
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authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 

Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and any 
act in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 

Sect. 6. Derinirion. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, as 
now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or con- 
tinuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the City Clerk and other officers by chapter 504 of the Acts of 1894. 
The voting precincts in the 22 wards number 275. 
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POLICE LISTING BOARD 


Chapter 287 of the Acts of 1938 provides: ‘‘In Boston there shall be a 
listing board composed of the police commissioner of the city and the board 
of election commissioners. In case of disagreement between the members 
of the listing board, the chief justice of the municipal court of the city of 
Boston, or, in case of his disability, the senior justice of said court whois 
not disabled, shall, for the purpose of settling such disagreement, be a 
member of said listing board and shall preside and cast the deciding vote 
in case of a tie.” 

The duties of said board are further provided for in Sections 8, 10, 11, 12, 
13, 14, 15, 16 of Chapter 29 of the Acts of 1917; and all other acts in 
amendment and addition thereto.

It is in charge 
of 1 Commissioner, 1 Executive Secretary, 1 Chief of Department, 3 
Assistant Fire Chiefs, 8 Deputy Chiefs, 45 District Chiefs, 3 Chaplains, 


1 Superintendent of Fire Alarm, 1 Superintendent of Maintenance, 1 
Medical Examiner, 1 Engineer of Motor Vehicles, 89 Captains, 215 
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Lieutenants, 1,560 Engineers, Apparatus Operators, Masters, Aides, 
Fire Fighters, 45 Clerks, 28 Fire Alarm Operators, and 119 Mechanics, 
Painters, Linemen, Repairers, Electricians, Workmen, and other em- 
ployees. 


Total officers, engineers, privates and employees, 2,117, of whom 10 
are serving in the armed forces of the United States. 

There are 46 fire stations, a fire alarm branch with 71 employees, oper- 
ating 2,123 signal boxes. Annual reports have been published since 1838. 

Yearly salaries of assistant fire chiefs, $9,840; deputy chiefs, $8,840;

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The Public Health Council is a Board in the Health Division of the 
Health Department, consisting of nine members appointed by the Mayor, 
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of whom at least one shall be a registered physician, one a registered 
dentist, one a representative of an industry engaged in handling food, one 
a representative of another industry, one a representative of labor, and 
one a housewife. As the term of any member expires his successor shall 
be appointed by the Mayor for a term of three years. The members 
shall serve without compensation. The Mayor shall from time to time 
designate one of the members as Chairman and another as Vice Chairman. 
The duties of said Board shall be (a) to make, upon its own initiative 
or at the request of the Mayor, the Director of Administrative Services or 
the Health Commissioner, studies and recommendations with respect to

The City Registrar keeps the records of births, deaths and marriages, 
issues certificates of the same and marriage licenses, receives and records 
affidavits of, additions to, and amendments and corrections of said records, 
and forwards copies of all records to the office of the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth and to outside cities and towns when nonresidents are 
involved. Annual reports have been published since 1849, except in 1860 
and 1861. 

By ordinance, approved July 12, 1892, the Department of Ancient 
Records and the office of Record Commissioners (established July 6, 1875) 
were abolished, and the duties of the Record Commissioners, including 
the publication of documents relating to the early history of Boston, were 
transferred to the City Registrar.

The duties of the division are set forth in the General Laws, Chapters 
94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 
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The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The division must investigate 
all complaints registered with the department and, when the evidence 
warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.

The office of ‘Attorney and Solicitor” was established in 1827; the 
office of City Solicitor in 1846 and that of Corporation Counsel in 1881. 
The office of City Solicitor was abolished and the department placed under 
the sole charge of the Corporation Counsel in 1904. 

The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-six 
assistant corporation counsel, a workmen’s compensation agent and work- 
men’s compensation medical director, a chief legal assistant, and thirty- 
seven other employees, including the staff of the Administrative, Coun- 
selling and Miscellaneous Litigation, General Trial and Collection Divisions 
of the Law Department. 


The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various munic- 
ipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title fore- 
closures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor and the City Council and to the 
various department heads and city officials, including the School Com- 
mittee, on matters relating to the discharge of their official duties, pre- 
pares petitions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an 
interest and appears and represents the city before the various committees 
of the legislature, and before other boards, commissions and adminis- 
trative agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil 
Aeronautics Board and other federal agencies, the Appellate Tax Board, 
Industrial Accident Board, and the Department of Public Utilities.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in num- 
ber, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919, to $20,000,000 in 1931, and to 
$50,000,000 in 1953. The first Trustees were appointed under an ordi- 
nance of October 14, 1852. . 

The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, twenty-six Branch Libraries, and three 
Bookmobiles. In addition, through an agreement with Harvard Uni- 
versity, the Baker Library of the Harvard Graduate School of Business 
Administration is a branch of the Boston Public Library. By similar 
arrangement, the Boston Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves as a medical 
branch.

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DIRECTOR’S OFFICE 


The general administration of the library system as a whole is centered

There is 
also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of the Office of Records, 
Files, Statistics, and the general publishing activities of the Library. 


DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles.. The purely library activities 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles are therefore considered as 
a unit which is designated as the Division of Home Reading and Com- 
munity Services. Within this division there are closed departments and 
public departments. The main grouping of the public departments is 
that of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles, and the Audio-Visual 
Department, Central Charging Records, and the Open Shelf Department 
in the Central Library.

The Public Works Department was created in 1911 under the provisions 
of Chapter 486, Acts of 1909, through the consolidation of the existing 
street, water, and engineering departments. The Department was placed 
in the charge of a Commissioner who was required by Ordinance to be a 
civil engimeer of recognized standing. The Department now operates 
through its Central Office and five (5) major divisions, each in the charge 
of a Division Engineer. These divisions carry out the major programs of 
the Department; namely, the maintenance and construction of highways, 
street lighting, snow removal, sewerage construction and maintenance, 
water construction and maintenance, sanitation, street cleaning, removal 
of refuse and garbage. All engineering in connection with the foregoing 
programs is performed by the Engineering Division. The Central Office 
performs general administrative functions including personnel manage- 
ment, payrolls, cost accounting, purchasing, inventory control, property 
and equipment maintenance. The functions of the Automotive Division, 
which was abolished on March 16, 1960, and the maintenance shops of the 
Sanitary Division are now in the Central Office. The several division per- 
mit offices and the administration of the Public Improvement Commission 
were all transferred to the Central Office on March 16, 1960. 


Central Office

The Central Office, created on March 16, 1960, when the functions of the 
various divisions of the Public Works Department were rearranged, is 
intended to bring about more efficient control by the concentration of key 
responsibilities under one division. It eliminates duplication of efforts in 
personnel and payroll management, overstocking of supplies, and a tighter 
control of inventories, accounting, etc. 


A. Maintenance Branch 


The Maintenance Branch is responsible for the care, control, and mainte- 
nance of all department-owned motor vehicles, and for the operation, care, 
and maintenance of all real estate and related facilities of the Public Works 
Department, as well as a protectivegroup to safe guard department 
property. It operates the maintenance shops — formerly of the Sanitary 
Division. 
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B. Permit Branch 

The Permit Branch, organized on March 16, 1960, issues all permits to 
open, occupy, and obstruct portions of the streets, as well as Water and 
Sewer permits.

The Sewer Division handles and disposes of the domestic and commercial 
sewage of the city. It still maintains the disposal works at Moon Island 
in the City of Quincy where raw sewage is discharged into Boston Harbor 
from the original disposal system — the Boston Main Drainage System. 
It also discharges into the Metropolitan System at Nut Island where sewage 
is discharged after primary treatment, and at Deer Island where a Metro- 
politan treatment plant is under construction. The Division constructs 
and maintains the main sewers, common sewers and surface drains of the 
City.

Its source of 
supply is the Metropolitan District Commission which charges eighty 
dollars ($80.00) per million gallons of water to its members. Boston’s 
requirements were 116,054,000 gallons per day in 1960, or 166 gallons per 
capita. Under present rates the consumer pays the City one cent for 
373 gallons of pure water. 


The Division maintains and operates a high pressure fire service for the 
central business section of Boston.

The Public Improvement Commission was established May 1, 1954. 
This Commission was assigned many of the powers and duties of the 
former Board of Street Commissioners, including the authority to lay out, 
widen, relocate, alter, or discontinue highways, and to order specific repairs 
to be made therein; to name or rename public highways and private ways; 
to order the construction of sanitary sewers and storm drains; to take land 
by eminent domain for municipal purposes (except for Public Housing and 
Off-Street Parking) ; to permit the opening of private ways for public travel; 
to levy assessments for street, sidewalk, and sewer betterments and to 
issue permits for the location of wire-carrying poles, conduits, pipes, tracks, 
and similar uses of the public ways. 


The administration functions include the processing of petitions, arrang- 
ing public hearing, preparing estimates and orders relating to land damages 
and street and sewer betterments, preparing orders for the laying out of 
streets and the construction of streets and sewers, for eminent domain 
land takings, and for the granting of permits for use of public highways, 
erection of poles, etc.

The Boston Retirement System was established on February 1, 1923, 
under the provisions of Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, which was 
accepted by the Mayor and City Council in August, 1922. 


An additional retirement system for city and county employees was 
provided by Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945. This act was accepted by 
the City Council June 3, 1946, and approved by the Mayor June 5, 1946. 
The new system, designated as the State-Boston Retirement System, 
went into effect October 1, 1946. Every employee appointed after that 
date becomes a member of the new system. 


Both systems are administered by a Retirement Board consisting of 
Walter J. Malloy, appointed by the Mayor for a term of three years; 
Joseph P. Lally, City Auditor, ex officio; and Thomas J. McGrimley, elected 
by members of the system. The Board serves without compensation.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. By Stat. 1957, Chap. 253, the Commission was reorganized. 
The traffic commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, and until the quali- 
fication of his successor, receives compensation established by the Mayor 
and City Council, and may be removed by the Mayor. The associate 
commissioners receive no compensation. 

The commissioner may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission. 


* For a term expiring on the first Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a Mayor is elected. 
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The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 1,176 one-way 
streets, 1,858 no-parking regulations, and 475 stop streets. The com- 
mission maintains 443 traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected 
systems in downtown Boston, 41,093 traffic signs, and one hundred and 
eighty-five (185) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, including 
crosswalks, center lines, lanes, lines and stop lines are maintained by the 
commission. Eleven hundred and forty-two (1,142) loading zones, requir- 
ing 35,079 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting to 
$50,501 are collected for the establishment and maintenance of these 
loading zones. The commission also maintains 8,009 parking meters. It 
is anticipated that approximately $418,000 will be taken in as revenue 
during the year 1960.

The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds for the payment or 
redemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May 1. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes. It also prohibits the depositing of City or 
County money in any bank of which any member of the Board of Sinking 
Funds Commissioners is an officer, director or agent. 

Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 placed the Board of Commissioners 
of Sinking Funds in the Treasury Department but not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Collector-Treasurer.

The Veterans’ Services Department was established as a department of 
the City of Boston by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, and 
is under the charge of a Commissioner who is appointed by the Mayor. 
This department performs the functions formerly performed by the 
Department of Veterans’ Services, which it replaces. The Commissioner 
exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of state and city benefits 
to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as 
were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his 
direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their dependents of the 
Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War I, World War II, and 
for service with Armed Forces from June 25, 1950, through January 31, 
1955, inclusive. 

This department provides information, advice and assistance to veterans 
of all wars, to enable them to procure the benefits to which they are en- 
titled relative to employment, vocational and educational opportunities, 
hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other veterans’ benefits.

By the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, there was placed in 
this department an officer, known as the Supervisor of Veterans’ Graves 
and Registration, who is appointed by the Mayor and who has the powers 
and performs the duties from time to time conferred or imposed by general 
laws applicable to Boston on persons appointed under Section 9 of Chapter 
115 of the General Laws. This officer is not subject to the supervision or 
control of the Veterans’ Benefits and Services Commissioner, but, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Mayor, such officer shall not communicate with 
the Mayor, or make any annual or other report, except through such 
commissioner.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘“‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issued annual reports. In 1921 the name of the Board was changed 
to Overseers of the Public Welfare. In 1954 the official name of the de- 
partment was changed to the Welfare Department. 

The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1960, was $1,058,456.72, the annual income from 
which ($37,489.18 in 1960) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 

In charge of the Overseers is the Temporary Home on Chardon street 
for temporarily destitute women and children, opened in 1857.

SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE 
[Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 


These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
36 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9 A.M. and 1.30 P.m., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES 


Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in charge 
of 1 school physician assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 
1 otologist, 52 school physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 8 school medi- 
cal aids, and 1 sanitary engineer. 


Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 75 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 64 school nurses (including 9 high schools), and 
1 nurse assigned to the otologist.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 


In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under 
their control. 


The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year; 
the estimated income for the current year, and the unexpended balance 
in the separate fund under Chap. 71-47. The appropriation for 1960 is 
$689,687. 


The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director; 1 associate 
director; 1 assistant director; 4 elementary supervisors; 5 instructors of 
military science; 1 armorer; 36 women and 37 men instructors of physical 
education ; 61 teacher coaches of athletics, high schools; 18 teacher coaches 
of athletics, junior high schools; 29 assistant teacher coaches, 35 play 
teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE 


By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
and practical arts courses in the evening elementary schools. 


For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the 
School Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 


There are co-operative industrial courses in eight high schools, as fol- 
lows: Boston Technical High (printing), Brighton (automobile mechanics), 
Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (woodwork and upholstery), East 
Boston (machine shop), Hyde Park (machine shop), Jamaica Plain (agri- 
culture), and South Boston (sheet metal and auto body). 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 
Industrial arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: East Boston High School, Hyde Park High School, Roslindale 
High School, and South Boston High School. 
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There are 151 shops, including 8 classrooms used for drafting, in ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, in which the following named subjects 
are taught: drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop, print- 
ing, sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 


Cardboard construction and handcrafts in the fourth and fifth grades, 
although taught by classroom teachers, are supervised by the department. 


Gardening is conducted by the department as summer activity on a 
seven-acre plot of City of Boston property in Woburn. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


In the Home Economics Department there are 145 teachers, an assist- 
ant director and a director. 

There are 10 high schools offering courses in Home Economics: Brigh- 
ton, Charlestown, Dorchester High, East Boston, Girls’ High, Hyde Park 
High, Jamaica Plain, Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale, and South Boston. 


In the high schools of Boston there are 8 appointed teachers of clothing; 
1 teacher assigned from Trade High, 1 teacher assigned from Junior High, 
1 teacher assigned from Elementary, 2 provisional teachers of clothing, 2 
temporary teachers of clothing, 5 appointed teachers of foods, 1 teacher 
assigned from Junior High, and 1 provisional teacher of foods. There are 
15 standard clothing laboratories, 8 foods laboratories, and 4 home eco- 
nomics suites. 

In the junior high there are 33 teachers of foods, including one teacher 
assigned to Special Class Occupational Center, and one teacher assigned 
from Trade High School. There are 81 elementary and junior high school 
teachers of clothing, including 1 teacher assigned from Trade High, 1 
teacher assigned to Horace Mann, 1 teacher assigned to Elementary Edu- 
cation, and 1 teacher assigned from Science. There are also 2 provisional 
and 4 temporary teachers having home economics programs. There are 
3 home economics teachers at the M. Gertrude Godvin school. 

There are 46 rooms equipped for instruction in foods, 16 of these have 
adjoining suites. There are 117 classrooms equipped for the teaching of 
clothing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS 


There are seven evening high schools: Brighton, Central (English High 
Schoolhouse) Dorchester (Jeremiah E. Burke Schoolhouse), East Boston 
(Joseph H. Barnes Schoolhouse), Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston Clerical 
Schoolhouse), and South Boston. These schools, the sessions of which 
are held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock, are 
conducted in the several high schoolhouses of the districts named. All 
but the Central High are commercial schools. 

There are eight evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 

North End and Codman Square Evening Elementary Schools meet on 
Monday and Wednesday evenings from 7 to 10 o’clock. 
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There is one evening trade school, Boston Evening Trade School, with 
two branches located in the Brighton High and South Boston High School- 
houses. These schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 
from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS 


In the Abraham Lincoln School there are classes for immigrants where 
instruction in the English language is provided, classes being conducted 
daily (except Saturday) for three hours in the forenoon and two in the 
afternoon. 


COMPULSORY SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


All children fourteen to sixteen years of age employed under an em- 
ployment permit or released from regular school attendance under a 
Home Permit are required by law to attend a course of instruction in 
education four hours per week. These children are assigned to the William 
Blackstone Junior High School, 33 Blossom Street, West End, for the 
equivalent of a continuation school education. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL, AND CIVIC 
PURPOSES 


In 1912 the School Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic, 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. 
Under this arrangement there are now thirteen School Centers, each 
having a manager and largely attended on two evenings a week. More 
than 125 school buildings are also used by non-school center groups. 


Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, 
etc., basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by 
the Election Department as polling places, lighting and custodian service 
being paid by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS 


The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff 
of the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. 


These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired before the estab- 
lishment of the Boston Retirement System, or who have not become 
members of the Boston Retirement System or State-Boston Retirement 
System. 
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The School Committee is authorized to provide for these pensions by 
appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, which, to- 
gether with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the amount of 
reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropriation of accrued 
interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay pensions for 
the year. 

On December 31, 1960, the Permanent School Pension Fund amounted 
to $354,202.93 and 193 retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund association, started in 1900. 
is at present paying $120 per year to 1,308 annuitants, the total amount 
of its fund on August 31, 1960, being $2,440,637.40. At that date 2,177 
teachers were contributing $24 per year to the Fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?”’ there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 

By the provisions of the Act, the board ‘“‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 

Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 

The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investiga- 
tion of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and homi- 
cides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police work 
and investigation: Banking, express thieves, general investigation, 
hotels, narcotics, vice, obscene literature, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop 
keepers and dealers in second-hand articles, pickpockets, domestic rela- 
tions, retail stores. A night motor patrol squad performs duty throughout 
the city, to prevent, so far as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts 
of violence or other serious crimes have been committed, to arrest and 
prosecute the offenders. Criminal identification, fingerprints and photo- 
graphs, missing persons, warrants and summonses are handled by this 
Bureau. The Bureau also handles cases of fugitives from justice and con- 
ducts hundreds of investigations during the course of a year for various 
police departments throughout the United States and foreign countries. 
Further, it cooperates in every way possible with outside police depart- 
ments in the investigation of crime and prosecution of criminals. Super- 
vision of the daily line-up of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is 
conducted by this Bureau. 

The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable comparison with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies epi within the city and all 
Feporte of investigation of these felonies. 
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The Central Complaint and Records Bureau records all complaints, 
crimes, arrests and incidents on IBM equipment. It supervises the de- 
velopment and maintenance of the system of operations of the Depart- 
ment, including two police broadcasting stations, ‘‘KCA860,” located at 
Police Headquarters and on the roof of the new Courthouse Building, 
Pemberton Square, the latter station being operated by remote control 
from Police Headquarters. 


These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 


The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 128 police cars, 6 police boats, and 30 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, equipped with two-way radio tele- 
phone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through all 
parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 


The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 


committing crime. 


The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 a.m. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown section of the city. 


The Superintendent of Buildings is charged with the care of all police 
buildings. Orders for building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., are issued by this office. 


The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of lost, stolen and 
abandoned property, money or other property alleged to have been illegally 
obtained, and all articles and property taken from persons arrested for 
any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized liquor and gaming 
implements which come into possession of the Department. 


Orders for supplies, uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 


The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following patrol boats are used in this service: the 
“William H. Pierce” and the “‘ William H. McShane,” both 38-foot crafts; 
a Chris-Craft 16-foot speedboat, the ‘Warren C. Perkins”’; the “Argus,” 
a 28-foot craft; ‘Patrol Boat 63,” a 63-foot sea-rescue craft, and “Patrol 
Boat 45,” a 45-foot sea-rescue boat. 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 


On January 1, 1961, the police force numbered 2,763.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The mem- 
bers of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, and picnic groves. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit’’. 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
“‘retail vendors of soft drinks.” 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. 

By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to no others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
druggist and package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a 
hearing. 

By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof. 

By Statutes of 1953, Chapter 622, in addition to the notice which the 
Licensing Board for the City of Boston is required by law to give to the 
public concerning applications for new licenses, under Sections 12, 15 or 
30A of Chapter 138 of the General Laws, and applications for transfer of 
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location of said licenses, it shall also give notice of such applications to the 
state representatives of each representative district affected by the appli- 
cation, and also to such persons, groups, and organizations as have for- 
mally requested in writing that such notice be given them for license 
applications in a designated representative district.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of citizens being named therein to act for the City 
in the control of the Franklin Fund and in maintaining the Franklin 
Technical Institute as an independent technical institute for adults. 

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to “the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed “under the direction of the Select Men, 
united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to “young married artificers, under the Age of twenty-five 
years.” 
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Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to one hundred and thirty-one 
thousand Pounds ‘‘of which,” he says, ‘‘I would have the Managers then 
lay out at their discretion one hundred thousand Pounds in Public Works 
which may be judged of most general utility to the Inhabitants ; 
The remaining thirty-one thousand Pounds I would have continued to be 
let out on interest in the manner above directed for another hundred 
years . . . At the end of this second Term, if no unfortunate acci- 
dent has prevented the operation the sum will be Four millions and Sixty- 
one thousand Pounds Sterling, of which I leave one Million sixty-one 
Thousand Pounds to the Disposition of the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston, and Three Millions to the disposition of the Government of the 
state, not presuming to carry my views farther.”” The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 


A futile suit brought by the Franklin Heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
“Selectmen”, $329,300.48 ({3¢ of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, 
for ‘“‘the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Tech- 
nical Institute and for the equipment of the same.’’ Owing to a series of 
complications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. 
Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of 
the persons then acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered 
an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373) to the effect that the 
three ministers were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but 
that the Aldermen did not succeed the ‘Selectmen’ as Managers and 
had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under its general power 
to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, nine 
Managers to take the place of the “Selectmen” and provided in the 
decree of the Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ex officio. 
Successors to the other eight are appointed by the Court. In 1908 the 
Franklin Fund Managers were incorporated as Franklin Foundation by 
the special act already referred to which was clarified by amendments 
in 1927 and 1953. In 1931 the Court held the incorporation to be con- 
stitutional, since it did not change the composition or duties with respect 
to the Franklin Fund of the Board of Managers, and answered various 
questions which had been raised (276 Mass. 549). 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the ex- 
pendable portion of the Franklin Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. 
Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only the annual income from this fund 
has been used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 
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In 1906 the City appropriated $100,000, raised by a 20-year loan, to 
purchase a building site of about 16,000 square feet at the corner of 
Appleton and Berkeley Streets. On January 31, 1907, the amount avail- 
able to be “laid out” by the Managers was $438,741.98 and in that year 
the Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected and equipped at 
a cost of $438,528.80. It was opened in September, 1908, as a Technical 
Institute to train young men and women for positions of supervision in 
industry. In 1941 the name was legally changed to Franklin Technical 
Institute. In 1957, the Board of Collegiate Authority of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts voted to confirm the action of a vote of the 
Members of the Franklin Foundation to confer the Degree of Associate 
in Engineering upon qualified graduates of Franklin Technical Institute. 
It is maintained partly by tuition fees ($338,058 for the fiscal year 1960), 
and income from the previously mentioned funds (7.e., the Andrew Car- 
negie donation and the Storrow bequest). Educational programs are 
offered which are accredited by the Engineers’ Council for Professional 
Development. The building contains 13 classrooms, 4 drafting rooms, 
3 shops and 10 laboratories. There is also an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 927. Eight hundred (800) adult students received instruc- 
tion at evening sessions and 524 in day courses during the school year of 
1960. 

The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 
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At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the Collector-Treasurer; all collections and receipts are 
handled by the Collector-Treasurer; and the examination of all bills and 
demands rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all 
expenditures and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor, 


Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, and at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Harvard Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper 
instruction, to better the living and health conditions of the communities 
in the congested districts. 


A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 19385, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 


In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 


On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere— made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 
locations: 


Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End 
London and Decatur Streets, in Kast Boston 
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Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury 


This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 

Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 


Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park. 

Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty Heights, 
Charlestown 

Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park 

War Memorial Center in the Fens 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Commercial 
street, North End Park 

War Memorial, Veterans Section, Mt. Hope Cemetery

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $50 per day for the Chairman, 
and $40 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas. With the approval 
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of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such substandard conditions. 


FEDERALLY-AIDED DEVELOPMENTS 


Fifteen Federally-aided developments consisting of 10,156 units in the 
City are now operated by the Authority for the housing of low-income 
families, preference being given to veterans and servicemen. The de- 
velopment in the Bay View section which was constructed by the Au- 
thority was subsequently sold to the federal government to house war 
workers. It was operated by the Authority, under lease from the Federal 
government, and tenancy was later restricted to veterans and servicemen 
with families. On December 31, 1956 title was given to the Authority 
with the development to be used to house low-income families. 

Old Harbor Village, South Boston, the only development built and 
owned by the Federal government, was leased to the Authority to house 
low-income families on May 1, 1938. On December 31, 1958 title to it was 
given to the Authority. 

StaTE-AIDED DEVELOPMENTS 


The basic Housing Authority Law was amended in 1948 by Chapter 200. 
This legislation provided for State aid to local authorities in building homes 
for veterans’ families of low income by means of State guarantee of the 
principal and interest on local housing authority notes or bonds issued for 
this purpose and annual subsidy by the State not to exceed two and one- 
half per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. Veterans of World 
War II, and other veterans with families of low income, receive preference 
in this program in that order. . 

Under this legislation, 3,681 dwelling units have been built and occupied 
in ten developments. 

PLANNING AND DEVELOPING 

Local housing authorities are now empowered to build housing for 
elderly persons of low income. The Mayor and the City Council have 
approved erection of an additional 400 apartments under the Federally- 
aided program for this purpose, comprising six developments ranging 
from 44 to 96 units. Under the State-aided program 80 apartments are 
in the development stage. 

One of the Federally-aided developments is now under construction. 
The remainder, including the State-aided development, are scheduled for 
construction some time prior to the summer of 1961.

The Boston Redevelopment Authority, established in accordance with 
Gen. Laws, Chap. 121, as amended by Chap. 150, Acts of 1957, has the 
sole responsibility for urban renewal projects in the City of Boston. 


The Authority was organized in September 1957 and received its cer- 
tificate of organization from the Secretary of the Commonwealth on 
October 4, 1957. 

Under the provisions of the Housing Act of 1949, as amended, the Fed- 
eral Housing and Home Finance Agency is authorized to enter into con- 
tracts with local redevelopment authorities to finance slum clearance and 
urban renewal projects. Two thirds of the net project costs of an urban 
renewal project may be obtained from the Federal Government, the re- 
maining one third must be provided by the local government. 


Recent amendments to Chapter 121 of the General Laws provide 
authority for local communities to carry out urban renewal without 
Federal aid. 


Under Chapter 652, Acts of 1960, the City Planning Board was abolished 
and all its staff transferred to the Authority, and the functions, duties and 
responsibilities for general city planning assumed by the Authority. 

The Authority is presently engaged in a series of projects in various 
stages of planning and execution. A brief description of each project 
is detailed below: 

New York Streets Project, UR Mass. 2-1. All land acquisition, reloca- 
tion of families, demolition, grading and site improvement work com- 
pleted. The cleared land was sold in 1957 to the Cerel-Druker Rede- 
velopment Corporation. Four new buildings have been erected on the 
site for the Boston Herald-Traveler Corp., Graybar Electric Co., West- 
inghouse Electric Co. and Transit Insurance Co. Over 80 per cent of the 
land has been developed in the past three years. 


West End Project, UR Mass. 2-3. Relocation of the 2,555 families 
residing in the project area was completed in October, 1960. All but 5 of 
the 876 buildings in the area have been demolished. Charles River Park, 
Inc., developers of the site, broke ground in March, 1960, for the first 
group of residential buildings. Construction should be completed early 
in 1962 on this 5}-acre tract of land, located at Charles and Allen streets. 
The Retina Foundation, an institution devoted to research and investi- 
gative work on the human eye, undertook construction of a new building 
in June, 1960, for a building on a 35,000 square-foot tract of land abutting 
on Staniford street. The Boston Public Library has plans for a new 
branch facility to be located on Cambridge street. Construction is ex- 
pected to start in 1961. 
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Whitney Redevelopment Area. The Authority acquired all land in this 
74-acre site in July, 1960. Relocation of the 284 families was over 50 per 
cent complete as of December 31, 1960. Demolition started in October, 
1960, and should be complete in 1961. Present plans call for the area to 
be redeveloped for residential use. Private limited dividend corporations, 
operating under Chapter 121A of the General Laws, as amended, plan to 
erect three buildings to contain about 800 apartments for middle income 
families. This project is being executed without Federal financial as- 
sistance. 


Government Center. The Authority received a planning advance of 
$185,731 in September, 1960, to complete the surveys and plans for a 
56-acre tract of blighted commercial land in the Scollay, Dock, and Hay- 
market square area. The cleared land will be used for a new City Hall, 
Federal office building, a complex of buildings for the Commonwealth, 
integrated with private commercial structures. This project is con- 
sidered to be the most vital in Boston’s urban renewal program and its 
successful execution deemed essential to restoring and maintaining values 
in the central core area. 


Washington Park. In July, 1960, the Authority received a Federal plan- 
ning advance of $143,461 to undertake studies in the Washington Park 
section of Roxbury. This is scheduled to be Boston’s first major effort at 
rehabilitation and conservation. The area contains about 186 acres, 
bounded by Warren, Townsend, Washington and Dudley streets. Final 
planning should be completed in 1961 and an application for a loan and 
grant contract submitted to the Urban Renewal Administration. The 
Authority has received excellent co-operation and the wholehearted support 
of many civic and neighborhood groups in Roxbury on this undertaking. 


Mattapan. A proposal has been received from a large real estate de- 
veloper to undertake a project in a predominately open land area of 
Mattapan off Cummins Highway. Following further studies to determine 
feasibility and marketability, the Authority will submit application for 
the project to the Mayor and City Council. 


General Neighborhood Renewal Plans. Late in 1960 the Authority 
received approval from the Urban Renewal Administration to undertake 
General Neighborhood Renewal Plans for ten sections of the city. Under 
the provisions of these ten contracts a total of $2,037,250 of planning 
funds will be made available as follows:

Capital Grant funds of $29,192,453 has been earmarked by the Federal 
Government for specific projects to be delineated following planning 
studies. Provisions for General Neighborhood Renewal Plans were en- 
acted by the Congress in September, 1959, in an amendment to the U. 8. 
Housing Act of 1949. A project embracing at least 10 per cent of the 
Plan area must be undertaken promptly upon completion of the Plan and 
the preparation of the Urban Renewal Plan for the project. 


Prudential Center. Chapter 121A of the General Laws as amended by 
Chapter 652, Acts of 1960, has made it possible for the Prudential In- 
surance Co. to undertake steps which should result in the resumption of 
work on this project. Upon receipt of an application by the developer, 
the Authority may declare the site to be a “‘blighted open area” and 
approve a plan for the redevelopment of the site. Consummation of the 
proposed plan will be a major step in sparking the building trades industry 
and the general economic welfare of the City.

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The Board is known as the Auditorium Commission and consists of 
five officers known as Auditorium Commissioners, who shall be residents 
of the City of Boston and appointed by the Mayor as follows: One com- 
missioner from three candidates nominated by the City of Boston Hotel 
Association, one commissioner from three candidates nominated by the 
Boston Real Estate Board, one commissioner from three candidates 
nominated by the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, and two com- 
missioners selected at large by the Mayor. As the term of any com- 
missioner expires, his successor shall be appointed in like manner as 
such commissioner for a term of five years.

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Until the completion of the construction of a new city hall, there shall 
be in the city a board, known as the Government Center Commission 
consisting of the Director of Administrative Services of the City, and the 
Commissioner of Public Works of the City, ex officiis, one member ap- 
pointed by the Mayor to serve at his pleasure, pursuant to Stat. 1960, 
Chap. 652, Sect. 12, and four other members appointed by the Mayor 
of the City, as follows: one from three candidates nominated by the 
Associated General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc., one from three 
candidates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and 
Vicinity, one from three candidates nominated by the Boston Society of 
Architects, and one selected at large by the Mayor.

The members 
of the Government Center Commission shall serve without compensation 
but shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 


The Government Center Commission shall have the power and duty to 
acquire in the name and behalf of the City by purchase or gift from the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority or otherwise or to request the Public 
Improvement Commission of the City to so acquire by eminent domain 
under G. L. Chapter 79 or Chapter 80A from said authority or otherwise, 
a suitable site for a new city hall for the City, and, in acquiring the whole 
or any part of such site from said authority, to assume in the name of the 
City any and all obligations imposed by or under the aforesaid section 
26 LL. Subject to the provisions of sections 44A to 44L, inclusive, of 
Chapter 149 of the General Laws and the provisions of section 6 of Chapter 
418 of the Acts of 1890, as respectively amended, the Government Center 
Commission shall also have the power and duty to contract in the name and 
behalf of said City for the preparation of such site and the planning and 
construction thereon and the original equipping and furnishing of such new 
city hall.

This organization was incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts 
on October 25, 1915. 

The incorporators were twenty-one in number and included, besides 
the Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the City Auditor, City Treasurer, 
Park Commissioner, the Principal Assessor and fifteen other city employees 
occupying responsible positions. 

Since its incorporation the Credit Union has been functioning for the 
benefit of the city employee by the promotion of thrift among its mem- 
bers and the loaning of money to members in need of financial assistance. 
These loans are made at a low rate of interest, saving the borrower from 
the exorbitant rates charged by loan agencies. During 1959 loans made 
to members amounted to $2,158,999.50 and a total of $30,415,698.00 has 
been loaned since organization. Approximately 90 per cent of the bor- 
rowers have their weekly loan payment deducted from their salary by 
means of the payroll deduction plan. 

The Credit Union at the present time has assets of $1,270,076.91 and 
reserves of $183,940.77, with 11,078 members, 5,138 of which are borrowers. 

Most departments of the City or County government are represented 
on the board of directors which consists of 21 members. Seven of these 
directors are elected each year for a three-year term.

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 


The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 


A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were “substantially completed” and in “actual use,’’ and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. ‘ 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1961, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and for 
the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 


Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes be 
met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for the Cemetery Division, Parks and Recreation 
Department be met by the income from trust funds and departmental 
revenue, and any excess over income from taxes; that appropriations for 
the maintenance and operation of parking meters and the regulation of 
parking and other traffic activities incident thereto, be met by the income 
from parking meter fees; that the other appropriations hereinafter speci- 
fied be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of 
business on December 31, 1960, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust or special 
appropriation; by the income of the financial year beginning January 1, 
1961; by taxes on the polls and estates in the City of Boston; and by the 
proceeds of any duly authorized loans. 


Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any de- 
partment or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation be 
expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several contribu- 
tors thereof. 


Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, and 
all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax for the 
year 1961, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the Common- 
wealth, shall be due and payable on July 1, 1961. Interest shall be charged 
at the rate of 4 per cent per annum and computed from October 1, 1961, 
on all real estate and personal property taxes remaining unpaid after 
November 1, 1961, and assessed and payable in the year 1961, before said 
November 1, 1961, until such taxes are paid.

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ORDINANCES OF 1961, CHAPTER 1. 
REORGANIZING THE ASSESSING DEPARTMENT 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-one. 


Be zt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SecTION 1. The first paragraph of section 5 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby 
amended by striking out clause (2) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause: — 

(2) The commissioner of assessing, thirteen thousand 
five hundred dollars; the two associate commissioners of 
assessing, twelve thousand dollars each; and the member 
of the board of review in the assessing department 
appointed from the public at large, ninety-seven hundred 
and fifty dollars. 


SECTION 2. Said section 5 is hereby amended by 
striking out the last paragraph and inserting in place 
thereof the following three paragraphs: — 

The person in the service of the real estate appraisal 
division of the assessing department serving ew officio on 
the board of review in said department shall, while so 
serving, receive as compensation for his services as 
chairman and a member of said board, in addition to the 
compensation for his regular service in said division, the 
amount, if any, by which such compensation is exceeded 
by the maximum compensation for an office allocated to 
Grade No. 43 of the compensation plan from time to 
time in effect for the county; and the person in the 
service of the statistical research division of said depart- 
ment serving ea officio on said board shall, while so 
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serving, receive as compensation for his services on said 
board, in addition to the compensation for his regular 
service in said division, the amount, if any, by which 
such compensation is exceeded by the maximum com- 
pensation for an office allocated to Grade No. 38 of such 
compensation plan. 

The deputy assessors shall be compensated as if they 
held an office allocated to Grade No. 40 of the compensa- 
tion plan from time to time in effect for the county; 
assistant assessors lawfully required to devote at least 
thirty-five hours a week to their work shall be compen- 
sated as if they held an office allocated to Grade No. 30 
of said compensation plan; and other assistant assessors 
shall be compensated as if they held an office allocated to 
Grade No. 15 of said compensation plan. 


The auctioneer in the real property department shall 
be compensated as if he held a position allocated to 
Grade No. 30 of the compensation plan from time to 
time in effect for the county. 


SEcTION 3. The first sentence of section 1 of chapter 4 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by 
striking out the word “assessor’’ and inserting in place 
thereof the words: — commissioner of assessing. 


Section 4. The Revised Ordinances of 1961 are 
hereby amended by striking out chapter 5 and inserting 
in place thereof the following chapter: — 


CHAPTER 5. 


ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. Department and Divisions. There shall be 
in the city a department, known as the Assessing De- 
partment, which shall be under the charge of a board 
consisting of an officer, known as the Commissioner of 
Assessing, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
and of two other officers, known as Associate Commis- 
sioners of Assessing, each appointed by the mayor for a 
like term. The mayor shall from time to time by a 
writing filed with the city clerk designate one of the 
associate commissioners of assessing as the associate 
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commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises and 
the other as the associate commissioner of assessing for 
poll taxes. 

Said board shall divide the assessing department from 
time to time into a real estate appraisal division, a 
statistical research division, and such other divisions as 
said board shall adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. 


Section 2. Powers and Duties of Commissioner of 
Assessing. The commissioner of assessing shall, for the 
assessing department including the board of review, 
exclusively have the power, and perform the duties, 
conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence 
immediately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance 
with respect to the acquisition and disposal of property, 
the making of contracts, and the appointment, suspen- 
sion, discharge, compensation and indemnification of 
subordinates. The commissioner of assessing shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by law on the assessor and the board of review 
in the assessing department in existence immediately 
prior to the taking effect of this ordinance with respect 
to taxes other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, 
and shall further have the powers and perform the 
duties from time to time conferred or imposed on 
assessors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws 
applicable to Boston with respect to taxes other than poll 
and motor vehicle excise taxes. 


Section 3. Powers and Duties of Associate Commis- 
stoners of Assessing. The associate commissioners of 
assessing shall have the powers and perform the duties 
conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence 
immediately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance 
with respect, in the case of the associate commissioner of 
assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties from time 
to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in 
Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston 
with respect, in the case of the associate commissioner of 
assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes. In 
addition, each associate commissioner of assessing may, 
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at such time as he shall have been so authorized by 
written designation signed by the commissioner of 
assessing, approved by the mayor and filed with the city 
clerk and such authorization shall not have been re- 
voked in like manner, exercise the powers and perform 
the duties of commissioner of assessing in relation to 
such matters as may be specified in such designation. 
In the event of the absence, disability or vacaney in 
office of an associate commissioner of assessing, the 
powers and duties conferred or imposed upon him by or 
under this section shall be exercised and performed by 
the other associate commissioner of assessing. 


Section 4. Board of Review. There shall be in the 
assessing department a board, known as the Board of 
Review, consisting of (1) such person in the service of 
the real estate appraisal division of the assessing de- 
partment as the mayor, by a writing filed with the city 
clerk after the commencement of a municipal year, 
shall designate to serve ex officio on said board at his 
pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, shall 
be chairman of said board, (2) such person in the service 
of the statistical research division of the assessing depart- 
ment as the mayor in like manner shall designate to 
serve ex officio on said board at his pleasure during such 
year, and (3) such person as the mayor shall appoint 
from the public at large to serve on said board for a 
term expiring on the first Monday of the January follow- 
ing the next biennial municipal election at which a 
mayor is elected. 


It shall be the duty of the board of review to review 
every application for the abatement of a real estate or 
personal property tax and report to the commissioner 
of assessing its findings and recommendations with 
respect thereto, including such suggestion for settle- 
ment, if any, as, after discussion with the applicant, the 
board may think proper. 


Section 5. Application for Abatement. livery appli- 
cation for abatement filed with the assessing department 
shall be deemed to be filed with, and shall be forthwith 
transmitted to, in the case of an application for the 
abatement of a real estate or personal property tax, the 
commissioner of assessing, in the case of an application 
for the abatement of a motor vehicle excise tax, the 
associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle 
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excises, and in the case of an application for the abate- 
ment of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assess- 
ing for poll taxes. 


SecTION 5. The assessor and the board of review in 
existence in the assessing department immediately 
prior to the taking effect of this ordinance are hereby 
abolished; and the powers and duties of said assessor in 
relation to motor vehicle excise taxes, and all appropria- 
tions relating thereto, are hereby transferred to the 
associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle 
excises; and the powers and duties of said assessor in 
relation to poll taxes, and all appropriations relating 
thereto, are hereby transferred to the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes; and all other powers 
and duties of said assessor, with all appropriations 
relating thereto, and the powers and duties of said 
board of review, with all appropriations relating thereto, 
are hereby transferred to the commissioner of assessing. 


SecTION 6. Section 19 of chapter 28 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by striking out, 
in the last sentence, the word ‘‘assessor”’ and inserting 
in place thereof the words: — commissioner of assessing. 


SecTION 7. Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by striking out, 
in clause (1), the words ‘‘of the board of review in the 
assessing department” and inserting in place thereof the 
words: — to the commissioner of assessing —, and by 
striking out, wherever appearing in clauses (6), (7), (8) 
and (9), the word ‘assessor’? and inserting in place 
thereof in each instance the words: — commissioner of 
assessing —, and by striking out, in clause (345), the 
words “‘assessor of Boston” and inserting in place thereof 
the words: — commissioner of assessing. 


Secrion 8. Every person holding an office or position 
subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, if the 
office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or regis- 
tration to a similar office or position with similar status 
in a new department or agency, or division of either, 
created, or a department or agency, or division of either, 
not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such person 
shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights to 
retirement with pension that shall have accrued or would 
thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be deemed 
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to have been continuous to the same extent as if such 
abolition had not taken place. As used in this section, 
the term “agency” shall be construed as defined in 
section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as amended 
by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953. 


Section 9. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or special law or otherwise, an 
office or position subject to the civil service laws and 
rules shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, 
be without a similar office or position or be reduced in 
rank or compensation.

INCREASING THE FEES FOR CERTAIN STREET 
OCCUPANCY PERMITS 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-one. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Section 1. Clause (316) of section 1 of chapter 30 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended 
by striking out the first sentence and inserting in place 
thereof the following sentence:—The fees for an annual 
permit granted by the public improvement commission 
under section 8 of chapter 85 of the General Laws for 
the permanent projection over a public way of an 
awning, canopy or marquee shall be, in the case of an 
awning, canopy or marquee without sign, a primary fee 
of $15.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 for each hundred 
square feet of public way covered thereby, and in the 
case of an awning, canopy or marquee with sign, a 
primary fee of $25.00 and an additional fee of $1.00 for 
each hundred square feet of public way covered thereby 
and a further additional fee of $1.00 for each twenty 
square feet of the face area of the sign or signs de- 
termined by aggregating the face area of each sign as 
computed without regard to its shape by multiplying 
its maximum height by its maximum width within the 
limits of the public way; provided, however, that the 
primary fee for a renewal permit for which the fee is 
paid on or before the expiry date of the permit renewed 
shall be, in the case of an awning, canopy or marquee 
without sign, $10.00, and in the case of an awning, 
canopy or marquee with sign, $15.00. 
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SECTION 2. Clause (325) of said section 1 is hereby 
amended by striking out the first sentence and inserting 
in place thereof the following sentence:—The fees for 
an annual permit granted by the public improvement 
commission under section 8 of chapter 85 of the General 
Laws for the placement on; or the projection over, a 
public way of a sign, advertising device, clock or other 
like structure shall be a primary fee of $10.00 and an 
additional fee of $1.00 for each twenty square feet of 
the total face area thereof determined by aggregating 
the area of each face as computed without regard to 
its shape by multiplying its maximum height by its 
maximum width within the limits of the public way; 
provided, however, that the primary fee for a renewal 
permit for which the fee is paid on or before the expiry 
date of the permit renewed shall be $5.00.

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FREEDOM’S DESTINY 


INDEPENDENCE DAY ORATION, 1961 


BY EDWARD M. KENNEDY 


ASSISTANT DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
OF SUFFOLK COUNTY 


Your Honor, Mayor Collins, Mr. Chairman, Rev- 
erend Clergy, Distinguished Guests, and My 
Fellow Citizens. 


To speak in this hall of halls, on this day of 
days, is an honor to which I make no pretense of 
being equal. What orator would not be awed to 
speak where Webster spoke—and Everett and 
Choate and Garrison and Wendell Philips? What 
patriot would not be moved to stand where Otis 
stood—and Hancock, Warren, Quincy, and John 
Quincy Adams? 

It was here, just 200 years ago, that the first 
sparks of independence were fanned by James 
Otis in his eloquent denunication of the colonial 
writs of assistance. 

It was here in 1774, one year before Lexington 
and Coneord, that John Hancock, in saluting the 
fourth anniversary of the Boston Massacre, vowed 
his eternal enmity to tyranny. 
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IT could go on. The list is endless. My hope 
was to select one speaker and one speech as a 
keynote to my own. But the wisest historian would 
be hard put to name the most memorable event that 
has occurred in this ‘‘cradle of liberty,’’ less than 
200 years ago a meeting place of the revolution, 
more than 100 years ago the fountainhead of anti- 
slavery sentiment. And the most erudite scholar 
of rhetoric would be equally hard put to judge 
who, of the many orators heard in this hall, deserves 
to be called the most eloquent. 

Was it Horace Mann, 119 years ago today, 
urging the establishment of schools ‘‘for the edu- 
eation of the whole people’’? ‘‘Pour out light and 
truth,’’ he declared, in words still meaningful today, 
‘fas God pours out sunshine and rain. Collect 
whatever of talent, or erudition, or eloquence, or 
authority the broad land can supply—and go forth 
and teach this people.’’ 

Or was it Daniel Webster, in 1826, with this 
great hall draped in black, paying a moving tribute 
to John Adams and Thomas Jefferson, whose lives 
had fittingly ended a month earlier on the same day, 
on the 50th anniversary of the independence they 
had struggled to achieve? 

Or should this distinction be awarded to Charles 
Sumner’s famous address on the Emancipation 
Proclamation—or Edward Everett’s eulogy to 
Lafayette—or Wendell Phillips’ biting attack on 
those who compromised with slavery ? 
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If our search is for words which have meaning 
today—if we want above all to recall some message 
which befits our generation in our time, then per- 
haps we should go back to July 4, 1793, and young 
John Quiney Adams. The nation was brand new. 
Its wars at last seemed over. But, said John 
Quincy, ‘‘Should the voice of our country’s calamity 
ever call us to her relief, we swear by the precious 
memory of the sages who toiled and of the heroes 
who bled at her defense that we will prove ourselves 
not unworthy of the prize which they so dearly 
purchased.’’ 


From such moving annals of eloquence, from 
so famed a roster of patriots, how can one be selected 
above others? Massachusetts is proud of all her 
forebears—enriched by the history they made—in- 
spired by the grandeur of their language. But I 
would recall to you today one who was not a son of 
Massachusetts or any American state—who made no 
history here—and who was not at home in either 
our city or our language. And yet his words, spoken 
here in Faneuil Hall, have a meaning for Americans 
today that is worthy of any ever uttered from this 
platform. 


The time was 1852. The speaker was Louis 
Kossuth. His cause was the freedom of his native 
Hungary, then—as now—trampled by Russian tyr- 
anny. Kossuth had fled into exile, traveling this 
nation to plead for help. He came to Boston. and 
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to Faneuil Hall, and he was given a tremendous 
ovation in what was then called the ‘‘cradle of 
American liberty.”’ 


He began slowly, quietly, referring to this 
historic title. ‘‘It is,’’ he said, ‘‘a great name— 
but there is something in it which saddens my heart. 
You should not say ‘American liberty.’ You should 
say ‘liberty in America.’ Liberty should not be 
either American or European—it should just be 
‘liberty’.’’ 

For when the liberty of one is snuffed out, he 
said, the liberty of all is in peril. Freedom could 
not long survive in America if we regarded it as 
our own exclusive blessing—if we were indifferent 
to its denial in other lands. 


He spoke more than a century ago; and yet his 
words are even truer now than then. In 1852 liberty 
was still a series of islands in a sea of kingdoms. 
In 1961 liberty is indivisible. 


We live in an age Kossuth could not foresee— 
the age of intercontinental ballistic missiles, super- 
sonic bombers, and push-button warfare. We live 
in an age of common markets and common defense, 
of far-flung alliances and far-off bases. 


Just as our own independence was secured only 
through the active collaboration of its thirteen col- 
onies, so today the preservation of free nations is 
determined by their mutual interdependence. Just 
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as the appeals of our own revolution have been con- 
tagious for many new nations, so now the erosion 
of freedom becomes a common peril. 

The independence of West Berlin, now newly 
threatened in the jaws of a Communist vise—the 
independence of Laos and Vietnam, so newly won 
after years of colonial rule and yet so desperately 
endangered by Communist pressure—the inde- 
pendence of new nations and poor nations and small 
nations all over the globe, weakened by internal 
decay and external disorder—the independence of 
all these nations, far-off, foreign, sometimes un- 
friendly, is unbelievably essential to our own. 

For Kossuth was right, ‘‘You should change 
‘American liberty’ into ‘lberty’,’’ he said at this 
historic hall. ‘*‘And then that which found a cradle 
in Faneuil Hall would never find a coffin through 
all the coming days.”’ 

The sad facts of the matter are that America 
in 1852, in that stormy decade before brother fought 
against brother, was too caught up with its own 
problems to give Kossuth much more than its sym- 
pathy. But what of America today? The liberty 
and independence of other nations have become our 
problem. Are we too caught up in other matters 
to see our duty and do it? Are we too immersed 
in petty affairs, daily tasks and human comforts 
to heed the eall to greatness? Are we too blind, 
too narrow, too selfish to realize that the fall of 
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Berlin could be a prelude to the fall of Boston— 
that the despair of homeless masses in Chile could 
ignite a chain of events bringing despair to Massa- 
chusetts—that guerillas infiltrating South Asia 
could be the forerunner of missiles devastating 
South Boston? 

I know there is no shortage of patriotism, no 
lack of courage. There is no dearth of latter-day 
Paul Reveres, who ride through the streets shouting 
‘‘To arms, to arms, the Russians are coming!’’ But 
arms are not enough. And shouting is not enough. 

We must support the President in his every 
move and request which better prepares us for an 
era of trial for an age of crisis. No mind should 
eo untrained. No hands or machines should be 
idle. No racial or religious crisis should slow our 
efforts. 

As in 1775 our own example and our own achieve- 
ments will be the most important measure of our 
influence abroad. Unless we sustain high levels 
of initiative and excellence at home, our stature 
abroad will be stunted and the growth of free na- 
tions interrupted. It is a fact of history that Amer- 
ica’s world role and influence have been greatest 
in those moments when we have shown imagination 
and achievement in our own nation. 

We must be fit, in mind and body. We must 
build an example for all—in the health and housing 
of our people, in the fruit of our farms and factories, 
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in our generosity at home and abroad. And we must, 
as the President has reminded us, be ‘‘as a city 
upon a hill’’ in the conduct of our government at 
every level. Surely we can say in 1961, as John 
Hancock said in this very hall in 1774: ‘‘I thank 
God that America abounds in men who are superior 
to all temptation, whom nothing can divert from 
a steady pursuit of their country’s interest, who 
are at once its ornament—and its safeguard.’’ 

America does abound in such men today. The 
spirit of Hancock and Adams and Otis and all the 
rest is not dead, though sometimes silent. but today 
every voice should be heard. Every hand should 
be raised. Every heart should speak out—not on 
Independence Day alone, but until all are indepen- 
dent—not on behalf of American liberty alone, but 
liberty for all mankind. 

There is inscribed on the portals of our Capitol 
the words that inspired Kossuth: ‘‘ Remember that 
there is a community in mankind’s destiny’’—and we 
belong to that community. And so do the citizens 
of Berlin—and the peasants in Laos—and the vil- 
lagers in Angola and Peru. We are all citizens 
of that community. We are all caught up in that 
destiny. And as Sumner said here 100 years ago: 
‘‘If ever there was occasion when our country might 
claim the best effort of us all—it is now. Hach in 
his way must act. Each must do what he can.’’ 

And to his words I can only add: Each of us 
will labor—and together we shall prevail.

Be wut ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1988 is hereby amended 
by adding at the end thereof the following new part: 


PART 34 
FALL-OUT SHELTERS 


SEecTION 3401. Fall-Out Shelters are hereby defined 
as structures designed and intended to afford reasonable 
protection against the radio active fall-out from any 
nuclear explosion when said shelter is beyond the range 
of destruction of such nuclear explosion. Fall-Out 
Shelters are not designed or intended to afford protection 
from blast and radiation effects of the nuclear explosion 
itself. 


SEcTION 3402. The provisions of Parts 2 to 32, in- 
clusive, of this Code shall not apply to Fall-Out Shelters 
designed for use by 10 or less persons. 


Section 3403. Fall-Out Shelters shall equal or 
exceed the minimum standards prescribed by the 
National Civil Defense Agency as to size, materials, 
thickness and strength of materials, floor space require- 
ments per person, ventilation, and protection against 
radiation.

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Section 3404. A Fall-Out Shelter constructed within 
or abutting an existing structure shall have at least one 
exit leading directly from the shelter to the outside 
ground surface without passing through the existing 
structure. 


Section 3405. Fall-Out Shelters shall not be con- 
verted to other uses unless they comply with the Build- 
ing Code in its entirety and pertinent zoning regulations 
in every respect for such use.

BOSTON AND THE CITIES OF REVERE,

HAM, MILTON, AND WINTHROP. 


In Crry Councit, December 11, 1961. 


The special committee appointed to examine the lines 
and bound marks between the City of Boston and the 
Cities of Revere, Everett, Somerville, and Newton, and 
the Towns of Brookline, Dedham, Milton, and Winthrop 
respectfully report that they have attended to the duty 
with which they were charged and have examined and 
verified with the committees appointed by the said cities 
and towns the severa] boundaries and bound marks in 
the existing boundary lines. 

The committee found the existing boundary markers 
and points to be essentially in the same condition as 
reported by the last previous perambulation committee. 
_ The boundary lines between Boston-Somerville, Bos- 
ton-Newton, Boston-Brookline, Boston-Dedham, and 
Boston-Milton are for the most part satisfactorily 
marked; although some of the markers are not in evi- 
dence by virtue of being buried under existing pavement 
or ground surfaces; and a few others are missing or 
inadequately marked. 

The boundaries between Boston-Revere, and Boston- 
Winthrop are insufficiently marked in those areas where 
the Belle Isle Inlet and Shirley Gut waterways have 
been filled in. 

The Boston-Everett boundary line is poorly marked 
due to the fact that most of the markers are buried. 

Inasmuch as the Committee members and engineers 
of the communities involved and referred to herein, are

in general agreement as to where the marking of the 
respective boundary lines can be improved by more 
adequately marking existing markers; restoring missing 
markers; raising markers that are buried; and setting 
additional markers at certain significant points, it is the 
recommendation of this committee that the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works be requested to prepare and 
plan for specific improvements as may be indicated 
through consultation and agreement with the engineers 
of the respective cities and towns of Revere, Everett, 
Somerville, Newton, Brookline, Dedham, Milton, and 
Winthrop.

CONCERNING RESTRICTIONS ON PARK 
FRONTAGES ON COMMONWEALTH AVENUE.

not apply to buildings or structures or any part thereof 
hereafter erected or altered on land which abuts on 
and has an entrance into and is within 100 feet from 
Commonwealth Avenue between Chestnut Hill Avenue 
and South Street; and provided also that.

ESTABLISHING ANNUAL CHARGES FOR THE 
USE OF THE COMMON SEWERS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Sixty-one. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Chapter 30 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is 
hereby amended by adding after section 7 the following 
caption and section: 


Annual Sewer Use Charges. 


Secrion 8. Under authority of section 16 of chapter 
83 of the General Laws and every other authority 
hereunto enabling, the annual charge for the use of 
the common sewers of the city by every estate in the 
city having one or more particular sewers discharging 
into such common sewers is hereby established as a 
primary charge of twelve dollars, an additional charge 
of one dollar for every thousand cubic feet, in excess 
of twelve thousand cubic feet, of water supplied by the 
city to such estate and billed in the calendar year in 
which the charge established by this section is assessed, 
and a further charge of one dollar for every thousand 
cubic feet of water derived or received by such estate 
from any other source during the period covered by 
such billing; provided, however, that if water so sup- 
plied, derived or received is used on the estate in such 
a manner as not to enter the common sewers of the 
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city, in determining the charge established by this 
section the quantity of water so used shall be deducted 
from the aggregate amount of water so supplied, 
derived or received during such period; provided 
further that in no case shall any charge be assessed 
under this section in excess of a just and equitable 
charge; and provided also that persons exempt from 
the payment of water rates and charges, but only such 
persons, shall be exempt from the charge established 
by this section. 


The quantity of water supplied by the city through 
a water meter in good working order shall be determined 
by the readings of such meter. The quantity of all 
other water shall be estimated by the commissioner of 
public works by any reasonable and equitable method 
apt in the circumstances of the particular case to 
determine the quantity of water discharged through 
the particular sewer or sewers of the estate into the 
common sewers of the city; provided, however, in the 
case of water not supplied by the city but derived or 
received by an estate from another source, and also 
in the case of water used on an estate in such a manner 
as not to enter the common sewers of the city, that 
if such water is measured by one or more water meters 
in good working order installed and maintained on the 
estate by the commissioner of public works at the 
request and expense of the owner or tenant of such 
estate, the quantity of water so derived or received, or 
the quantity of water so used, or both, as the case 
may be, shall be determined by the readings of such 
meter or meters. Water supplied by the city or any 
other source exclusively for fire pipe purposes shall 
not be included in determining the charge established 
by this section. 


During the last three months of every calendar year 
commencing with the current year nineteen hundred 
and sixty-one, the commissioner of public works shall 
assess upon every estate in the city having a particular 
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sewer discharging into the common sewers of the 
city, and in January of the next following calendar 
year commit to the collector-treasurer, the charge 
established by this section, which shall be due and 
payable at such time or times in such next following 
calendar year and in such instalments, if any, as said 
commissioner shall from time to time determine. Said 
commissioner shall in his order of assessment designate 
as the owner of a parcel assessed the person who was 
liable to assessment therefor on the preceding January 
first under the provisions of chapter fifty-nine of the 
General Laws.

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ORDINANCES OF 1961 


CHAPTER 1. 


REORGANIZING THE ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The first paragraph of section 5 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is hereby 
amended by striking out clause (2) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause :— 

(2) The commissioner of assessing, thirteen thousand 
five hundred dollars; the two associate commissioners of 
assessing, twelve thousand dollars each; and the member 
of the board of review in the assessing department 
appointed from the public at large, ninety-seven hundred 
and fifty dollars 


SECTION 2. Said section 5 is hereby amended by 
striking out the last paragraph and inserting in place 
thereof the following three paragraphs: — 

The person in the service of the real estate appraisal 
division of the assessing department serving ex officio on. 
the board of review in said department, shall, while so 
serving, receive as compensation for his services as 
chairman and a member of said board, in addition to the 
compensation for his regular service in said division, the 
amount, if any, by which such compensation is exceeded 
by the maximum compensation for an office allocated to 
Grade No. 43 of the compensation plan from time to 
time in effect for the county; and the person in the 
service of the statistical research division of said depart- 
ment serving ex officio on said board shall, while so 
serving, receive as compensation for his services on said 
board, in addition to the compensation for his regular 
service in said division, the amount, if any, by which 
such compensation is exceeded by the maximum com- 
pensation for an office allocated to Grade No. 38 of such 
compensation plan. 

The deputy assessors shall be compensated as if they 
held an office allocated to Grade No. 40 of the compensa- 
tion plan from time to time in effect for the county;

CHAPTER'S. 
ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. Department and Divisions. There shall be 
in the city a department, known as the Assessing De- 
partment, which shall be under the charge of a board 
consisting of an officer, known as the Commissioner of 
Assessing, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
and of two other officers, known as Associate Commis- 
sioners of Assessing, each appointed by the mayor for a 
like term. The mayor shall from time to time by a 
writing filed with the city clerk designate one of the 
associate commissioners of assessing as the associate 
commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises and 
the other as the associate commissioner of assessing for 
poll taxes. 


Said board shall divide the assessing department from 
time to time into a real estate appraisal division, a 
statistical research division, and such other divisions as 
said board shall adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. 


Section 2. Powers and Duties of Commissioner of 
Assessing. ‘The commissioner of assessing shall, for the 
assessing department including the board of review, 
exclusively have the power, and perform the duties, 


~ 
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conierred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence 
immediately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance 
with respect to the acquisition and disposal of property, 
the making of contracts, and the appointment, suspen- 
sion, discharge, compensation and indemnification of 
subordinates. ‘The commissioner of assessing shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by law on the assessor and the board of review 
in the assessing department in existence immediately 
prior to the taking effect of this ordinance with respect 
to taxes other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, 
and shall further have the powers and perform the 
duties from time to time conferred or imposed on 
assessors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws 
applicable to Boston with respect to taxes other than poll 
and motor vehicle excise taxes. 


Section 3. Powers and Duties of Associate Commis- 
stoners of Assessing. The associate commissioners of 
assessing shall have the powers and perform the duties 
conferred or imposed by law on the assessor in existence 
immediately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance 
with respect, in the case of the associate commissioner of 
assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties from time 
to time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in 
Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston 
with respect, in the case of the associate commissioner of 
assessing for motor vehicle excises, to motor vehicle 
excise taxes, and in the case of the associate commis- 
sioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes. In 
addition, each associate commissioner of assessing may, 
at such time as he shall have been so authorized by 
written designation signed by the commissioner of

In the event of the absence, disability or vacancy in 
office of an associate commissioner of assessing, the 
powers and duties conferred or imposed upon him by or 
under this section shall be exercised and performed by 
the other associate commissioner of assessing. 
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Section 4. Board of Review. There shall be in the 
assessing department a board, known as the Board of 
Review, consisting of (1) such person in the service of 
the real estate appraisal division of the assessing de- 
partment as the mayor, by a writing filed with the city 
clerk after the commencement of a municipal year, 
shall designate to serve ex officio on said board at his 
pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, shall 
be chairman of said board, (2) such person in the service 
of the statistical research division of the assessing depart- 
ment as the mayor in like manner shall designate to 
serve ex officio on said board at his pleasure during such 
year, and (3) such person as the mayor shall appoint 
from the public at large to serve on said board for a 
term expiring on the first Monday of the January follow- 
ing the next biennial municipal election at which a 
mayor is elected. 


It shall be the duty of the board of review to review 
every application for the abatement of a real estate or 
personal property tax and report to the commissioner 
of assessing its findings and recommendations with 
respect thereto, including such suggestion for settle- 
ment, if any, as, after discussion with the applicant, the 
board may think proper. 


Section 5. Application for Abatement. Every appli- 
cation for abatement filed with the assessing department 
shall be deemed to be filed with, and shall be forthwith 
transmitted to, in the case of an application for the 
abatement of a real estate or personal property tax, the 
commissioner of assessing, in the case of an application 
for the abatement of a motor vehicle excise tax, the 
associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle 
excises, and in the case of an application for the abate- 
ment of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assess- 
ing for poll taxes. 


SEecTION 5. The assessor and the board of review in 
existence in the assessing department immediately 
prior to the taking effect of this ordinance are hereby 
abolished; and the powers and duties of said assessor in 
relation to motor vehicle excise taxes, and all appropria- 
tions relating thereto, are hereby transferred to the 
associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle 
excises; and the powers and duties of said assessor in 
relation to poll taxes, and all appropriations relating 
thereto, are hereby transferred to the associate commis-

sioner of assessing for poll taxes; and all other powers 
and duties of said assessor, with all appropriations 
relating thereto, and the powers and duties of said 
board of review, with all appropriations relating thereto, 
are hereby transferred to the commissioner of assessing. 


Section 19 of chapter 28 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1961 is hereby amended by striking out, 
in the last sentence, the word “‘assessor’’ and inserting 
in place thereof the words:— commissioner of assessing. 


SECTION 7. Section 1 of chapter 30 of the Revised

FURTHER AMENDING CHAPTER 479 oF THE ACTS OF

Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938 is hereby amended 
by adding at the end thereof the following new part: 


PART 34 
FALL-OUT SHELTERS 


Section 3401. Fall-Out Shelters are hereby defined 
as structures designed and intended to afford reasonable 
protection against the radio active fall-out from any 
nuclear explosion when said shelter is beyond the range 
of destruction of such nuclear explosion. Fall-Out 
Shelters are not designed or intended to afford protection 
from blast and radiation effects of the nuclear explosion 
itself. 

Section 3402. The provisions of Parts 2 to 32, in- 
clusive, of this Code shall not apply to Fall-Out Shelters 
designed for use by 10 or less persons. 


Section 3403. Fall-Out Shelters shall equal or 
exceed the minimum standards prescribed by the 
National Civil Defense Agency as to size, materials, 
thickness and strength of materials, floor space require- 
ments per person, ventilation, and protection against 
radiation. 


Section 3404. A Fall-Out Shelter constructed within 
or abutting an existing structure shall have at least one 
exit leading directly from the shelter to the outside 
ground surface without passing through the existing 
structure. | 


Section 3405. Fall-Out Shelters shall not be con- 
verted to other uses unless they comply with the Build- 
ing Code in its entirety and pertinent zoning regulations 
in every respect for such use.

CHAPTER 11. 


ESTABLISHING ANNUAL CHARGES FOR THE USE OF THE 
COMMON SEWERS. 


Chapter 30 of the Revised Ordinances of 1961 is 
hereby amended by adding after section 7 the following 
caption and section: 


20 City Documrent No. 47 


Annual Sewer Use Charges. 


Section 8. Under authority of section 16 of chapter 
83 of the General Laws and every other authority 
hereunto enabling, the annual charge for the use of 
the common sewers of the city by every estate in the 
city having one or more particular sewers discharging 
into such common sewers is hereby established as a 
primary charge of twelve dollars, an additional charge 
of one dollar for every thousand cubic feet, in excess 
of twelve thousand cubie feet, of water supplied by the 
city to such estate and billed in the calendar year in 
which the charge established by this section is assessed, 
and a further charge of one dollar for every thousand 
cubic feet of water derived or received by such estate 
from any other source during the period covered by 
such billing; provided, however, that if water so sup- 
plied, derived or received is used on the estate in such 
a manner as not to enter the common sewers of the 
city, in determining the charge established by this 
section the quantity of water so used shall be deducted 
from the aggregate amount of water so supplied, 
derived or received during such period; provided 
further that in no case shall any charge be assessed 
under this section in excess of a just and equitable 
charge; and provided also that persons exempt from 
the payment of water rates and charges, but only such 
persons, shall be exempt from the charge established 
by this section. 


The quantity of water supplied by the city through 
a water meter in good working order shall be determined 
by the readings of such meter. The quantity of all 
other water shall be estimated by the commissioner of 
public works by any reasonable and equitable method 
apt in the circumstances of the particular case to 
determine the quantity of water discharged through 
the particular sewer or sewers of the estate into the 
common sewers of the city; provided, however, in the 
case of water not supplied by the city but derived or 
received by an estate from another source, and also 
in the case of water used on an estate in such a manner 
as not to enter the common sewers of the city, that 
if such water is measured by one or more water meters 
in good working order installed and maintained on the 
estate by the commissioner of public works at the 
request and expense of the owner or tenant of such 
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estate, the quantity of water so derived or received, or 
the quantity of water so used, or both, as the case 
may be, shall be determined by the readings of such 
meter or meters. Water supplied by the city or any 
other source exclusively for fire pipe purposes shall 
not be included in determining the charge established 
by this section. 

During the last three months of every calendar year 
commencing with the current year nineteen hundred 
and sixty-one, the commissioner of public works shall 
assess upon every estate in the city having a particular 
sewer discharging into the common sewers of the 
city, and in January of the next following calendar 
year commit to the collector-treasurer, the charge 
established by this section, which shall be due and 
payable at such time or times in such next following 
calendar year and in such instalments, if any, as said 
commissioner shall from time to time determine. Said 
commissioner shall in his order of assessment designate 
as the owner of a parcel assessed the person who was 
liable to assessment therefor on the preceding January 
first under the provisions of chapter fifty-nine of the 
General Laws.

5.* Holders of the following offices shall receive the 
annual salaries respectively set against such offices, which 
salaries shall, except as otherwise provided by ordinance, be in 
full for all services rendered to the city and county, shall be 
apportionable in the event of service for only part of a year, 
and shall be subject to deduction for any and all sums due to 
the city or county from such office holder:

(1) The director of administrative services, fifteen thousand 
dollars; the supervisor of budgets, ninety-five hundred dollars; 
the supervisor of personnel, ninety-five hundred dollars; and the 
purchasing agent, ninety-five hundred dollars. 

(2) The commissioner of assessing, thirteen thousand five 
hundred dollars; the two associate commissioners of assessing, 
twelve thousand dollars each; and the member of the board 
of review in the assessing department appointed from the 
public at large, ninety-seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

(3) The city auditor, twelve thousand dollars. 

(4) The building commissioner, eleven thousand dollars. 

(5) The city clerk, ten thousand dollars. 


(6) The clerk of committees of the city council, eight 
thousand and twenty-five dollars, and the two assistant clerks 
of committees, six thousand dollars each. 

(7) The collector-treasurer, twelve thousand dollars. 

(8) The corporation counsel, thirteen thousand five hundred 
dollars. 

(9) The chairman of the board of election commissioners, 
eighty-five hundred dollars; and the other three members of 
said board, seventy-five hundred dollars each. 

(10) The fire commissioner, twelve thousand dollars. 

(11) The health commissioner, eleven thousand dollars. 

(12) The city messenger, eighty-five hundred dollars; the 
assistant city messenger, sixty-one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars; the librarian-archivist, fifty-eight hundred dollars; the 
document clerk, fifty-three hundred and twenty-five dollars; 
the chaplain, nine hundred and forty dollars; and one stenogra- 
pher-clerk in the city messenger department, fifty-three 
hundred and twenty-five dollars. 

(13) The commissioner of parks and recreation, eleven 
thousand dollars. 

(14) The penal institutions commissioner, eighty-five hun- 
dred dollars. 

(15) The commissioner of public works, thirteen thousand 
five hundred dollars. 

(16) The commissioner of real property, ninety-five hundred 
dollars; and the assistant commissioner of real property, 
eighty-five hundred dollars. 

(17) The traffic commissioner, ninety-five hundred dollars. 
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(18) The veterans benefits and services commissioner, 
eighty-five hundred dollars. 


Each member of the board of appeal in the building depart- 
ment shall receive for every day or part thereof of actual 
service twenty-five dollars; but in no event shall any member 
of said board receive in any one year more than thirty-five 
hundred dollars in the aggregate for services rendered by him 
under the building code and the zoning law. Each member of 
the board of examiners in the building department, and the 
appointive member of the board of examiners of gasfitters in 
said department, shall receive for every day or part thereof of 
actual service fifteen dollars, but in no event more than fifteen 
hundred dollars in any one year. 


The person in the service of the real estate appraisal division 
of the assessing department serving ex officio on the board of 
review in said department shall, while so serving, receive as 
compensation for his services as chairman and a member of 
said board, in addition to the compensation for his regular 
service in said division, the amount, if any, by which such 
compensation is exceeded by the maximum compensation for 
an Office allocated to Grade No. 43 of the compensation plan 
from time to time in effect for the county; and the person in the 
service of the statistical research division of said department 
serving ex officio on said board shall, while so serving, receive 
as compensation for his services on said board, in addition to 
the compensation for his regular service in said division, the 
amount, if any, by which such compensation is exceeded by 
the maximum compensation for an office allocated to Grade 
No. 38 of such compensation plan. 


The deputy assessors shall be compensated as if they held an 
office allocated to Grade No. 40 of the compensation plan from 
time to time in effect for the county; assistant assessors lawfully 
required to devote at least thirty-five hours a week to their 
work shall be compensated as if they held an office allocated to 
Grade No. 30 of said compensation plan; and other assistant 
assessors shall be compensated as if they held an office allocated 
to Grade No. 15 of said compensation plan. 

The auctioneer in the real property department shall be 
compensated as if he held a position allocated to Grade No. 
30 of the compensation plan from time to time in effect for 
the county.

CHAPTER 4. 
ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES DEPARTMENT.

Section 1.* There shall be in the city a department, known 
as the Administrative Services Department, which shall be 
under the charge of a board, known as the Administrative 
Services Board, consisting of an officer, known as the Director 
of Administrative Services, who shall be chairman of the 
board, an officer known as the Supervisor of Budgets, an officer 
known as the Supervisor of Personnel, an officer known as the 
Purchasing Agent, and the commissioner of assessing, the city 
auditor and the collector-treasurer, ex officiis. The director of 
administrative services, the supervisor of budgets, and the 
purchasing agent shall each be appointed by the mayor for a 
term expiring on the first Monday of the January following the 
next biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
and shall devote their whole time to the duties of their respective 
offices. The supervisor of personnel shall be appointed by the 
mayor, and hold office, subject to the civil service laws and 
rules, and shall devote his whole time to the duties of his office. 
The director of administrative services shall exclusively have 
the powers, and perform the duties, of a department head 
with respect to the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates for the 
administrative services department and the several officers 
thereof. 


CHAPTER 5. f 
ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Secrion 1. Department and Divisions. There shall be in the 
city a department, known as the Assessing Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board consisting of an officer, 
known as the Commissioner of Assessing, appointed by the 
mayor for a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which a mayor 
is elected, and of two other officers, known as Associate Commis- 
sioners of Assessing, each appointed by the mayor for a like 
term. The mayor shall from time to time by a writing filed

Said board shall divide the assessing department from time 
to time into a real estate appraisal division, a statistical re- 
search division, and such other divisions as said board shall 
adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the department. 


Sect. 2. Powers and Duties of Commissioner of Assessing. 
The commissioner of assessing shall, for the assessing depart- 
ment including the board of review, exclusively have the 
power, and perform the duties, conferred or imposed by law 
on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the appoint- 
ment, suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnification 
of subordinates. ‘The commissioner of assessing shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the assessor and the board of review in the assessing 
department in existence immediately prior to the taking effect 
of this ordinance with respect to taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes, and shall further have the powers 
and perform the duties from time to time conferred or im- 
posed on assessors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws 
applicable to Boston with respect to taxes other than poll 
and motor vehicle excise taxes. 


Sect. 3. Powers and Duties of Associate Commissioners of 
Assessing. The associate commissioners of assessing shall have 
the pdwers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by 
law on the assessor in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance with respect, in the case of the 
associate commissioner of assessing for motor vehicle excises, 
to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case of the associate 
commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to poll taxes, and shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with respect, 
in the case of the associate commissioner of assessing for motor 
vehicle excises, to motor vehicle excise taxes, and in the case 
of the associate commissioner of assessing for poll taxes, to 
poll taxes. In addition, each associate commissioner of assess- 
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ing may, at such time as he shall have been so authorized by 
written designation signed by the commissioner of assessing, 
approved by the mayor and filed with the city clerk and such 
authorization shall not have been revoked in like manner, 
exercise the powers and perform the duties of commissioner of 
assessing in relation to such matters as may be specified in 
such designation. In the event of the absence, disability or 
vacancy in office of an associate commissioner of assessing, the 
powers and duties conferred or imposed upon him by or under 
this section shall be exercised and performed by the other 
associate commissioner of assessing. 

Sect. 4. Board of Review. There shall be in the assessing 
department a board, known as the Board of Review, con- 
sisting of (1) such person in the service of the real estate 
appraisal division of the assessing department as the mayor, 
by a writing filed with the city clerk after the commencement 
of a municipal year, shall designate to serve ex officio on said 
board at his pleasure during such year, who, while so serving, 
shall be chairman of said board, (2) such person in the service 
of the statistical research division of the assessing depart- 
ment as the mayor in like manner shall designate to serve 
ex officio on said board at his pleasure during such year, and 
(3) such person as the mayor shall appoint from the public 
at large to serve on said board for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next biennial mu- 
nicipal election at which a mayor is elected. 

It shall be the duty of the board of review to review every 
application for the abatement of a real estate or personal 
property tax and report to the commissioner of assessing 
its findings and recommendations with respect thereto, in- 
cluding such suggestion for settlement, if any, as, after discus- 
sion with the applicant, the board may think proper. 

Sect. 5. Application for Abatement. Every application for 
abatement filed with the assessing department shall be deemed 
to be filed with, and shall be forthwith transmitted to, in 
the case of an application for the abatement of a real estate 
or personal property tax, the commissioner of assessing, in 
the case of an application for the abatement of a motor vehicle 
excise tax, the associate commissioner of assessing for motor 
vehicle excises, and in the case of an application for the abate- 
ment of a poll tax, the associate commissioner of assessing 
for poll taxes.

Annual Sewer Use Charges. 


Sect. 8.* Under authority of section 16 of chapter 83 of 
the General Laws and every other authority hereunto enabling, 
the annual charge for the use of the common sewers of the city 
by every estate in the city having one or more particular sewers 
discharging into such common sewers is hereby established as a 
primary charge of twelve dollars, an additional charge of one 
dollar for every thousand cubic feet, in excess of twelve thousand 
cubic feet, of water supplied by the city to such estate and 
billed in the calendar year in which the charge established by 
this section is assessed, and a further charge of one dollar for 
every thousand cubic feet of water derived or received by such 
estate from any other source during the period covered by 
such billing; provided, however, that if water so supplied, 
derived or received is used on the estate in such a manner as 
not to enter the common sewers of the city, in determining the 
charge established by this section the quantity of water so

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used shall be deducted from the aggregate amount of water 
so supplied, derived or received during such period; provided 
further that in no case shall any charge be assessed under this 
section in excess of a just and equitable charge; and provided 
also that persons exempt from the payment of water rates and 
charges, but only such persons, shall be exempt from the charge 
established by this section. 

The quantity of water supplied by the city through a water 
meter in good working order shall be determined by the readings 
of such meter. The quantity of all other water shall be estimated 
by the commissioner of public works by any reasonable and 
equitable method apt in the circumstances of the particular 
case to determine the quantity of water discharged through 
the particular sewer or sewers of the estate into the common 
sewers of the city; provided, however, in the case of water not 
supplied by the city but derived or received by an estate from 
another source, and also in the case of water used on an 
estate in such a manner as not to enter the common sewers of 
the city, that if such water is measured by one or more water 
meters in good working order installed and maintained on the 
estate by the commissioner of public works at the request and 
expense of the owner or tenant of such estate, the quantity of 
water so derived or received, or the quantity of water so used, 
or both, as the case may be, shall be determined by the readings 
of such meter or meters. Water supplied by the city or any 
other source exclusively for fire pipe purposes shall not be 
included in determining the charge established by this section. 

During the last three months of every calendar year com- 
mencing with the current year nineteen hundred and sixty-one, 
the commissioner of public works shall assess upon every estate 
in the city having a particular sewer discharging into the com- 
mon sewers of the city, and in January of the next following 
calendar year commit to the collector-treasurer, the charge 
established by this section, which shall be due and payable 
at such time or times in such next following calendar year 
and in such instalments, if any, as said commissioner shall 
from time to time determine. Said commissioner shall in his 
order of assessment designate as the owner of a parcel assessed 
the person who was liable to assessment therefor on the pre- 
ceding January first under the provisions of chapter fifty-nine 
of the General Laws.

Drar Mr. Mayor: 

In accordance with the requirements of Chapter 3, 
Section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the Boston Auditorium 
Commission for the year ending December 31, 1960. 

The Auditorium Commission is composed of five 
members who serve without compensation. ‘Two mem- 
bers are appointed by the Mayor, and the other three 
are appointed by the Mayor upon the nomination of the 
Hotel Association, the Real Estate Board, and the 
Chamber of Commerce. All members serve for a term 
of five years. Mr. William D. Ireland, who was re- 
appointed in May of this year to a five-year term, is 
chairman of the Commission. The other members are: 
Mr. Donald B. Stanbro, Robert C. Nordblom, Frank R. 
Kelley, and William H. Ohrenberger. 

On March 23 of this year the Auditorium Commission 
called for general bids for the construction of the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium on plans and specifications drawn 
by Hoyle, Doran and Berry, architects. However, 
because of an agreement between The Prudential In- 
surance Company and the City of Boston, one would 
not build without the other, and therefore all bids 
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were rejected by the Commission pending the Supreme 
Court decision on The Prudential Center. 

Upon instructions of the Mayor, the architects were 
asked to study the possibility of including opera facilities 
in the plans for the Auditorium. They submitted some 
preliminary sketches showing the changes that would 
have to made in the origina] plans in order to include 
the opera. | 

The Commission is now awaiting the Supreme Court 
decision on The Prudential Center.

The Zoning Commission submits herewith, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Section 24, Chapter 3, 
Revised Ordinances of 1947, its second annual report, 
containing a statement of its acts and doings and 
receipts and expenditures for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1960. 

During the year the following appointments and 
reappointments have taken place in the membership 
of the Board: 


APPOINTMENTS 


Mr. Antonino F. Iovino, upon nomination of the 
Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce, appeared before 
the City Clerk under date of October 20, 1960, and was 
sworn as a member for the term ending May 1, 1963. 
He replaces Mr. Arthur J. Gartland. 
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Mr. Nathaniel J. Young Jr., upon nomination by 
the Mayor, appeared before the City Clerk under date 
of September 23, 1960, and was sworn as a member for 
the term ending May 1, 1963. He replaces Mr. Edward 
I. Masterson as the member of the Commission, who 
shall own alone or with one or more other persons, and 
shall occupy in whole or in part as his place of residence, 
a dwelling house having not more than three dwelling 
units. 


REAPPOINTMENTS 


Stanley Underhill, representing the Boston Society 
of Landscape Architects, was reappointed on October 
7 for term ending May 1, 1963. 


Theodore W. Paul, representing the Massachusetts 
Motor Trucks Association, Inec., was reappointed on 
March 2 for the term ending May 1, 1962. 


William L. Hyland, representing the Boston Society 
of Civil Engineers, was reappointed on September 20, 
1960, for the term ending May 1, 1963. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 9, 
Chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, the 
annual meeting took place on May 17, 1960. At this 
meeting the commission re-elected for the ensuing year 
the following officers: Albert V. Colman, chairman; 
William L. Hyland, vice-chairman; Mary T. Downey, 
secretary. Thomas E. McCormick was re-appointed 
as engineer for the commission. 


In July John E. Cassidy, Jr., junior planner for the 
Planning Department Staff, was assigned to assist on 
zoning work. 


Up to the end of the year a total of eight meetings 
were held, three of which were all-day meetings lasting 
from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. The staff of the Planning De- 
partment rendered such assistance as was essential in 
the way of investigations, field surveys, drafting, and 
clerical work.

LEGISLATION 


On September 7 Chapter 652 of the Acts of 1960, 
the so-called ‘‘Prudential Bill,’’ became effective as 
emergency legislation. ‘This legislation abolished the 
City Planning Board and transferred the Planning 
Department and the powers and duties of said Board 
to the Boston Redevelopment Authority. The new 
Zoning Enabling Act, Chapter 665 of the Acts of 1956, 
established the Zoning Commission as a part of, but 
not subject to the control of, the City Planning Depart- 
ment, or in such other department as the City Council, 
with the approval, of the Mayor, shall from time to 
time determine. At the year’s end no action had been 
taken in reassigning the Commission to another city 
department. 

Another provision in this legislation gave to the 
Redevelopment Authority, with the approval of the 
Mayor, the power to deviate from the regulations of 
the zoning code on projects that are to be constructed 
under Chapter 121A of the General Laws, providing 
such deviation does not substantially derogate from the 
intent and purpose of the code. Chapter 121A is the 
Urban Redevelopment Law passed in 1946, which 
authorized the redevelopment of decadent areas by 
housing corporations. ‘The Whitney Street project, 
now in execution, is the first project of this type. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS 


The Commission held two public hearings in the 
City Council Chamber on the proposed zoning regula- 
tions. On March 30 the hearing was devoted principally 
to text changes, whereas the April 13 meeting considered 
in large part suggestions for map changes. Steno- 
graphic records of the meetings were made, and the 
Commission later reviewed all suggestions, adopting 
many of them. 


OTHER MEETINGS AND CONFERENCES 


During the year the Commission also held several 
meetings with separate groups which had manifested 
an interest in conferring with the Commission. Rep- 
resentative meetings were with the Back Bay Business 
Men’s Association, the Back Bay Neighborhood As- 
sociation, and the Boston Real Estate Board. All of 
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those meetings were held previous to the public hearings 
for the purpose of resolving, if possible, problems that 
particularly affected these groups and which could 
protract the hearings. 

In July the Commission met with representatives of 
Harvard University regarding institutional regulations 
in the code. At this meeting a subcommittee composed 
of representatives of Harvard, our consultant, and the 
zoning staff was authorized to study this matter and 
report to the Commission. 

After several meetings of this subcommittee, which 
later included representation for Boston University, and 
further meetings with the Commission, a list of amend- 
ments was thoroughly reviewed, revised, and adopted.
